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Housebreaks 
mar holiday 

Police may identify suspect 


Jamie M. Morse, 18, of Medford 
was arraigned July 5 on charges of 
breaking and entering in the night¬ 
time with the intent to commit a 
felony. 

While most residents were bask¬ 
ing in the sunshine of a long 
weekend, on-duty police were dig¬ 
ging for clues after a rash of 
housebreaks. 

But when the Star went to print 
Wednesday, Detective Lieutenant 
James Pierce and the Winchester 
police had in custody a suspect in 
four of the breaks. Morse has been 
connected with house breaks on 
Lorena Road, Prospect Street, Ox 
Pasture and North Border Road, the 
latter of which was discovered after 
his arrest. 

Morse was arraigned in Woburn 
District Court Wednesday morning 
and is being held on $5,500 bail, 
according to Pierce. 

“Through evidence found at the 
scene we were able to connect 
(Morse) physically with (the 
breaks),” said Pierce. 

According to Pierce, Morse was 
arrested by Woburn police on a 
report of breaking and entering in 
progress. Evidence found at that 
scene connected him to Winchester 
breaks. Morse was also arraigned on 
Woburn charges Wednesday 
morning. 

Also arraigned Wednesday morn¬ 
ing in connection with a break on 
South Gateway was Richard Drap¬ 
er, 25, of Brighton. Draper was 
charged with breaking and entering 
during the daytime with the intent to 
commit a misdemeanor and unau¬ 
thorized use of a motor vehicle, said 
Pierce. 

According to Pierce, the house 


breaks occurred between June 29 
and July 3. 

On July 2 at approximately 3:43 
p.m. Officer Kenneth Green was 
called to a Robinhood Road resi¬ 
dence for a prior breaking and 
entering. 

The owners told police they had 
left home at 10:30 a.m. on July 1 and 
had returned at 3:30 p.m. on July 2. 

While they were away somebody 
removed the screen from a rear 
window on the porch and entered the 
home. Bedrooms were ransacked 
and the owners found their VCR and 
several items of jewelry missing. 
Lieutenant James Pierce brought 
certain items from the home to the 
station, where they were examined 
for fingerprints.

Dr. McDonough 
still serves town

During his 46-year career, 
Winchester resident Dr. James 
McDonough has seen a lot of 
change in the field of medicine. 
He’s also seen a lot of babies, 
having delivered more than 
17,000 infants so far. 

“I’ve spent my entire life in 
Winchester,” says McDonough 
as he strolls through the recently- 
renovated obstetrics floor at 
Winchester Hospital that was 
named after him. From nurses to 
doctors to patients, McDonough 
seems to know everyone on the 
floor by name. 

What McDonough has achieved 
in these years is the dream of 
many people in his field — doing 
what he loves and rising to the top 
of his profession.

“I was impressed by doctors 
that I knew,” says McDonough on 
his choice to go into the medical 
field. “I made up my mind quite 
young.” 

The father of four, McDonough 
and his wife now live on Wild¬ 
wood Street, not far from where 
he originally grew up. 

McDonough graduated from 
Boston College High School, Bos¬ 
ton College, class of 1935 and 
Tufts Medical School, class of 
1939. He was trained at Cam¬ 
bridge City and Boston City hos¬ 
pitals. It was at medical school 
where McDonough first decided 
to pursue a career in the specific 
field of obstetrics and 
gynecology. 

And throughout his career his 
list of achievements has grown 
and grown — vice-president of 
the board of directors at Winches¬ 
ter Hospital, chairman of the 
Finance Committee at the hospi¬ 
tal, member of the executive 


committee, president of the med¬ 
ical staff, chairman of the depart¬ 
ment of OB/GYN and many more 
honors and achievements. 

McDonough was recently hon¬ 
ored by hospital staff at a recep¬ 
tion attended by more than 250 
people. And although he is now 
retired, McDonough still has a 
tremendous influence at the hos¬ 
pital. A $1 million endowment 
given in his name was recently 
received by the hospital. A gift 
from J. Wilfred Smiley, this fund¬ 
ing will go toward improving the 
obstetrics unit. 

“(The endowment) has created 
a great deal of excitement at the 
hospital,” said Mark Kostegan, 
vice president of development. 

The new obstetrics floor is 
equipped with six new LDRs, or 
labor/delivery rooms. These 
rooms have all the features of a 
home environment but are also 
filled with life-saving equipment 
and the most up-to-the-minute 
technology available. 

“There has been no time in 
history when it has been safer 
and more opportune to have a 
baby than now,” says 
McDonough. 

McDonough says he’s seen 
myriad changes in maternal 
medicine in the 46 years since he 
began his practice. 

In the past, the maternal mor¬ 
tality rate was staggering. Now 
the three major complications of 
childbirth; toxicity, hemorrhage 
and infection have been all but 
eliminated, says McDonough. 

McDonough says the increase 
in the knowledge in these areas, 
as well as anesthia and better 
prenatal care have made child¬ 
birthing an easier process. 

In addition, advanced technolo¬ 
gy such as at Winchester Hospital 
provides a safer environment for 
mother and baby. 

“(Winchester Hospital) is the 
best obstetrics unit in suburban 
Boston,” says McDonough. “We 
have the latest technology for 
neo-natal problems.” 

McDonough says that now 
Winchester Hospital can care for 
97 percent of the “high-risk” 
babies, or babies that need inten¬ 
sive care, right in the hospital 
instead of transporting them to 
Children’s Hospital in Boston. 
Not only that, in addition to the 
200 babies that are delivered each 
month at Winchester Hospital, 
other babies needing additional 
care can be brought in from other 
hospitals. 

Up until recently, everyone 
believed that delivery before the 
ninth month was a high risk pro¬ 
cedure, says McDonough. Now’, 
babies delivered in the 25 and 26 
week are able to survive.

Neighbors 
worried by 
loop zoning

Neighbors of the Woburn Loop are 
concerned about proposed zoning 
changes set forth by the town’s plan¬ 
ning board that they think may 
affect their property values. 

The Woburn Loop Committee held 
a public meeting last week to discuss 
options the town has for selling the 
remainder of the loop land. While 
neighbors seem to be satisfied with 
discussion surrounding the option to 
purchase land, some are concerned 
about '.he affects zoning changes will 
have on them. 

The planning board has proposed 
changing some IL (light industrial) 
zoned areas to GR (general residen¬ 
tial) areas, such as in a stretch of 
land running from Hill Street to 
behind Andrea’s Pizza at Swanton 
Street. The changes are being prop¬ 
osed in hopes of retaining a residen¬ 
tial flavor in the area. 

Planning Board Member Dan 
Chane also noted such a change will 
improve the general character of the 
area, as well as encourage the pre¬ 
servation and expansion of housing, 
particularly affordable housing,

Many must leave town for day care

Although five-year-old Sarah Wil¬ 
liams has lived in Winchester for 
four years, she is not well-aquainted 
with the neighborhood children. 
Most of her friends live in Arlington. 

As is the case with many pre¬ 
schoolers, Williams carpools with 
three other Winchester children to a 
nursery school outside of Winchester 
— in Williams case, the Sunshine 
Nursery School in Arlington — 
because she cannot get a slot at a 
nursery school in town. 

“I moved to Winchester four years 
ullU put my daughter on the 
Methodist Church waiting list when 
she was one and a half,” said Sar¬ 
ah’s mother, Stephanie Williams. 
The Methodist Church has had more 
than 50 families on their nursery 
school waiting list for the past two 
years. 

“It was very frustrating. I 
couldn’t believe such an affluent 
town had so few options for nursery 
school,” said Williams. “It’s impor¬ 
tant for parents to be able to shop 
around and choose the best program 
for their children. In Winchester, it 
was a mystery as to whether, when, 
how or why my child would get in. I 
felt I needed the schools to have a 
good impression of Sarah. It should 
have been the other way around.” 


Playgroup activities benefit child¬ 
ren immensely during thier forma¬ 
tive years, according to Sunshine 
Nursery School Director Jerry 
Pedrini. 

“A child who goes to a good pre¬ 
school is much furthur ahead in their 
emotional, social, intellectual and 
motor development than one who 
stays home,” she said. “It is also 
important for a child to know other 
children in their community.” 

In a League of Women Voters 
study group on day care, Winchester 
resident Donna Garner said she 
found that many Winchester resi¬ 
dents are forced to take their child¬ 
ren to nursery schools outside of 
town. In Lexington, for example, 75 
percent of nursery school applicants 
come from other towns — the major¬ 
ity of which are from Winchester, 
according to Garner. 

Nursery school statistics for sev¬ 
eral towns surrounding Winchester 
were recently made available by the 
Office for Children in Waltham. 
According to the OFC, the total 
enrollment in these schools is usual¬ 
ly 30 percent higher than capacity. 

Lexington, for example, has 14 
licensed nursery schools, and a total 
capacity for 795 students. Woburn, 
with 13 licensed nursery schools can 
hold 710 students. 

Arlington has a capacity for 544 


students, in a total of 14 nursery 
schools. Belmont , with 11 nursery 
schools, can accommodate 385 child¬ 
ren. And finally, Winchester, with 
five nursery schools, can take up to 
192 children. 

Rising birth rate 

A rise in Winchester’s birth rate 
has increased the need for nursery 
schools in recent years, and from 
Kathy Flaherty’s perspective, it 
appears that every couple in 
Winchester had a baby in 1986. Flah¬ 
erty is the director of the Neighbor¬ 
hood Cooperative nursery school at 
First Congregational Church. 

“In years past, every toddler who 
applied had a place," she said. 
“Now there are close to 30 toddlers 
already waitlisted for the five or six 
available spots next spring.” The 
Neighborhood Cooperative does not 
give acceptance preference to 
Winchester residents, according to 
Flaherty. 

Jean Mortinson, director of 
Winchester Cooperative Nursery at 
the Unitarian Church, said that “if 
Winchester schools served Winches¬ 
ter only, the town’s need for nursery 
programs would be solved.” This 
year the Winchester Co-op had 
approximately 100 Winchester fami¬ 
lies apply for eight spots. 

“Winchester has plenty of family 
day care in private homes, but no 


center-based, comprehensive child 
care,” said Mortinson. “The prob¬ 
lems of insurance costs, hiring quali¬ 
fied staff and finding a site often 
prevent parents and teachers from 
establishing these facilities.” 

Barbara Roux, one of the three 
authors of the recent proposal for 
First Adventures of Winchester 
nursery school, noted, “Coopera¬ 
tives are a more affordable option 
for most parents. A pre-school such 
as ours would cost $500 to $1200 per 
year, while a competitive, private 
program costs about $2500 per year. 
Family day care is a solution that 
most families cannot afford and it 
does not necessarily incorporate 
reading groups and compatible play¬ 
groups that stimulate kids.” 

A study conducted last year by the 
Office for Children found that the 
need for preschool care in Massa¬ 
chusetts will increase 23 percent by 
1995. Unless space can be found for 
First Adventures and nurseries like 
it. the number of nursery school 
children forced to commute from 
Winchester will continue to 
increase, said Roux. 

For Williams, “this isn’t a need 
that will go away.” And now' that her 
second daughter is two years old, 
Williams is wondering whether her 
second child, too, will be forced to 
attend pre-school outside Winches¬ 
ter’s borders. 


Bylaws restrict opportunities

Christine McLaughlin, Barbara 
Roux and Katherine Knight have not 
abandoned hopes for the establish¬ 
ment of First Adventures of 
Winchester, their proposed nursery 
school. 

Although the Zoning Board of 
Appeals denied their May proposal 
for a facility housed at the Parish of 
Epiphany on Church Street, the peti¬ 
tioners’ investigation of possible 
sites continues, driven by hundreds 
of supporters. 

Unfortunately, Winchester’s zon¬ 
ing restrictions create a sturdy 
roadblock for the much-needed 
development of child care facilities. 

“There are very few' zones in 
Winchester that allow for nursery 
schools,” said McLaughlin. “We 


obtained a town zoning map and 
went through every single eligible 
site, which must be a ‘non-profit’ 
building such as the Mystic School, 


the Bartlett School or Knights of 
Columbus," explained Roux. “None 
were available.” 

The state has classified non-profit 
nursery schools as community activ¬ 
ities. Therefore, parents and teach¬ 
ers wishing to establish a nursery 


school are often required to obtain a 
special permit from their town’s 
zoning board before applying for a 
license from the Waltham Office of 


Children, according to Janet Hoo- 
kailo, Director of Communications 
at the Office for Children. Elemen¬ 
tary and secondary schools are clas¬ 
sified as educational and therefore

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Principal search committee 
screens numerous applicants

The Ambrose School principal 
search committee faces a large pool 
of applicants vying for the post, 
according to Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Charles Mitsakos. 

Mitsakos told School Committee 
members at their June 27 meeting 
that all the applicants are now offi¬ 
cially entered in the race for the 
position of Ambrose Elementary 
Principal. The search committee 
will now take the responsibility of 
whittling down the applicants to just 
three, in order for the School Com¬ 
mittee to chose a candidate. 


Mitsakos said the number of appl¬ 
icants — more than 40 — is a record 
for a principal search conducted in 
Winchester in recent years. 

The untimely death of Principal 
George Flynn June 4 left the position 
vacant at Ambrose, one of Winches¬ 
ter’s five elementary schools. 

In an effort to install a successor 
before the opening of school in Sep¬ 
tember, a search committee consist¬ 
ing of five adminstrators, four 
parents and two teachers from 
Ambrose, w'as put together. 

Under a strict timeline, the com¬ 
mittee commenced advertising and 
reviewing the qualifications from 
the flood of applicants. 


Prospective applicants were soli¬ 
cited from throughout the New Eng¬ 
land area, with most candidates 
applying from Massachusetts and 
New Hampshire, said Mitsakos. 

On July 6, the search committee 
will recommend a few candidates to 
the superintendent, who will then 
recommend a pared down list to the 
School Committee. On Friday, July 
14 the School Committee will inter¬ 
view the finalists and vote on a 
principal. School Committee Chair¬ 
man Edward O’Connell said he 
hopes to wrap up the proceedings in 
one session. 

The new principal will assume the 
position on Aug. 21.

Moderator Sullivan 


got the ‘best deal in town’

As far as community politics goes, 
John Sullivan says he has "the best 
deal in town." 

For the 11th straight year, Sulli¬ 
van is serving as town moderator, a 
position for which he has run uncon¬ 
tested for the last 10 years. 

“To use a baseball analogy, it’s 
like playing third base,’’ says Sulli¬ 
van. As moderator or as third- 
baseman, you have to pay attention 
for three hours straight, knowing 
that at any time anything might 
happen, he adds. "You have to be 
ready, you can’t be caught dozing," 
says Sullivan. 

A life-long resident of Winchester, 
Sullivan has been politically active 
in town for 23 years. In 1967 he ran 
for the Board of Selectmen and was 
defeated by a single vote. The next 
year he was elected and served for 
nine years. 

One of the requirements for a 
moderator, he believes, is a thor¬ 


ough knowledge of the process. If 
someone loses on an issue, it should 
never be attributable to the process, 
says Sullivan. "My contribution to 
town government," he notes, "is 
that people trust the Town Meeting 
process.’’ 

Another requirement for the job is 
the ability to maintain neutrality. 
"The key to being moderator is to 
understand the issues, on both sides. 
Then you can understand the sensi¬ 
tivities around the issues," says 
Sullivan. 

Although there are times when he 
would like to express his opinions, he 
maintains, "I have to let that temp¬ 
tation pass." It would not be possible 
to take a position on one issue with¬ 
out coming under censure for failing 
to do so on others, he says. 

Occasionally, since the moderator 
holds a tie-breaking vote, Sullivan 
must take a stand. Though he may 
decide to pass on a vote, that pass 
will defeat the issue and must be a 
responsible decision. The situation 
arises rarely; however, for these 


says he’s 

and all other occasions the modera¬ 
tor must be informed, aware and 
prepared for anything that may hap¬ 
pen, he says. 

Sullivan himself introduced an 
article onto the warrant for the first 
time during Spring Town Meeting. 
Sullivan’s motion, Article IX, prop¬ 
osed reenacting legislation to limit 
state spending to 2M> percent above 
the prior year’s expenditures. He did 
so, not because he is moderator, but 
because he says he feels “it is the 
right answer to a problem I under¬ 
stand, one I feel would be embraced 
by the general public 3-to-l if it got 
the proper exposure." 

Sullivan took care not to present 
the article to the selectmen until 
after town elections, so as not to risk 
shifting the focus of the election. The 
article passed Town Meeting, and he 
has done some follow-up work to 
help the bill that was recently filed 
succeed state-wide. 

Asked how he views Winchester 
community involvement in politics, 
Sullivan replied, "It’s great.” 


Around the time of Spring Town 
Meeting he noted a tremendously 
heightened political awareness in 
town. When sustained on a long-term 
basis, Sullivan believes such aware¬ 
ness is what makes Winchester what 
it is. 

Asked about other strengths he 
has observed about Winchester, he 
highlighted two — its educational 
system and its zoning. Sullivan says 
the former is one of the best things in 
town because the real estate value 
here exceeds those of surrounding 
towns. 

Sullivan also applauds the strict 
zoning and restraint of haphazard 
development, which have made 
Winchester a visually different 
community. 

Sullivan's efforts and experiences 
are, as with other community volun¬ 
teers, not confined to the community 
itself. Currently he is president of 
Perland Environmental Technolo¬ 
gies, Inc., a new company based in 
Burlington, working in the field of 
hazardous waste — or the "environ¬ 


mental restoration" business. 

Sullivan, who holds a bachelor’s 
degree in chemical engineering and 
a postgraduate degree in nuclear 
engineering, worked for 18 years 
with the Charles T. Main engineer¬ 
ing company and held the position of 
president for a time. He was then 
employed as chief executive officer 
(CEO) for Wheelbrator, the largest 
refuse-to-energy company in the 
United States. 

He then entered the arena of 
hazardous waste. Sullivan’s present 
work with Perland combines his 
managerial skill and engineering 
background for work on a national 
level for private industry. Sullivan 
says he is happy with this new ven¬ 
ture and sees it as a chance to utilize 
his skills. 

Like business, politics is an area 
where he likes to see people use their 
abilities. In fact, politics, he says, is 
the ultimate challenge of a person’s 
skills. Echoing a sentiment that has 
been expressed recently by mem¬ 
bers of the Board of Selectmen and 


the School Committee, Sullivan says. 
he appreciates that input comes „ 
from different points of view at 
Town Meetings and other govern¬ 
ment sessions. Each citizen has 
something of their own to offer, says 
Sullivan. 

In a way, he sees it as tragic if.’ 
skilled people do not get involved,, 
not only for the loss to the communi¬ 
ty but also because he believes such 
people would enjoy being involved. 
"The satisfaction of being able to 
shape things is worth every minute 
of it," says Sullivan. 

In addition to enjoying the diversi¬ 
ty in community government, Sulli¬ 
van also values the integrity he has 
witnessed locally. Integrity, mana¬ 
gerial skill and responsibility are 
elements he himself has brought into 
town government. 

Yet, as for his own involvement, 
he concludes, "I’m very fortunate to 
have had the opportunity to serve as 
selectman and as moderator, I’ve 
certainly gotten more out of it then I 
put into it."

Remove those roadblocks 

Winchester s need for nursery schools continues to grow. In a story by 
Star writer Pam Birchenough this week, it was reported that statistics 
from tlu* Waltham Office for Children indicate that the live existing day 
care programs in town serve only 192 children. At the Methodist Church, 
.'id families in need of such services were seeking eight potential openings 
ia->t fall Similar numbers have been cited over the past few months at 
other local facilities. 

According to figures released by the Winchester school department this 
• pring, tiir total enrollment in Kindergarten and Grade i as of October, 
1988 was 397. In Kindergarten alone 193 were enrolled — one more student 
than existing spaces in Winchester s facilities. Hut nursery school isn’t 
just lor those one year away from kindergarten. It covers a wider range 
ot age groups There is no question a need for additional spaces exists. 

One t u tor which has been cited as a roadblock to the creation of 
nursery schools is Winchester’s zoning code. However, the Office for 
( hildren lias suggested classifying nursery schools as an educational use. 
l ather than as a community use. With this designation, nursery schools 
would be exempt from many of the zoning restrictions which may hinder 
their development now. 

Perhaps some of the reluctance on the part of zoning boards is a result 
ot a desire to resist the business aspect of day care and instead to promote 
early childhood education programs. As a town. Winchester should 
promote nursery schools which offer educational programs rather than 
those which make the money of a day care facility while teaching little. 

One way to address the current zoning/day care nursery school 
problem is to develop standards or guidelines by which a facility would be 
considered educational. By providing such guidelines, proponents of new 
facilities would have a clear idea of what kind of curriculum they would 
need to be to satisfy the town’s concerns, and thus be exempt from certain 
zoning regulations. 

As a highly residential community that prides itself on its educational 
system and its services. Winchester should ease the process of early 
childhood education, rather than hinder its development.

This clean and unpretentious 
restaurant is the place of choice 
for many townies to grab a coffee 
and a bite to eat while swaping 
good-natured banter with the 
waitress. 

They work the tables with such 
apparent enjoyment and efficien¬ 
cy that one tends to forget they 
are working — and settles in for a 
good howl of stew and a chat. 

C and G Restaurant is owned 
by partners George Athanasiadis 
and Chris Varetimos — and in its 
11 years in Winchester has great¬ 
ly added to our small town char¬ 
acter. It is our answer to the 
fabled country store, long past, 
though without the cracker bar¬ 
rel and circle of chairs around the 
stove. 

It seems, on any given day, that 
many current problems facing 
Winchester are thoroughly 


debated over innumerable plates 
of scrambled eggs, bacon and 
homefries. These local “summit 
meetings” are liberally lubri¬ 
cated with cup after cup of good 
hot coffee. 

It would not he unusual to find 
Clarence Borggaard debating the 
School Committee budget with 
Sally Kincaid — as he downs a 
bowl of his favorite beef stew. 

It is not unusual, either, to find 
Dick Malcolm picking up an 
order for across the street, Mary 
and Ron Skates getting a quick 
bite, or Helen Poftak having a 
quick coffee on one of her busy 
mornings. 

Did you know, too, that the 
350th Anniversary Committee 
report found in the current 
Reports of Town Officers was 
drafted at C and G earlier this 
year amidst the clatter of plates 
and cutlery — as the co-chairmen 
chowed down hearty breakfasts! 

Friendly town discussion and 
debate is found here in liberal 
quantity — and opinion about the 
project at Town Hall could begin 
at the booth of Georgia and A1 
Venuti, and in its journey across 


Hall Committee member, pick up 
various and sundry other feelings 
along the way. It’s all great fun! 

The cameraderie of this place 
spills right out into the street, 
sometimes, and furtive glance 
through the window will he 
rewarded with a wave — and as 
the door opens, another debate 
begins. 

There are many specialties of 
the house — barbequed sirlion 
tips, eggplant parmigiana and 
the famous C and G beef stew. 

As I chatted with Chris, last 
week, over a bowl of chop suey, 
he seemed very pleased with 
Winchester and with his custom¬ 
ers. “We do the best we can to 
satisfy the tastes of all of our 
customers,” he said. 

Seems to the many “loyal 
fans” of C and G that Chris and 
George have done much more — 
they have given us a place where 
we can come together in com¬ 
munity - without putting on any 
airs - to enjoy good food — good 
friends, and good conversation.

This is what my life is like: I went 
on a business trip lately. I took my 
briefcase, an overnight bag, a large 
thermos of coffee, three kids, three 
foreign travellers and a large flat 
box full of blind baby hamsters. 

But let me start at the beginning. 

Back in the early spring, as a 
result of some strenuous begging on 
:he part of one offspring, two little 
hamsters came into our lives. They 
were a brother and sister, a bright¬ 
eyed little pair of beasts who hadn’t 
the smallest intention of living like 
brother and sister. “Separate mem¬ 
bers of the opposite sex by four 
weeks of age," the hamster manual 
warned, or the younguns will mate 
on you. We did separate them, but 
too late, alas. They'd mated all 
right, with the usual consequence. 

The consequences arrived ten 
days later, six tiny quivering things, 
each no bigger than a child’s baby 
toe, and began bumbling intently 
around, stepping on one another’s 
faces and attempting to nurse on one 
another’s ears. Sooner or later, they 
found Mom. and settled in for a good 
long feed. She lay there, obliging 
them: night and day; day and night. 
When she needed food, she stood 
and, babies dangling from her 
underside like fringe from a flap¬ 
per’s dress, she waded through the 
cedar shavings toward it. Then one 
day, I guess she had enough. 


Some hamster moms do this, the 
manual warned. They can’t adjust to 
motherhood. We came in one morn¬ 
ing, and she was gone. Over the wall 
of ther glass-walled home. We 
searched in vain for her. We sus¬ 
pected the cat, but only briefly, as 
this crime lacked her signature 
style. She skins her kills, field mice, 
generally, and leaves the insides 
around for the rest of us to admire. 
Biology lessons, the dad of the house 
calls these. (“Aargh, another biolo¬ 
gy lesson!" he yelped only days ago 
from the kitchen.) 

But where was our little mother? 
How would she live, we wondered? 
And then our gaze fell upon her 
babies. Here were these six. helpless 
and bald, blind and hungry. 

First we called the pet shop. 
“Hamster babies? Well, you now, 
hamster babies..." they said, as if 
their little lives registered not at all 
on the Richter scale of significance. 
“They’ll probably die," they 
concluded. 

So we called the vet. The vet’s 
assistants were less blunt, but not 
much more helpful. “Uh, don’t bring 
them here," they began. “We don’t 
do hamsters." “They’re lab ani¬ 
mals, of course," they went on dark¬ 
ly. Then, “Not much is actually 
known about hamsters..." 

We hung up the phone and looked 
at their weakening steps. This much 
was known about these hamsters: 
they wanted to live. 

Just then a gang of grandmas 


showed up at the door for other 
purposes. Six or eight of them took in 
the situation at a glance. "Call 
Angell Memorial" they said, Bos¬ 
ton’s nationally known animal hospi¬ 
tal. We did. “I’ll get you the Hot¬ 
line," the receptionist said briskly. 

In seconds, we were talking to the 
doctor. “Get some powdered milk, 
he said. “Get an eye dropper. Feed 
them every two hours." 

And so it was that the hamster 
came on my business trip. I’d 
invited the kids and the foreign 
travellers. The hamsters we just 
kind of threw in at the last minute. 

It was a seven-hour drive. Fortu¬ 
nately, the scenery was nice.

nents said the bill sets a bad prece¬ 
dent by allowing BU exemptions 
from the state’s conflict of interest 
and open meeting laws. 

A Yea vote is for the bill. A Nay 
vote is against it. 

Senator Sal Albano voted no. 

Budget (S 1990) — Senate 27-6, 
approved its own version of a fiscal 
1990 $12.4 billion state budget. The 
measure includes a preamble dec¬ 
laring it is imperative that extraor¬ 
dinary measures be taken to ensure 
hospital are for the elderly, quality 
education and adequate local aid. 
Supporters said the package is a 
fiscally responsible one which funds 
necessary programs and noted there 
may be a need for new taxes. Oppo¬ 
nents said the budget is out of 
balance and full of waste and patron¬ 
age. They said the preamble is the 
first step toward new taxes. 

A Yea vote is for the budget. A 
Nay vote is against it. 

Albano voted yes. 

TV (S 1990) — Senate 26-13, 
approved an amendment providing 
$150,000 for a special committee, 
established earlier in the year, to 
work out the details of televising 
Senate sessions. Supporters said this 
is a major undertaking which must 
be studied by paid professionals. 
Opponents said $150,000 is excessive 
and said the Senate can get expert 
advice for little or no money. 

A Yea vote is for the $150,000. A 
Nay vote is against it. 

Albano voted yes. 

Tax Study (S 1990) — Senate 25-13, 
approved an amendment providing 
$150,000 for a study by a special 


commission of all state, local and 
county taxes in order to develop a 
tax reform program. Supporters 
said this commission has issued 
many reports and can continue to be 
helpful in looking at tax reform. 
Opponents said it is time to cut some 
of these studies and argued the work 
could be done by existing staff. 

A Yea vote is for the $150,000. A 
Nay vote is against it. 

Albano voted yes. 

Lottery (S 1990) — Senate 27-12, 
rejected an amendment providing 
that no less than 40 percent of lottery 
revenues be sent back to cities and 
towns as local aid. Supporters said 
this will reduce the prizes and send 
an additional $100 million to com¬ 
munities without raising taxes. 
Opponents said prize reduction will 
result in lower ticket sales and will 
actually reduce aid to communities. 

A Yea vote is for the amendment. 
A Nay vote is against it. 

Albano voted no. 

Choose a School (S 1990) — Senate 
23-17, rejected an amendment strik¬ 
ing a section of the budget providing 
$20 million for senate President Bul¬ 
ger’s “choose a school" pilot project 
which would allow students in Bos¬ 
ton, Lawrence and Malden to attend 
schools in other communities. 
Amendment supporters said the 
program would result in talented 
students leaving urban schools and 
questioned whether the state should 
spend $20 million on this during a 
fiscal crisis. Amendment opponents 
said this program will give some 
parents a choice and will improve 
the educational opportunities of 
many students. 

A Yea vote is against the $20 


million. A Nay vote is for the $20 
million. 

Albano voted yes. 

EOG (S 1990) — Senate first 
approved 24-15, then rejected 28-11 
an amendment increasing funding 
for equal education opportunity 
grants from $110 million to $172 
million. Amendment supporters said 
this $62 million hike is necessary to 
help students in the state’s poorest 
communities. Opponents said the 
state simply cannot afford this addi¬ 
tional expense and argued it will 
lead to new taxes. 

A Yea vote is for the $62 million 
hike. A Nay vote is against it. Both 
roll calls are listed. The first is 24-15 
approval. The second is 28-11 
rejection. 

Albano voted yes on both. 

Parking (S 1990) — Senate 31-8, 
rejected an amendment requiring 
that public employees be required to 
pay for parking spaces in the state 
buildings and lots around the State 
House. Amendment supporters said 
public employees, including legisla¬ 
tors, should pay for parking as those 
in private industry must do. Oppo¬ 
nents said the state is studying a 
more positive approach of renting 
these spaces at night to neighbor¬ 
hood residents. 

A Yea vote is for the amendment. 
A Nay vote is against it Albano 
voted no. 

Sunday Lottery (S 1990) — Senate 
34-5, rejected an amendment strik¬ 
ing the section allowing the lottery’s 
numbers game to operate on Sun¬ 
days. Amendment supporters said 
Sunday is a Sabbath day of rest and 
argued the extra day will not sub¬ 


stantially increase revenues. Oppo¬ 
nents said the extra day will raise 
millions in additional revenue. 

A Yea vote is against the Sunday 
lottery. A Nay vote is for it. 

Albano voted no. 

Prop. 2Vi (S 1990) — Senate 32-6, 
approved an amendment striking a 
section of the budget which allows a 
two-thirds vote of city councils and 
town meetings to pass a debt exclu¬ 
sion override of Prop. 2 Vi. This 
would replace the current voter 
referendum. Amendment suppor¬ 
ters said this section is a clear 
violation of 2Vi and would take pow¬ 
er away from the voters. Opponents 
said the two-thirds vote of the local 
governing body for this temporary 
exclusion is reasonable. 

A Yea vote is against allowing the 
town meeting or city council to over¬ 
ride. A Nay vote is for allowing them 
to override. 

Albano voted yes. 

Extraordinary Measures (S 1990) — 
Senate 25-7, approved a preamble to 
the budget stating it is imperative 
that extraordinary measures be 
found to finance hospital and long¬ 
term elderly care, to ensure equal 
education opportunity and to protect 
basic local services with additional 
state assistance. Supporters said the 
Senate has tried to hold the line and 
avoid new taxes but argued the 
preamble simply acknowledges that 
the Senate is willing to work with the 
House and the Governor if there is a 
need for taxes. Opponents said this 
is simply the first step towards a tax 
hike while the Senate approved a 
budget loaded with waste. 

A Yea vote is for the preamble. A 
Nay vote is against it. 

Albano voted yes.

Zoning changes worry 


The Reverend Dr. Jerome King 
Del Pino is a pastor, scholar, teach¬ 
er, community leader, theologian 
and family man. 

For the past 11 years he has been 
the pastor in charge of Wesley 
United Methodist Church in Spring- 
field. He has served in multiple 
capacities within the national 
Methodist Church and within the 
church at large. For eight years he 
was a member of the board of direc¬ 
tors of the Division of Ordained 
Ministry within the General Board 
of Higher Education and Ministry of 
the United Methodist Church, the 
agency which has oversight for 
some 128 United Methodist-related 
colleges, universities and 13 theolog¬ 
ical schools in the United States. 

During his tenure, he adminis¬ 
tered a national fund over $20 mil¬ 
lion annually to support United 
Methodist theological education as 
chairman of the division’s Commit¬ 
tee on Seminary Relations and the 
Ministerial Education Fund. This 
assignment also required extensive 
travel to all of the denomination’s 
schools and seminaries. 

After serving for the maximum 
term permitted by church law, Del 
Pino was elected to the board of 
directors of the General Board of 
Discipleship for the 1989-1992 quad- 
rennium. As such, he will partici¬ 
pate in the writing of a new book of 
worship (to be companion to the new 
hymnal approved in May of 1988 by 
the General Conference) for the 
denomination. 

He has also served for three years 
as one of his denomination’s rep¬ 
resentatives to the Faith and Order 
Commission of the National Council 
of Churches of Christ, U.S.A., Inc. 
and was one of nine representatives 
selectd by the Council of Bishops of 
the United Methodist Church to par¬ 
ticipate in a four-year bi-lateral dia¬ 
logue on episcopacy with Lutheran 
churches in the United States. 

Dr. Del Pino has served on numer¬ 
ous boards and committees of the 
United Methodist Church’s Southern 
New England Conference (of which 
he is a full ministerial member) and 
four times successively (1976, 1980, 
1984, and 1988) has been elected as 
one of five ministeral delegates to 
the General Conference of the world¬ 
wide denomination and to the North¬ 
eastern Jurisdictional Conference 
which, together with four similar 
geographic jurisdictions, elects

In 1987 his peers honored him with 
election as the ministerial delegate 
to the 1988 General and Jurisdiction¬ 
al Conferences, permitting him to be 
chairman of the Boston Episcopal 
Area delegation, which includes the 
Maine, New Hampshire and South¬ 
ern New England Annual Confer¬ 
ence of the United Methodist 
Church.

He received a bachelor of arts 
degree in English literature and his¬ 
tory from Gustavus Adolphus Col¬ 
lege in St. Peter, Minn, in 1968. He 
then attended the Boston University 
School of Theology, where he 
received his degree cum laude, dis¬ 
tinguishing himself as a scholar and 
a preacher. Del Pino received the 
Charles E. Jefferson Fellowship for 
excellence in preaching. 

Twice the recipient of a Rockefell¬ 
er Doctoral Fellowship, he received 
his Ph.D. in 1980 from Boston Uni¬ 
versity Graduate School of Arts and 
Sciences after completing a disser¬ 
tation in church history on “Martin 
Luther’s theology of the cross and its 
relationship to social change during 
the early years (1521-1525) of the 
Protestant Reformation in 
Germany’’.

potential of the property ... it has a 
way of limiting entreprenuering. It 
puts a cap on our potential in terms 
of our use of the property,” said 
Sammarco. 

However, Chane noted his board 
intends to conduct economic studies 
to determine what the impact would 
be on property values before any 
final decisions are made. 

“We think in some cases it might 
be a wash,” said Chane. “We as a 
board will have more to say to you as 
we do economic studies on it.” 

During the fall of 1988, Town Meet¬ 
ing put the final touches on the 
major chunks of Woburn Loop land, 
most of it being sold to two develop¬ 
ers, the Russell Hill Group and 
Richard Russo. However, there are 
still three stretches of land available 
for purchase.

are exempt from zoning permits, 
noted llookailo. 


“Towns including Burlington, 
Chelsea, Cambridge and Needham 
have acknowledged the educational 
need for pre-school facilities by 
exempting them from zoning restr¬ 
ictions,” said llookailo. “The Office 
for Children intends to issue a posi¬ 
tion statement publicizing our belief 
that urging that nursery schools con¬ 
stitute an educational use and should 
not be restricted. 


“We do not agree with the zoning 
procedures of towns such as 
Winchester. Given that children 
need good care and lack adequate 
facilities, it is always a shame to see 
a zoning decision against the issuing 
of a special permit,” added 
llookailo. 


Winchester Zoning Board member 
Ann Matarese defended the board’s 
position. “There are places in 
Winchester other than the EqJjjh»mfy 
that are more appropriate for a 
nursery school — those women 
simply didn’t pursue the matter far 
enough.” she said. “No one was 
opposed to a nursery school per se, 
but you have to adhere to regula¬ 
tions. The proposal did not meet the 
requirements for a special permit.” 
Chairman of the Board Virginia 
Hoeffling and member Amy Wanger 
could not be reached for comment.

Police offer anti-theft hints

James Pierce doesn’t see the four 
housebreaks and one church 
break over the weekend as being 
related, he does predict each of 
the incidents stem from what 
burglars see as a summertime 
“ghosttown.” 

Pierce suggests when residents 
pack-up for vacation, they should 
include on their checklists a few' 
items to keep burglars at bay. 

First, homeowners should con¬ 
tact police headquarters when 
they plan to be away. Police keep 
a “house book” that makes pat- 
roling cars aware that a house is 
vacant. Pierce says sector police 
will often “make an extra pass” 
through a neighborhood to check 
on houses that are empty. 

Also, leaving lights on timers, 
making sure the alarm system is 
working properly and asking a 
neighbor to take in the mail will 


dissuade would-be criminals. 

“But the best alarm systems 
are neighbors,” said Pierce. 
Neighbors too, are often the best 
defense against break-ins as well 
as being surefire eyew itnesses if 
the criminals are brought to trial. 

But once the crime has been 
committed, police must use 
every piece of evidence avail¬ 
able. Eyewitness descriptions 
and fingerprints are certainly the 
best evidence, says Pierce. 

Although the experts often 
wear gloves. Pierce says a new 
“Sherlock” fingerprint bank at 
the state police laboratory, which 
stores the prints of criminals, has 
had “tremendous results.” 

But fingerprints are only stored 
from previously convicted crimi¬ 
nals. “Unfortunately, it has to be 
someone in the files,” says Pier¬ 
ce. A juvenile or someone without 
a record can not be traced, even 


if a perfect print is left behind at 
the scene of the crime. 

Prybars, crowbars or any other 
burglary tool used to force entry 
into a home can also be traced at 
the state police lab. “Nothing 
touches anything else without 
transfer,” says Pierce. The 
marks left behind on w-indow- 
panes and door jams by these 
tools can actually pinpoint the 
specific tool used for the job. 

Also, when a criminal attempts 
to pawn items stolen from a 
home, the police can usually 
track the items. For this purpose, 
Pierce advises residents to mark 
valuables with their social securi¬ 
ty number. In this case, even if it 
can’t be proved that the criminal 
was at the scene, the police can 
arrest the burglar for receiving 
stolen property.

Arlington’s Regent Theatre, which 
first opened its doors in 1917 as a 
Vaudeville theater, reopened on 
May 26 after five months of exten¬ 
sive renovations which have brought 
the theater back to life. 

When the theater was first trans¬ 
formed into a movie house in 1926, 
The Arlington Advocate at that time 
said, “The interior has been in the 
hands of a decorator who has made 
changes that give a most pleasing 
impression as one enters the lobby. 
The color scheme is blue, buff, and 
gold here, the ceiling suggesting the 
azure blue of the sky is in blue and 
ecru.” In its 82-year history the 
theater has never been permanently 
closed down and is Arlington’s 
largest and last single-screen 
theater. 

The renovations carried out by 
today’s owner, Richard Sacco, and 
General Manager Helen Capra do 
not attempt to restore the luxurious 
richness of that epoch, but instead 
suggest a less ostentatious 1950s 
atmosphere blended with more mod¬ 
ern touches. 

“We went to theaters all over the 
United States to see what we could 
take from them and bring to us,” 
said Sacco. 

The floors are white with red car¬ 
peting and the seats are blue and 
red. The walls are divided into three 
segments. The bottom portion is 
painted grey, the top is black, and in 
between hang layered beige curtains 
that give the appearance of oak 
paneling in the soft light. The wood 
stage that supports the screen is 
decorated with black grill work, as 
is the back of the theater. 

When renovations began back in 
January, the theater was in a gross 
state of disrepair, but, said Sacco: 
“We decided that if we were going 
do it then we were going do it right.’’ 

“We were left with four walls and 
a ceiling,” said Capra, “and there 
was no hope for the seats and 
carpet.” 

The two spent weeks scrubbing 
and washing the walls then applied 
three coats of paint to all floors and 
walls, said Capra. They laid 280 
yards of carpet and redesigned the 
theater seating plan, decreasing its 
capacity. They installed wider seats 
and left enough leg room to make 
even a Robert Parish feel 
comfortable. 

There is really not a bad seat in 
the house. The front row begins a 
good 35-feet from the “big screen.” 
The screen is illuminated by three 
stage lights and dominates the audi¬ 
torium, as is only proper. The design 
of the building is such that the entire 
theater focuses upon the screen so 
even the back-row audience has an 
excellent view of the film. 

Unfortunately, the terraced bal¬ 
cony, which has attracted a great 
deal of interest, said Sacco, has not 
been renovated yet. It remains in

disrepair and provides a clear 
example of the tremendous work 
required to save the rest of the 
theater. Sacco said that the balcony 
would be re-opened as soon as 
possible. 

“We want this theater to be as 
clean and comfortable as possible 


and to offer people something that 
they can come to and feel cheered up 
about,” said Sacco. 

“I know in my heart that this is a 
piece of Arlington that must be pre¬ 
served and that our children need,” 
said Sacco, “I have a lot to give back 
to the people of Arlington.” Sacco 


owned a pharmacy across the street 
from the Regent for 20 years and 
said that he always came to the 
theater in those days. 

“I’ve met people who came here 
as children 40 years ago and remem¬ 
ber paying only 11 cents to get

inside,” said Sacco. 

Admission is currently $2.75 gen¬ 
eral, and $1.50 for senior citizens. 

“We are trying to make it afford¬ 
able for people to come here, and 
that applies to our concession prices 
also,’’ said Capra. There is also free 
parking available just across the 
street in the municipal parking lot. 

“We are counting on community 
support to stay open and to maintain 
our low prices. As long as I can 
afford to stay open, 1 will. This 
theater was meant for the people of 
Arlington to enjoy. It is an economic 
base of the community,’’ said Sacco. 

“As an independent owner we get 
our pick of second-run movies,’’ said 
Capra. 

“But that is something to be proud 
of,” interjected Sacco, “because 
there are not many independent 
owners left.” 

Capra says that they intend to 
show good entertainment at the 
Regent and that they plan to ask 
people what they would like to see.

tons apiece. “The filters looked like 
they hadn’t been changed in eight 
years,” said Sacco. 

But the pride of the Regent reno¬ 
vations is perhaps the 20-year-old 
popcorn machine, which says Sacco 
“makes the best popcorn in town. 
People actually come into the thea¬ 
ter just to buy the our popcorn. We 
buy only the best popcorn and oil.” 
The secret, he said, is the big kettle, 
which was in terrible condition prior 
to restoration. “I can’t tell you what 
lengths we went through to get the 
popcorn machine going. It was more 
expensive to restore it than to buy a 
new machine,” said Sacco, but a 
new machine wouldn’t have made 
the quality popcorn of the older 
model. “Nothing was cheap here,” 
he said. 

Sacco has owned the Regent build¬ 
ing for several years but took over 
the managment of the theater only 
after the former managers — Frai- 
man Enterprises, which owns the 
Capitol Theatre in East Arlington — 
decided not to renew its lease.

This catch all in¬ 
cludes ground hair leathers cartilage tendons, 
claw nails and anything else that can be passed 
off I realize that it may be difficult to accept that 
some ot the newer scientifically developed balanc¬ 
ed pel foods contain these ingredients but my in- 
.estigations have shown this to be true There are 
al artificial colors sugars, artificial flavors, ex- 
cusswe wheat products in most commercial pro¬ 
ducts Once again quality is a word that has been 
thrown away and we are confronted with numbers 
and percentages, eg lowest in sodium, highest in 
fiber etc.

Hospital starts 
pre-op program 

Each year approximatley 14 mil¬ 
lion children face an overnight stas 


in the hospital. Children who are 
sick or in pain must leave behind the 
cozy familiarity of home to confront 
a place full of strange sounds and 
scary-looking machines. 

To help make this experience less 
stressful, (he pediatric staff at 
Winchester Hospital tailored a prog¬ 
ram to prepare children for short¬ 
term hospitalization due to surgery. 

The Pre-Operative Orientation 
Program was introduced in Febru¬ 
ary 1989. Children ages 3 to 12 who 
are scheduled for surgery are 
invited to attend. The Pre-Op prog¬ 
ram is offered on the first and third 
Tuesday of every month from 3:30 to 
4:30 p m. in the Pediatric Playroom 
at Winchester Hospital. The prog¬ 
ram is free of charge and lasts 
approximately one hour. 

Members of the pediatric staff, 
prepared to attend questions and 
fears of young patients designed the 
program. 

“This program is designed to meet 
the needs of children in the commun¬ 
ity.” explains Lisa Rengucci, RN, 
MS, Pediatric Clinical Nurse Spe¬ 
cialists. “By familiarizing children 
with hospital equipment and prepar¬ 
ing them for medical procedures, we 
are able to help alleviate fears of the 
unknown prior to surgical 
procedures," 

According to Rengucci, the prog¬ 
ram is not only beneficial to the child 
but also to the concerned parents. 

The Pre-Op program offers sug¬ 
gestions that can assist parents in 
helping their children make a 
healthy adjustment to a stressful 
situation. 

Advice includes preparing the 
child in advance for the hospital 
stay, helping the child ddal with 
pain, and what to pack. Where 
parents st.Yy while the child is hospi¬ 
talized is also discussed. Winchester 
Hospital permits parents to stay 
overnight if they wish to do so. 

Yet once children reach school- 
age, they may prefer not having a 
parent stay through the night. 

When the children arrive for the 
Pre-Op program, the nurses make 
every effort to introduced the family 
to the nurse who will be assigned to 
their case. “The children feel more 
comfortable when the nurse is some¬ 
one they know, rather than a stran¬ 
ger,” explains Kristen Skinner, RN, 
program facilitator. 

Included in the program is a show¬ 
ing of “Jasper has an Operation”, a 
short video lasting about 13 minutes. 
The children are then shown and 
enjoy playing with assorted hospital 
equipment such as Operating Room 
hats, gloves, bedpans, stethoscopes, 
and blood pressure cuffs. Nursing 
personnel also provide the parents 
with a tour of the unit. 

Each child is encouraged to bring 
personal items from home. Dolls, 
stuffed animals and favorite blank¬ 
ets may serve as a comfort to the 


child and help the child get 
acquainted with a hospital 
roommate.

CSA finishes 
successful year 

The Community School Associa¬ 
tion Enrichment Committee recen¬ 


tly concluded another successful 
school year. 

The CSA Enrichment Committee 
is comprised of the Enrichment 
Chairman and Enrichment rep¬ 
resentatives from each of the public 
and two private schools. The prim¬ 
ary goal of CSA Enrichment is to 
expose the students to the perform¬ 
ing arts. 

The Enrichment Chairman 
focuses on “block booking" artists 
for all-school performances which 
appeal to a broad age range; pre¬ 
pares grant proposals; organizes an 
annual fund-raiser; represents 
Winchester at the Western Suburban 
Creative Arts Council meetings; 
and, convenes monthly meetings of 
the Committee where information 
on creative arts opportunities is 
shared. While the CSA scope is town¬ 
wide, school representatives to CSA 
Enrichment diligently plan enrich¬ 
ment activities with staff input 
which supplement the curriculum in 
their own school. 

This year the first objective of 
CSA Enrichment was to have the 
children experience multi-ethnic 
traditions. Onye Onyemaechi, Nige¬ 
rian drummer and dancer worked 
children in grades K-3 into a frenzied 
and uplifting dance. He went beyond 
the description of Nigerian garb and 
construction of drums to show the 
children the connection between 
mind and body. He emphasized self- 
respect and respect for others. 

Brian Gillie satisfied the second 
objective to stress the interdisciplin¬ 
ary value of the arts. For students in 
grades 4-6, Brian combined histori¬ 
cal narrative with dance steps from 
the 1600’s through modern comtem- 
porary dance. Gillie will return in 
the fall with his popular review of 
songs of America. 

Epic Brass Quintet performed 
during May and June for grades K-6. 
They too weave historical descrip¬ 
tions with musical samplings. This 
program deliberately coincided with 
musical instrument “sign-up" for 
next fall. The quality of the musi¬ 
cianship, the captivating style of the 
presenters, and the variety and ver¬ 
satility of the brass instruments. 

Colonial Day, the culmination of 
the second grade Colonial Unit, is 
the perennial big hit. It is an activity 
that engages the energy and talent 
of parents, teachers and local citi¬ 
zens. The return to the Town Hall 
made the day extra special. 

These programs which cost more 
than $7,000, were funded through 
parent organization dues and a fund¬ 
raiser and would not have been pos¬ 
sible without additional funds from 
the Winchester Arts Lottery Council 
totalling $2,500. 

In addition, CSA Enrichment used 
about $2,000 in PASS funds allocated 
by the State to encourage atten¬ 
dance at public performances. This 
year the fund-raiser departed from 
the traditional children’s perfor¬ 
mance to parents’ performance 
when dealing with children. Jack 
Agati’s four-part series on “Why Do 
Kids Do the Things They Do?” was 
emotionally and financially satisfy¬ 
ing, raising over $3,000 profit. 

In May, the Town Quilt comme¬ 
morating Winchester’s past and pre¬ 
sent was presented to the Board of 
Selectman. Town Hall personnel are 
in the process of locating a space for 
permanent public display of the 
quilt. The endeavors of Margie 
Harvey, past Enrichment Chair¬ 
man, continue with the sale of quilt 
posters celebrating the arts and 
saluting the hours of volunteer and 
student work on the quilt project. To 


date, close to 350 posters have been 
sold. Posters are still available at 
Henderson’s, The News Shop, 
Framehaven, and Winchester Art 
and Frame. 

The Enrichment Chairman in 
each school spends numerous hours 
arranging for enrichment activities. 
The individual annual reports 
demonstrate the attempt to intro¬ 
duce various disciplines within the 
arts and sciences. Mother Goose, 
Ben Franklin, Langston Hughes and 
Leonardo da Vinci are some of the 
characters whom students met this 
year. Students have interacted with 
author, illustrator, poet, storyteller, 
biologist and historian. They have 
tasted traditions from Eastern Eur¬ 
ope, Africa, Soviet Union and Japan. 
They have travelled to symphony, 
theatre, museum, plantation, village 
and zoo. Throughout the system 
about 42 science and social studies 
kits were rented. Parent organiza¬ 
tion dues from nine schools sup¬ 
ported over $18,000 in enrichment 
programs. 

The Enrichment Committee 
depends on active volunteer support 
and teacher input. Student response 
to programs is the barometer of the 
Committee’s success. Enthusiastic 
applause or thoughtful questions 
posed to performers is the Commit¬ 
tee’s greates pleasure. The richness 
and diversity of the performing arts 
opens creative avenues for learning 
for all of Winchester’s children.

Teachers present 
conference talk 

“Celebrate Reading: The Lifeline 
of the Future,” was the theme of the 
spring conference of the Massa¬ 
chusetts Reading Association held 
recently at the Sheraton Conference 
Center in Sturbridge. 

More than 1200 teachers and admi¬ 
nistrators statewide attended the 
conference which reflected educa¬ 
tors belief that highly developed lan¬ 
guage skills are essential for the 
future of the individual and society 
as a whole. 

Some of the presentations were; 
Reading and Writing through Whole 
Language; Current Trends in 
Assessment; Building an Effective 
Reading Program for the Compu¬ 
ter; and Comprehension and 
Reasoning. 

Beverly Cronan and Miriam Reid 
of the Winchester High School Engl¬ 
ish and Reading departments were 
presentors at the conference. Their 
shared topic was “Successful Read¬ 
ers and Writers: What Works with 
Reluctant Students on the Secondary 
Level.” 

Both teachers emphasized the 
importance of building relationships 
with students before establishing a 
structure for the development of the 
language process. They underscored 
the need for prior knowledge as a 
base from which both student and 
teacher operate. This base provides 
the confidence that is the key to a 
student’s success with language. 
Cronan and Reid stressed that good 
reading and language instruction 
depend primarily on what is done 
before and during the task rather 
than on what is done after comple¬ 
tion of the task. 

The reading/writing process 
demands much from the student, so 
individualized instruction is often 
necessary. Both teachers accented 


the use ol specialized questioning 
techniques, graphic organizers and 
modeling as essential components of 
language instruction. Their presen¬ 
tation was well attended, and sam¬ 
ples of teacher and student written 
materials illustrating the use of such 
techniques were shared with the 
conference participants.

Thomas assumes

He has also attended 
the Harvard Business School, the 
National War College and Harvard’s 
Kennedy School of Government. 

Thomas is a member of the Ameri¬ 
can Chemical Society, the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science and the Society of Sigma Xi. 
He is a fellow of the American Insti¬ 
tute of Chemists, where he currently;

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Selectmen limit 
parking in area 
around hospital 

On Highland and Alben

Selectmen are hoping parking 
restrictions on Highland Avenue and 
Alben Street will ease some of the 
problems, but some neighbors do not 
share their optimism. 

Selectmen held a public hearing 
Monday night to discuss recommen¬ 
dations by the Traffic Advisory 
Committee (TAC) for that area. 

“The recommendations are those 
that have been made in the past on 
streets surrounding the hospital,” 
said resident and Neighborhood 
Study Group member Sally Kincaid. 
“It doesn’t seem to work. It often is 
not enforced on the other streets. It 
would almost mean having a perma¬ 
nent policeman circle the area.” 

The recommendations include; 
restrict parking at the corner of 
Alben Street for at least 20 feet; 
two-hour parking limit on Alben 
Street; eliminate five parking 
spaces between Alben and Reservoir 
Streets; and continue to review the 
situation to determine if there are 
any ways to improve the on-street 
parking situation. 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer said concerns arose because 
of all-day parkers, many of whom 
are believed to be full-time employ¬ 
ees of the hospital. Also at issue is 
safety, since ail-day parkers make it 
difficult for police and fire equip¬ 


ment to get down Alben Street. 

“There is a problem in that area 
because there is just not enough 
on-street or off-street parking to 
meet the needs of the hospital,” said 
Maurer. 

Speaking on behalf of the hospital, 
Assistant Vice President of Support 
Services Ted Brooks said the hospi¬ 
tal would support the TAC’s recom¬ 
mendations. “It’s a safety issue and 
we recognize that,” he said. Brooks 
noted the hospital is addressing the 
problem on its own by renting off¬ 
site parking in Stoneham. A shuttle 
bus transports employees who park 
on that lot to the hospital. As an 
incentive, those who use the off-site 
parking for a year receive five addi¬ 
tional vacation days or equivalent 
pay. 

Selectman Bill O’Leary said he 
would favor eliminating parking 
altogether on Alben Street. Select¬ 
man Steve Powers agreed. 

“Nobody has said what happens if 
one (car) moves out and another 
moves in. What have you gained?” 
asked Powers. “I think its worth a 
try to eliminate the parking. This is 
the street that we’ve had a problem 
on. It’s narrow and it’s unsafe.” 

However, Selectman Robert Deer- 
ing disagreed with a total ban. 
“You’re still dealing with the same 
number of cars ... just in a smaller

Ginn Rd. residents 
ask for fewer signs

Residents of Ginn Road are 
divided on whether or not to limit 
parking on their street to two hours, 
but they agree that if the limit takes 
effect, they don’t want too many 
signs. 

The Board of Selectmen held a 
public meeting Monday night to dis¬ 
cuss parking limitations in the Ginn 
Road area. Due to complaints from 
area residents, selectmen voted 
approximately three months ago to 
limit parking on Ginn Road to two 
hours. However, once the signs were 
installed, other residents expressed 
concern about the limitations and 
about too many signs. 

The area is used mainly by com¬ 
muters taking the Wedgemere Sta¬ 
tion train. In recent months, the 
number of people using the commu¬ 


ter rail has increased, according to 
Town Manager W. Chadwick Maur¬ 
er. Maurer noted the trend is 
expected to continue. 

Selectmen approved the Traffic 
Advisory Committee’s (TAC) 
recommendation to restrict parking 
on the entire length of Ginn Road by 
posting a sign at either end and near 
the middle of the street. 

The TAC is comprised of the town 
manager, chief of police, fire chief, 
town engineer, safety officer and 
Department of Public Works 
director. 

Ginn Road resident Guy Schipel- 
lite noted Ginn Road is a horseshoe¬ 
shaped road. “The six signs (recen¬ 
tly installed) are blatantly 
obtrusive. They just don’t fit in a 
residential neighborhood.”

Reservoir trespassing 
could bring $75 fine

Citizens caught for the first time 
trespassing on the town-owned 
reservoir land near South Border 
Road are treated to a free map 
outlining various “off-limits” zones 
in the area. 

But with offense number two com¬ 
es a stern warning, and if citizens 
are apprehended a third time in, on, 
or near the town’s reservoirs, they 
may be slapped with a $75 fine. 

Department of Public Works 
(DPW) employee Robert Morrison, 
who regularly patrols the area, says, 
as far as the severity of the problem 
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of trespassers, “if (the reservoir 
land) wasn’t patrolled it would be a 
picnic area.” 

Because the reservoirs provide 
half of Winchester’s water supply, 
keeping residents out from around 
the water supply — and literally out 
of the water supply — is of utmost 
concern. 

But Morrison admits the lack of 
signs in the area is not the problem. 
Warnings to trespassers are posted 
at least every 300 to 400 feet along 
the town’s three reservoirs, says 
Morrison. 

“It’s mostly out-of-town people 
(who trespass),” says Morrison, 
”... about 85 percent.” 

And many of those people are 
confronted by Morrison when they 
venture onto the prohibited areas. 
But cutbacks in the DPW budget 
have kept Morrison from his 
appointed rounds. First assigned to 
the reservoir beat for seven months 
a year, Morrison has been cut back 
to patroling for just four months 
each year. 

Citations are issued to offending 
citizens by police officers who 
accompany Morrison. So far this 
year, Morrison estimates 35 to 40 of 
these court summonses have been 
handed out. 

For the most part, trespassers are 
on the property for swimming, fish¬ 
ing or hiking, and Morrison says 
most of them are well aware of the 
restrictions of the area. 

Although the base fine for a con¬ 
firmed trespasser is $75, additional 
violations, like fishing or swimming, 
can jack up the price of the fine. 

But the long arm of the law is just, 
and Morrison says all trespassers 
are given a “fair shake.”

Union says cutbacks imperil aid pact 

Firefighters’ charges rebutted by Town Manager Maurer

Professional Fire Fighters of Mas¬ 
sachusetts, the statewide fireligh¬ 
ters’ union, is questioning whether 
Winchester’s recent manpower 
reductions at the fire station might 
jeapordize the town’s participation 
in its mutual aid agreement with 
neighboring communities. But Town 
Manager W. Chadwick Maurer and 
Fire Chief Charles McNutt say they 
are not concerned about future 
mutual aid. 

According to Professional Fire 
Fighters of Massachusetts (PFFM) 
President Robert McCarthy, union 
members on the fire departments of 
cities and towns that agreed to the 
mutual aid pact in 1981 are question¬ 
ing whether or not Winchester has 
reduced its public safety force with 
the idea that it will be supplemented 
by mutual aid. 

The mutual aid agreement was 


signed by about 33 communities in 
1981, in order to provide coverage in 
a fire station when the town’s forces 
are called out on a local emergency 
or to assist in fighting major 
disasters. 

“It appears Winchester is trying 
to subsidize their manpower.” said 
McCarthy in a telephone interview 
Monday. “We’re not sure the need is 
there for the community to cut 
back.” 

However, Maurer disagrees. 
When asked to comment on McCar¬ 
thy’s statements, Maurer said, 
“That is an inaccurate statement. 
Mutual aid is set up so communities 
will assist others if a major fire 
occurs ...It is not being used as a 
way of making up the reduction in 
our particular lire force.” 

McCarthy said the PFFM does not 
believe it is fair for a community to 
cut back manpower with the intent 
of increasing reliance on mutual aid. 
II that happens, he noted. “Taxpay¬ 


ers are subsidizing other 
communities.” 

Winchester Fire Chief Charles 
McNutt said he does not believe the 
town’s mutual aid is in jeopardy. 
“Winchester is like Arlington and 
Medford and everywhere else with 
budget restraints. We’re trying to do 
the best we can with what we’ve got 
until the people put more money out 
there,” he said. 

McNutt noted that Winchester has 
provided one engine for mutual aid 
purposes in the past, and that he 
intends to do so in the future. “As 
long as I can keep up my commit¬ 
ment, I’m going to get anything 1 
need (from mutual aid communi¬ 
ties),” said McNutt. 

Winchester Fire Fighters Associa¬ 
tion President Ken Duffy said, “We 
won’t do ourselves any good if peo¬ 
ple realize the town is taking advan¬ 
tage of mutual aid ... As far as 
mutual aid goes, it is the belief of the 
firefighters in general throughout 


the state that it is not the job of one 
town to supplement another town.” 

Duffy said those in charge at a fire 
in Winchester may call for mutual 
aid more quickly than normal with 
reduced manpower. In addition, he 
said it is potentially possible that 
other towns may respond only in the 
event of a fire, but not to cover the 
station when Winchester firemen 
are on duty. 

However, McNutt said it is up to 
the firelighter in charge at the scene 
to decide whether or not to call for 
mutual aid. He pointed out that the 
practice in Winchester has been to 
call for mutual aid if a fire is deemed 
to be serious or is getting out of 
hand. 

“That’s been a standard practice 
in fire fighting since it started,” said 
McNutt Few towns could afford to 
maintain enough of a fire force to 
fight any emergency, he added.

on helping others. Her high energy 
level and genuine concern for all of 
her students has made a lifelong 
impression in the mind of this stu¬ 
dent (now teacher).” 

Finberg said the award came as a 
total shock when she was notified on 
one of the last days of classes. 

“I feel really honored,” said Fin¬ 
berg, “especially as the nomination 
comes from a teacher and former 
student. It doesn’t matter what you 
do but when you get encouraging 
feedback after doing something for 
someone ... well nothing can buy 
that feeling.” 

Finberg recieved a degree from 
the University of Texas and a mas¬ 
ter’s from Harvard. In 1987, she was 
nominated for Massachusetts 
Teacher of the Year. 

“As a teacher you hope to touch 
peoples’ lives and it’s great to have 
that hope validated ... particularly 
in such an unexpected way. Of 
course one doesn’t need the award 
but it is still great,” she added. 

In the classroom Finberg says she 
tries to teach not only art, but to 
impart to her students a sense of 
beauty and the ability to see and feel 
it in all aspects of life. “You’ve got to 
teach to your own personality and 
love what you’re doing. If you’re not 
enthusiastic I don’t know how you 
can go to your job,” she said.

Between the lines 

While many Winchester residents were packing picnic baskets and 
heading to Boston or the beach for fireworks, DPW crews were out 
working July 4 morning According to one BTL source, crews were out 
cleaning rubbish out of the Mill Pond waterfall. 

A slew of house breaks during the last few weeks has been keeping 
police busy. And now, resident and soon-to-be federal prosecutor Brad 
Bailey is hoping residents will pick up some helpful tips at a Crime 
Stopper workshop. Bailey has set the workshop for July 25 at 7:50 p.m. in 
the selectmen’s room Police are donating some free time to tell residents 
how to help keep burglars away. 

Main Street resident Joan McDonough may not like lights from the 
neighboring Albiani building shining through her windows, but because 
she is in a commercially-zoned area, the town’s by-laws don’t protect her. 
McDonough brought her concern to the Board of Selectmen Monday 
night, saying the harsh lighting from a building being constructed at 920 
Main Street is an eyesore (literally) and makes the area unsafe. 
McDonough asked that selectmen intervene. However, Chairman Tho¬ 
mas Schmitt said the board has no enforcement authority. After further- 
discussion by a neighbor of the area who lives in a residentially-zoned 
area (and who is therefore protected by the town’s bylaws,) selectmen 
agreed to help out in bringing all concerned parties together. 

Transfer station employees have been working hard to recycle since an 
incentive program was implemented by the town. Employees as a group 
receive 10 percent of the total of hauler fees saved through recycling. In 
the second quarter of 1989, a total of $27,900 has been saved. Since 
January, a total of $42,481.25 has been saved through cost avoidance. 
Town Manager Chad Maurer said that due to the success of the incentive 
program, the report will be submitted to the Massachusetts Municipal 
Association as an entry for the Innovator Award. 

Work on the Main Street bridge is progressing on schedule. In a report 
to selectmen, Director of Public Works Tony Celli indicated that with 
seven weeks remaining in the three-month schedule, it appears the goal 
will be accomplished. 

In the How to Plan Ahead department: Plans for the 1990 EnKa fair are 
underway already. The EnKa Society has already applied to selectmen 
for a license to operate the chuck wagon during next year’s fair, 
scheduled for May 18 and 19.

Goodbye, Bette Kelley

Standing on the Washington 
Street bridge facing the Winn 
“Watch hand Factory" last Fri¬ 
day morning, the local observer 
might have surmised Textron 
was having labor problems in fair 
Winchester, as cheer after cheer 
rose from a large group 
assembled outside the employ¬ 
ees’ door. 

Those present, however, were 
lustily marking the end of an era 
as long-time employee Mary Eli¬ 
zabeth (Bette) Keiley prepared 
to take final leave of the plant — 
after 45 years of service. 

Her family ties to Our Town are 
strong Bette, daughter of Joseph 
and Anna Kelley, grew up here 
and graduated from Winchester 
High School in the Class of 1942. 
Her dad. Joe. was raised on Hill 
Street. 

When Bette started at Winn's in 
1944, she made 46 cents an hour 
soldering small parts. Many 
years were spent spraying poin¬ 
ters, but, as she says, “It seems 
like I’ve been in the shipping 
room forever!" 

Government inspectors were a 
presence in the plant during the 
second war, and Bete remembers 
arriving home, wide-eyed, to tell 
her mother the defense work was 
so important one man always 
carried a rifle with him. It turned 
out, however, that the “agent" 
was a supervisor attempting to 


stabilize a former problem with 
rats coming up from the river. 

There was also the annual 
Christmas Minstrel Show. Bette 
remembers rehearsals in the cel¬ 
lar of the plant - and the excite¬ 
ment of presenting it at Winches¬ 
ter’s old Waterfield Hall. 

It seems fashionable now to 
berate unions and many of the 
workers that represents them. 
Bette was one of the most dedi¬ 
cated of members of her “local" 

— but at the same time was one of 
the hardest and most loyal work¬ 
ers for McCord-Winn over the 
years. 

When asked for one, she usual¬ 
ly gave two - mostly with a smile 

— infrequently with a glower — 
but always by the deadline! 

Her sort of employee loyalty 
has kept McCord-Winn strong — 
and made it the second largest 
employer in Winchester over its 
117 years on Washington Street. 

Last Friday, as the cheers 
resounded off the ancient brick 
walls, and Bette appeared — 
radiant — at the door, the crowd 
parted to reveal an elegant grey 
limousine her co-workers had 
ordered for her journey toward a 
well deserved life of her own. 

Windows of the plant were 
filled and there wasn’t a dry eye 
in the place as the regal limou¬ 
sine pulled away from the build¬ 
ing and out onto Washington 
Street for the drive home.

Dewald questions 
housing authority 

TO THE EDITOR: 

On June 27, Mr. O’Malley, chair¬ 
man of the Winchester Housing 
Authority, appeared before the 
School Committee to discuss the pos¬ 
sible transfer of school lands to the 
housing authority for the purpose of 
constructing state-sponsored hous¬ 
ing. In all, nine housing sites were 
discussed, five of which involve 
school lands. 

I found his presentation to be 
nothing more than a disturbing sell¬ 
out to the state He also stated that 
meetings were held with the abut¬ 
ters of proposed sites which is an 
inaccuracy that cannot go unchal¬ 
lenged. Moreover, it is of great value 
to have School Committee meetings 
televised for convenient taping. 

Mr. O’Malley’s presentation cer¬ 
tainly was inconsistent with his 1987 
campaign promises. Specifically, I 
am referring to the statement 
released by his campaign office and 
published in the Daily Times Chroni¬ 
cle on March 24. 1987, in which he 
suggested that the housing commit¬ 
ments to the Commonwealth could 
be accomplished by rent subsidy 
programs and an inclusionary zon¬ 
ing by-law. He stated, and I quote, 
"We. thereby avoid the problems of 
forcing Winchester to enter the 
development business and of using 
parklands, environmental lands or 
other public space to construct new 
units ... and, most importantly, we 
will preserve the character of 
Winchester.” 

It seems to me that when an 
elected official goes before the 
School Committee to discuss five 
possible sites on school land that can 
accommodate at least 144 units of 
housing, that official is proposing 
that Winchester entei Ihe develop¬ 
ment business in a big u ay. Now Mr. 
O’Malley, what about your cam¬ 
paign promise to avoid “using park- 
lands, environmental lands, or other 
public space to construct new units 
of housing”? Is your promise now 
void, or has it always been? 

I was further astounded by Mr. 
O’Malley’s answer to the chairman 
of the School Committee when he 
stated that meetings had been con¬ 
ducted with abutters to the proposed 
school sites. In the Lynch School 
neighborhood, 1 personally asked 
abutters if they had attended such 
meetings. The abutters informed me 
that they were never informed of 
such meetings, let alone being in 
attendance. Therefore, Mr. 
O’Malley, please give the place and 
time when such meetings were held 
and a list of the abutters notified of 
these meetings. 

I hope that the housing authority 
will hold a number of public hear¬ 
ings so that the citizens have an 
opportunity to air their opinions on 
future development plans by the 
Winchester Housing Authority. Will 
citizens he allowed to < ' ess their 

concerns at the meetin eheduled 
for July 19? Will the Iters be 
informed of this meetin 


Since Winchester is predominant¬ 
ly a town of single family homes, I 
urge everyone to strongly oppose the 
construction of 12 units of family 
housing (705) on any one site in 
town. A 12-unit project will not be in 
harmony with any existing neigh¬ 
borhood in town and hence will not 
be in Winchester’s best interest. If 
Winchester determines that it has a 
need for mentally handicapped 
housing, that housing must be pro¬ 
vided for the purchase of existing 
structures so that it blends into the 
town and is not recognizable as such. 

Finally, I see in the current hous¬ 
ing authority members an arro¬ 
gance of power very similar to that 
exercised by the state legislature 
when it recently approved a 15 per¬ 
cent increase in the state income tax 
even though it was opposed by 74 
percent of state voters surveyed in a 
Boston Globe/WBZ-TV poll. 

It is time for our elected officials 
to respond to the will of the electo¬ 
rate and not to the whims of pettifog¬ 
ging, unimaginative, unproductive, 
and overpaid state bureaucrats who 
obtain their jobs through political 
patronage. Therefore. I urge every 
interested citizen to attend the July 
19 housing authority meeting to be 
held at 7:20 p.m. in the housing 
authority meeting room at Westley 
Street.

I along with Christine McLaughlin 
and Katherine Knight wish to thank 
you and your staff for your balanced 
coverage of First Adventure 
Nursery School’s quest to find sui¬ 
tably zoned acceptable space in 
Winchester. We also wish to thank 
the many parents of pre-schoolers 
and other concerned members of our 
community that have come forward 
to support this effort. 

As your article of July 6, 1989 
clearly demonstrated, Winchester 
does not have enough nursery school 
openings to meet the burgeoning 
demand. Parents, sponsors, and 
educators are all willing to help. 
Unfortunately, restrictive zoning 
practices continue to undermine 
these worthy efforts. Nearly all of 
the surrounding communities have 
adopted more generous policies to 
promote the establishment and 
growth of educational opportunities 
for their youngest citizens. We urge 
Winchester to do the same. 

In conducting our own search for 
suitable space to start a cooperative 
nursery in town, we considered 
some 25 possible sites. We rejected 
24 of these possibilities as unsuit¬ 
able, uninterested or unable to pass 
the Massachusetts Office for Child¬ 
ren's strict safety requirements for 
pre-school space. As your readers 
know, the Winchester Board of 
Appeals rejected our petition for a 
special permit to locate a new 
nursery school at the Parish of the 
Epiphany on Church Street. We 


were disappointed to have our peti¬ 
tion denied because we felt this loca¬ 
tion was ideal and in full compliance 
with all applicable statutes. 

Nonetheless, we are continuing 
our efforts ot find space to open a 
new nursery school in Winchester. 
We would therefore welcome any 
and all suggestions from your read¬ 
ers regarding possible nursery 
school sites in the community. Each 
and every idea is welcome. 

Again thank you, your staff and 
the hundreds of people in our com¬ 
munity that have turned out to sup¬ 
port the children of Winchester. I am 
confident that their patient efforts 
will be rewarded.

State Representative Harrison 
Chadwick was exonerated after a 
resolution on a voice vote without 
debate lifted the House’s 1962 cen¬ 
sure of the outspoken Winchester 
legislator.

Chadwick had made 
allegations on a nationwide televi¬ 
sion documentary, “Biography of a 
Bookie Joint,’’ charging that a few 
legislators were “actively involved" 
in the illegal operations of bookies.

A couple of years ago. some young 
people I know rented two unrated 
videos and watched them on the 
VCR The first, “Faces Of Death”, 
shows footage to people’s bodies 
after being mauled by animals or 
involved in car wrecks. The second, 
•I Spit On Your Grave”, begins with 
violence toward a woman, then 
unfolds into a revenge drama in 
which she stalks, dismembers and 
eventually kills her tormentors. 

The kids were touchy when 1 criti¬ 
cized this fare. “You can’t tell us 
what to watch” they said. “Anyway, 
it’s funny. We watch it and we 
laugh.” 

Just this spring, 1 wandered into a 
cable broadcast of “Full Metal Jack¬ 
et,” to some the definitive Viet Nam 
War movie, in which young GI’s are 
seen to explode like bladders of 
blood in slow motion when hit by 
automatic weapons fire. Watching 
it, you could learn for how long a 
time arterial blood might spurt, say, 
before all life has drained away. 

It was my feeling these two times, 
as it is my growing conviction today, 
that seeing this kind of explicit vio¬ 
lence on television or in films, is 
profoundly damaging to the human 
spirit, and constitutes a kind of 
pornography. 


An unsigned article in a recent 
issue of The New Yorker under 
scores this point. Its author 
describes the last televised inter¬ 
view with serial killer Ted Bundy, 
filmed only hours before bis execu¬ 
tion in a Florida electric chair. 
“Like everyone else,” the author 
says, “I imagine I kept the set on 
because I was looking at a man who 
was now in his coffin and whose 
gaze ... told me that he understood 
he would be seen in this horrific 
fashion. I was part of the show, as 
were all of us in the television audi¬ 
ence.” A worse realization, he adds, 
it that Bundy’s self-serving final 
moments on the stage had become a 
kind of grisly entertainment. 

“Television, as its critics keep 
telling us, reduces its contents — 
dramas, sports events, elections, 
situation comedies, game shows, the 
world news — to a cereal blandness, 
and the most powerful mechanism 


in that silent grinding is the 
medium’s mammoth forgettery,” 
the author says. We scoop a handful 
of popcorn, and watch the burden 
stretchers departing from the scene. 
We settle more comfortably in our 
chairs, and yawning, switch and 
channel. 

My argument with all the violence 
we witness in the visual media, 
whether it’s presented as straight 
news or served up under the guise of 
drama, is that it may engender with¬ 
in us a certain immunity to may¬ 
hem. These are frightening times. 
Recently, on “Nightline,” Ted Kop- 
pel showed a series of news clips 
from the last year: the exploded 
fuselage of a plane; the burned hulk 
of a booby-lrappped car; a schoo¬ 
lyard littered with bodies. There is 
an arithmetic of woe here that accu¬ 
mulates through these images, fic¬ 
tional or not. It is possible for us at 
any moment to lose our hope for the 


future as the tally grows. 

But we are the grownups here, I 
tell myself. It’s our world, and if we 
don’t like the way it’s being run, we 
should say so. One way to do this is 
to say no to each movie, and video, 
and TV program that mocks life’s 
sanctity in any way — through 
scenes of violence or sexual degra¬ 
dation. We can turn things around, 
but we’d better get started soon. 

Terry Rakolta, a Detroit house¬ 
wife, started when she wrote to 25 of 
the major sponsors at Fox, over the 
content of their series “Mar¬ 
ried ... with Children”. She referred 
in one interview to a laugh line 
where a character in the show likens 
women to dog droppings: the older 
they get, he said, the easier they are 
to pick up. She wrote letters to the 
sponsors. Several agreed to drop 
their sponsorship. 

In People of the Lie, well-known 
psychologist Scott Peck talks about 
evil. He says you have to name it 
when you see it and invoke the 
powers of good to inveigh against it. 
A lot of people don’t believe there is 
any evil anymore; only confusion 
perhaps; only mental illness. Dr. 
Peck says there’s evil, all right. 
Maybe you could call using images 
of death and disfigurement to earn 
your living evil. Maybe you could 
call sitting to watch them a kind of 
evil too.

Resident responds 
to Star article 


TO THE EDITOR: 

I must respond to your article of 
Thursday, July G. 1989 regarding the 
lack of adequate day care/preschool 
options in Winchester. You quote 
Stephanie Williams whose daughter 
Sarah attended Sunshine Nursery 
School in Arlington with my son 
Jake for the past two years. 

The article seems to imply that 
Stephanie and the parents of the 
other children from Winchester 
were FORCED to send our children 
to an Arlington preschool after being 
unable to procure a spot in any of the 
Winchester preschools. This is abso¬ 
lutely not true in my son’s case, nor, 
as far as I know, in either of the 
other families’ cases. 

When Jake was approaching 
nursery school age I explored vari¬ 
ous options inside and outside 
Winchester and decided that the 
Eliot Pearson Child Study Program 
through Tufts would be the best 
placement for our son. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, due to various committments to 
Tufts alumni, Eliot Pearson siblings 
and special needs students, the com¬ 
petition is extremely rigorous for 
Eliot Pearson and Jake was not 
accepted. 

We did not get the final notifica¬ 
tion of this until Labor Day weekend. 
I then had to scramble desperately 
to find a quality preschool that 
would fit my scheduling needs. None 
of the Winchester preschools offered 
a 3-day program for 3 year-olds that 
included Friday, so we did not even 
consider them. Through the Child 


Care Resource Center, for a nominal 
fee, we were sent a list of preschools 
with openings in our area. 

I count this as one of the most 
fortituitous days of our lives. We 
were directed to the Sunshine 
Nursery School. Gerry Pedrini, the 
Director, was informed, informative 
and made us feel that Jake would be 
an asset to Sunshine.

Commission looks after town’s past

“The more things change," it has 
been said, “the more they remain 
the same." This has proven true — 
and not true — for the Winchester 
Historical Commission. 

Winchester is a changing com¬ 
munity. Over the three and a half 
centuries of the history of this area 
as a colonial settlement and as a 
developing agricultural, industrial 
and residential community, much 
has been added and much taken 
away. Some change has enriched the 
area — and some has not. 

The primary goal of any historical 
commission, as defined by state law, 
is the “preservation, protection and 
development of the historical or 
archeological assets" of the town. In 
March 1967, Town Meeting estab¬ 
lished the Winchester Historical 
Commission (not to be confused with 
the Historical Society) as a govern¬ 
ment board, with state-mandated 
rights and responsibilities, “for the 
purpose of analyzing, evaluating 
and observing the historical assets 
of the town." 

These historical assets, particu¬ 
larly the buildings, contribute great¬ 
ly to the town’s character and indivi¬ 
duality. "The charm of this town to 
me," says Ellen Spencer, co¬ 
chairwoman of the Commission, "is 
the fact that it has all this amazing 
period architecture." 

Fellow co-chairman Michael 
Iovine notes when friends come to 
Winchester for the first time, they 
find the center very inviting. In 
addition, Iovine says, many people 
like him move here because they 
like what they see, particularly the 
older houses. 

"It’s always a great pleasure to 
come home to Winchester," says 
Iovine. Such appeal and charm, 
however the town changes, should 
remain a characteristic of the com¬ 
munity, he adds. 

To identify what is valuable and 
help its preservation, the commis¬ 
sion conducts research, identifying 
and recording historic assets, con¬ 
ducts programs on preservation and 
seeks to advise other groups or indi¬ 
viduals with similar purposes or 
related interests, says Spencer. 

Though particular activities may 
change from year to year, one thing 
that has remained the same for the 
commission is the scope of its 
responsibility. 

One of its first duties as mandated 
by Massachusetts law was the com¬ 
pilation of an inventory of the town’s

structures and sites that are histori¬ 
cally, architecturally, archeologi- 
cally or culturally significant to the 
town. The work of the survey took 
about a decade. In 1979, a com¬ 
prehensive inventory of more than 
2,000 structures was completed. 

The commission’s long-range 
follow-up responsibility, which has 
occupied much of the current 
decade, has been to achieve recogni¬ 
tion of Winchester’s historic sites. 

"With the cooperation of the 
Board of Selectmen and many indi¬ 
viduals," states former chairman 
Cynthia Krumme, "the commission 
has been responsible for listing 
scores of buildings and sites on the 
National Register of Historic 
Places.” The latest nomination, the 
Multiple Resources Nomination, 
which designates major historic dis¬ 
tricts and other important individual 
structures, took three years to pre¬ 
pare and is awaiting action. 

The commission also helps to 
develop awareness within the com¬ 
munity. It has held programs during 
National Preservation Week, which 
is observed annually in May. The 
program has included Main Street 
and Winchester Center walking 
tours. The commission also pro¬ 
duced a do-it-yourself Winchester 
Center walking tour map, and has 
been instrumental in installing his¬ 
torical markers, including the Mid¬ 
dlesex Canal, Ginn Memorial and 
Philomen Wright plaques. 

A key function of the commission 
is to serve as an advisory organiza¬ 
tion. It advises town departments, 
private groups and individuals 
whenever a concern arises about the 
preservation or restoration of the 
historic and aesthetic character of 
Winchester. 

Currently, the major responsibili¬ 
ty for the commission is overseeing 
the Town Hall Archives. With the 
renovation of Town Hall, an archival 
area has been created in the building 
to which town-related records 
should be moved this summer. How¬ 
ever, with recent budget cuts, the 
position of archivist has been elimi¬ 
nated. Without an archivist or volun¬ 
teers, the Archives will be closed 
and the records inaccessible. 

Spenser says commission mem¬ 
bers are personally committed to 
ensuring that the Archives is 
staffed. Such staffing will undoub¬ 
tedly be limited and will not neces¬ 
sarily provide the cataloging and 
preservation services formerly pro¬ 
vided by a trained Archivist. Howev¬ 
er, volunteer help will aid the com¬ 
mission in meeting its goal of 
providing access to the Archives, 
she says. 

The need for volunteers, to serve 
on the commission or to help with its 
activities, remains a constant. The 
commission itself, composed of 
seven members, currently has two 
vacancies, for which the Board of 
Selectmen is accepting letters of 
interest. 

There are no particular require-

ments to be a commissioner, beyond 
a desire to serve the community and 
preserve its heritage, says Spenser. 
When Spenser, an art history teach¬ 
er, first approached the group, it 
was because she was conscious of 
the importance of history to the 
community and wanted to be 
involved and help other townspeople 
become aware of the unique herit¬ 
age of Winchester. 

Iovine, whose background is in 
engineering and technology, was 
first attracted to the commission 
through the purchase of his own 
Victorian home. Turning to the Com¬ 
mission to learn more and to partici¬ 
pate in its house certification prog¬ 
ram, he stayed with the group, 
serving on the commission for seven 
years, because he saw the impor¬ 
tance of preservation throughout the 
community. 

"The antiquities, the older build¬ 
ings this town has should be cher¬ 
ished and kept the way they are. The 
quaintness, the tree-lined streets, 
the lovely center — this is why 


people move into town. We should 
preserve that for all of our children 
and not see it destroyed." 

As Winchester changes, much > 
remains, but much is also lost. Some . 
of the losses are still painful memo¬ 
ries to town residents. During the 
Commission’s lifetime it ha’s-* 
witnessed the demolition of the Cut¬ 
ting House and the old Knights Qf _ 
Columbus building, originally the 
Church of the Epiphany. Even as Ur* Z 
downtown district National Register 
nomination was being prepared, one 
of the buildings to be included, a- 
Mansard-style house, disappeared. 

On the other hand, much remains.-, 
Residents are welcome to explore, 
Winchester’s heritage through- 
archival material, through commis¬ 
sion programs, and through consult^ . 
ing the commission itself. Further, 
involvement is also possible through, •. 
the Winchester Historical Society, jr, 
separate and independent organiza- • 
tion sympathetically but not formal- . 
ly allied with the commission.

Children will no longer be able to 
get easy access to pornographic 
phone services as a result of a bill 
introduced earlier this week by Rep¬ 
resentative Edward J Markev 
(D-MA). 

"My bill will protect our children 
from the unsavory business of Dial¬ 
a-Porn phone services," Markey 
said. "By enacting this legislation, 
Dial-A-Porn will be automatically 
blocked from all phones so that not 
even an adult can gain access to it 
without first requesting such ser¬ 
vices from the phone company."

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DEQE issues 
water emergency 

The Department of Environmen¬ 
tal Quality Engineering (DEQE) 
has issued a water supply emergen¬ 
cy for all communities that receive 
all or part of their water supply from 
the Massachusetts Water Resource 
Authority (MWRA.) 

The Town of Winchester receives 
part of its water supply from the 
MWRA and must comply with these 
updated regulations until furthur 
notice. The following are responses 
to the most frequently asked ques¬ 
tions to the water ban: 

Q. What types of outdoor water 
uses are being banned by the 
DEQE? 

A. None. But the agency is now 
restricting most outdoor water uses 
between the hours of 10 a.m. to 6 
p.m. 

Q. Will I be allowed to fill my 
swimming pool or fishing pond? 

A. Yes. Even if your pool or pond 
has been drained for repairs, you 
will be able to fill it. 

Q. What about washing my car or 
driveway? 

You may wash your car, either at 
home between 6 p.m. to 10 a.m. or at 
a commercial car wash anytime 
during the day. At home, DEQE 
recommends that you use a bucket 
and garden hose with a shut-off 

i nozzle, turning the hose off when it’s 
not in use. 

Q. When may I water my lawn, 
j] shrubs and trees? 

A. Outdoor watering will be allow- 
i ed only between the hours of 6 p.m. 

,1 and 10 a.m. DEQE recommends that 
l you use a hand-held hose for no more 
I than one hour at a time. If you use a 
sprinkler, place a coffee can in the 
T area being watered and shut off the 
I sprinkler when there’s one inch of 
| water in the can. That’s all most 
| \ lawns and gardens need every week 
j to remain healthy.

Maurer said the signs “may look 
like overkill, but the first line of 
defense when a person gets a ticket 
is. ‘I didn’t see the sign.’ ’’ 

“I think the two-hour parking is 
working well," said Ginn Road resi¬ 
dent Jack Duros. 

Schipellite said he had no objec¬ 
tion to a two-hour parking restric¬ 
tion “as long as it is enforced." 

955 Main Street 

Selectmen also approved a recom¬ 
mendation by the Traffic Advisory 
Committee to restrict parking in 
front of a portion of 955 Main Street. 

Neighbors voiced concern about a 
sight distance problem in front of the 
building near the entrances. In order 
to address that problem, selectmen 
voted to restrict parking in the area. 

Dr. Gerry Murray, speaking for 


Russell Hill Development which 
owns the building, also noted a plan 
is in the works to redesign the 
entrance to the parking lot at 955 
Main Street. He said the plan calls 
for an island in the center, with 
exiting on the north side and enter¬ 
ing on the south side. 

“It provides enough buffering that 
no car entering or leaving should 
have a problem," said Murray. 

Resident Janice Brown requested 
the bus stop be more clearly marked 
in front of 955 Main Street. “There 
are cars (parked) there constantly. 
People who use the bus have to waik 
into the middle of the road to get on 
and off the bus," she said. 

Selectmen agreed to the parking 
restrictions and will request that the 
MBTA install a new sign closer to 
the curb.

"It’s playing with 
friends ... personal growth," says 
Schoen. 

The daycamp is held at McCall 
Junior High School mornings and 
afternoons. Each session is two 
weeks long and although the first 
session is already completed, kids 
can still join up for the last two 
sessions. 

Schoen says instructors talk with 
kids prior to launching the activities 
to get an idea of what they want to do 
with their time. She adds the prog¬ 
ram is structured only in that a 
schedule is set for activities; other 
than that, the kids are encouraged to 
be creative with their time. 

Field trips are often on the bill of 
fare at the camp, too. Recent trips

However, the firefighter’s union 
still questions Winchester’s motives. 
McCarthy pointed out that a number 
of communities on the South Shore, 
such as Hanover and Hingham, are 
also having financial problems, but 
have not cut manpower. McCarthy 
said the union is checking into 
whether or not public safety had to 
be cut in Winchester’s budget. 

"I personally find it hard to 
believe that Winchester doesn’t have 
the money,” said McCarthy. “(A 
town) has to make priorities, and 
public safety has to be at the top." 

"We’re not going to subsidize a 
community. It’s unfair to the com¬ 
munity (that provides the manpow¬ 
er) and it’s unfair to the men." said 
McCarthy. 


However, Maurer contends there 
is "no problem with our mutual aid 
agreement.” Maurer said he has 
spoken with town officials and fire 
chiefs in surrounding communities, 
who he says are aware of Winches¬ 
ter's financial problems. In addition, 
Maurer said many other cities and 
towns are making similar reduc¬ 
tions in force.

make to meet the fiscal require¬ 
ments of thfe town." 

According to the mutual aid pact, 
cities and towns can withdraw if 
they provide GO days notice that they 
are doing so. However, McCarthy 
said he does not believe the firefigh¬ 
ters’ union will hold out that long. 

"The union could say, ‘We’re not 
going to go,’ ’’ said McCarthy. 

As far as reduced manpower on 
the Winchester force is concerned,' 
McCarthy said it is "totally unrea¬ 
sonable and unsafe” to have less 
than four persons on a piece of 
equipment. However, according to 
Duffy, that is often the case in 
Winchester. 

"One person can’t do the job on- 
one piece of apparatus," said! 
McCarthy. 

McNutt, too, is concerned about 
the cuts in manpower. 

"We never went below 10 men on 
duty," said McNutt. However, 
McNutt said budget reductions 
forced the elimination of nine call! 
firefighters and four permanent- 
firefighters. 

"At a fire fighting scene, my man¬ 
power was reduced by 50 percent," 
said McNutt. “That’s tragic. That’s! 
really taking a chance." 

Public safety, said McNutt, is like! 
life insurance. “You pay for it and; 
you complain about paying for it, but • 
when something tragic happens, 
you’re glad you have it. 

“With our manpower cut, we’re! 
just going to be handling one inci¬ 
dent at a time. We’ve got to do the! 
best we can with what we’ve got," he; 
said.

area. The problem you’re eliminat¬ 
ing on one street will just go to 
another street,” said Deering. “I 
think as a neighborhood you have to 
work together and make some 
sacrifices." 

Safety Officer Kevin Mawn noted 
banning parking altogether on Alben 
Street could create problems for 
residents there. 

“People are coming to visit these 
people on Alben Street. If their 
driveway is filled, they can’t park in 
the street (if parking is prohibited.) 
By taking away the parking, you’re 
going to also hurt the people who live 
there,” said Mawn. “And as soon as 
we (police) tag them, we’ll hear 
from them.” 

Selectmen defeated O’Leary’s 
proposal 3-2, with Muggia, Deering 
and Schmitt voting against. 

Selectmen then unanimously sup¬ 
ported the four recommendations 
set forth by the TAC. Schmitt said 
the situation should he monitored, 
and if (he two-hour limit is not effec¬ 
tive, a parking ban on Alben Street 
should be instituted. 

Hospital security 

Although Monday night’s hearing 
was intended to be a discussion only 
on parking, neighbors also raised 
concerns about security at the 
hospital. 

Kincaid said she believes the hos¬ 
pital’s decision to reduce security 
has not helped parking problems in 
the area. "Some employees misuse 
the area. We would just like to get 
that message to the hospital,” she 
said. 

At a recent selectmen’s meeting, 
Kincaid said there have been prob¬ 
lems with cars “screeching’’ in the 
garage and parties going on. 

Brooks said it is “just not feasible 
from an economic standpoint" to 
hire a full-time security guard for 
the garage. However, he acknow¬ 
ledged that, “On occasion, we have 
had problems. The police have been 
working with us on it trying to catch 
those people. It’s very difficult."

The Charles Hayden Planetarium 
at the Boston Museum of Science 
will commemorate the 20th anniver¬ 
sary of the Apollo 11 moon landing 
and Neil Armstrong’s historic walk 
on the moon in conjunction with 
National Spaceweek, July 16-24.

Annual drawing show at Boston 
Center raises serious questions 


I want to join the gang

Time was when artists felt their 
work was ready to be put before the 
public they entered juried exhibi¬ 
tions — local, regional and beyond. 
Now, eager to express and present a 
definable and ideological vision, 
museum curators and gallery direc¬ 
tors have emerged as arbiters of 
what is to be put before the public, 
and open juried shows — serious 
juried shows — are few and far 
between, especially in the Boston 
area. 

One of the few left, and one that 
has proved itself serious over the 
years as well as increasingly impor¬ 
tant to the art community, is the 
annual drawing show sponsored by 
the Boston Center for the Arts 
(BCA). 

Until last year the show was sub¬ 
ject to the space limitations of the 
Mills Gallery where it was held. 
Moving next door to The Cyclorama 
opened up the hanging and viewing 
space so that artists selected by the 
juror are now able to exhibit more 
than one or two larger-than- 
modestly-sized works. This year’s 
juror, Boston Museum of Fine Arts’ 
Beal Curator of Contemporary Art 
Kathy Halbriech, selected the work 
of 30 artists from the nearly-500 who 
entered, and chose from two to two 
dozen pieces by each exhibiting 
artist to be mounted in the show. 

In her catalogue preface BCA 
president Janet Langsam notes 
breadth of materials and pluralistic 
vocabulary as key to the re¬ 
examination of drawing’s definition 
through the works in the show. No 
question about it. Anyone would be 
hard put to settle on what it is the 
works in the The 10th Annual Draw¬ 
ing Show have in common to qualify 
them all as drawings. Neither paper 
nor dry pigment nor color as auxili¬ 
ary to the formal statement, can be 
met as a standard by which some 
boundaries might be defined. Works 
are computer-generated, photocop¬ 
ied, mounted on wood boxes that 
project from the wall, painted, dyed, 
collaged, engraved, thickly layered 
in oil stick and more, finished to the 
nth degree, or left thin and tentative 
and frameless. 

Bearing in mind that variances in 
finish and materials have little to do 
with resolution of work, we are 
nevertheless compelled to question 
the inclusion of so much as “draw¬ 
ing.” Does tradition have a place 
here? Is it something only to be 
reacted against? In a world where 
choices become the arbitrary inclu¬ 
sion or elimination of more technolo¬ 
gy, more sheer matter, and perhaps 
more irreverence toward history 
than artists have ever confronted, is 
tradition even given consideration 
as something against which to 
react? 

Ironically, some of the work that 
makes obvious breaks from tradi¬ 
tion comes closer to the formal rigor 
of strong drawing throughout his¬ 
tory than work that self-consciously

incorporates “history” into an eclec¬ 
tic assemblage of images, sources, 
materials, and synthesis of dispa¬ 
rate thoughts. The two series of 
works by Jo Sandman are as com¬ 
plete in their formal realization as 
any work in the show. Mediums used 
are caulking compound on sandpap¬ 
er, and paint, plaster and tar on 
paper board. Although the artist 
uses materials specifically for the 
liberation they provide in their lack 
of tradition, her understanding of 
form is far from “cutting-edge- 
careless.” 

Sandman is on solid ground in the 
control of shape, scale, value and 
figure-ground interaction effect the 
experience of her world in form that 
is at once fanciful and concentrated. 
Ideas of containment and escape, 
and of movement and progression 
are presented in both the “Artifacts 
of Air, Suite 3,” and “Degrees of 
Desire” series. 

The significance of Sandman’s 
work relative to much of the work in 
the exhibit is that we are shown how 
a distilled idea presented in rigorous 
form has a fullness — a wholeness — 
that can be lacking when a compli¬ 
cated assortment of ideas are pre¬ 
sented in less thoughtful form. 

There are, to be sure, other artists 
in the show as well whose grasp of 
form goes deeper than gleanings 
from recent art magazines. The 
obsessive mark-marking of Welling¬ 
ton Reiter and Blake Stimson is 
charged with intensified feeling. 
Black marks on white paper become 
more than the sum of their parts. 
Fundamental ideas are formed, and 
expressed, and changed, in their 
making. 

Surely such tension and balance 
between idea and process are essen¬ 
tial to drawing. We are given clues 
to just how essential through the 
work that is rendered — often from 
photographs — without the sense of 
life sparked by feeling for the pro¬ 
cess and connection with the sub¬ 
ject. The illustrators and storytell¬ 
ers in the show draw about their 


subjects without regard to the possi¬ 
bilities inherent in exploration of the 
subject through drawing. 

Patty Stone and Timothy Harney, 
among artists working with the fig¬ 
ure, take it beyond often-impressive 
but ultimately lifeless narrative, to 
which figurative work is often sub¬ 
ject. Pamela Hoss chisels her own 
head with intent, taut line (but loses 
some of its verve in her full-figure 
drawing). 

Although the use of color in sever¬ 
al works is decorative and arbitrary, 
it is given a rich, emotional role as 
well as a spatially descriptive one in 
the mixed media works of JoAnn 
Rothschild. Lisa Young uses color 
more sparingly, more atmospheri¬ 
cally, but with an equal respect for 
its evocation of spatial properties. 
The heavy air that rests on the 
horizons of Jane Ehrlich’s primal 
horizons is described with some 
sense of how color can effect space, 
and even weight and pressure. 

If there is a theme that emerges 
from the drawing show, it is in its 
provocative dialogue, which, as 
opposed to cocktail circuit vapor, is 
about the work itself within the con¬ 
text of the Boston area art communi¬ 
ty. Though the necessity of continu¬ 
ing to label the annual juried 
exhibition a “drawing show” may be 
brought into question, the necessity 
to continue the exhibition itself is 
clear. The annual show is a boon to 
all of us in the art community. 

The 10th Annual Boston Drawing 
Show is on view through July 30 at 
The Cyclorama, Boston Center for 
the Arts, 539 Tremont St., Boston. 
The exhibit is open to the public 
Tuesday through Saturday from 
noon to 5 p.m. Admission is $3. The 
fourth in a symposium series on the 
show is at 6:30 p.m. July 18 in The 
Cyclorama. David Ross, Director of 
the Institute of Contemporary Art 
(ICA), leads exhibiting artists Jim 
Chiros, Mela Lyman, John Steczyns- 
ki and Lisa Young in a discussion of 
the work. Admission is charged. Call

Taking care of your roses 
will produce sweet rewards

Roses are highly prized in the 
home garden for the sheer loveliness 
of the blooms and their sweet, nos¬ 
talgic fragrance. 

Modern varieties offer also a very 
long season of continuous flowering 
from early summer through late 
autumn, and into early winter in 
mild areas. 

To enjoy the very best that your 
rose plants have to offer, keep the 
soil around their roots uniformly 
dampened but not soggy. Roses, like 
most other plants, cannot thrive in 
wet soil. But a deeply and evenly 
dampened root area will help to 
ensure healthy foliage and an abun¬ 
dance of long-lasting flowers of fine 
substance and color. 

Watering at ground level with 
soaker hoses or an emitter system is 
ideal for roses, but if an overhead 
sprinkler is used, water in the morn¬ 
ing so that the foliage will be dry by 
evening. Leaves sent wet into the 
night make ideal sites for the spread 
of fungus disease. 

Mildew, in particular, spreads 
quickly in conditions of cool, damp 


nights and warm days. That’s why 
this disease often becomes such a 
servere problem in roses (and bego¬ 
nias) as the nights become cool 
toward summer’s end. Inconsistent 
watering or allowing the plant to go 
dry at the roots also seems to help 
set these plants up for the spreading 
of mildew. 

If you fertilized your rose plants 
late in the winter or in early spring, 
you could sprinkle a light scattering 
of balanced, general-purpose granu¬ 
lar fertilizer over the root areas 
again this month. Or purchase a 
product especially designed for 
roses. Whatever you decide to use, 
scratch the granules lightly into the 
soil surface, or cover them with a 
mulch layer to eliminate the loss of 
some of the nutrients through vola¬ 
tile action into the area. 

Fertilize in a similar fashion again 
in mid to late July, but not after that. 
It’s best to send rose plants a little 
lean and mean into winter. In 
August or September, however, a 
dressing of bone meal, and wood ash 
if you have some, will strengthen the 
roots and help to harden the plants 
for winter. 


Watch for diseased foliage this 
month and through the summer, and 
take steps to control any problem 
before it spreads. Black spot is an 
unfortunately common fungus dis¬ 
ease of roses. It ususally starts with 
leaves on the lower portions of the 
plant as the spores-over-winter on 
the ground as well as on the canes. 

Pick of any spotted leaves as soon 
as you notice them. Burn or trash 
the leaves and give the affected 
plant a follow-up spray with a fungi¬ 
cide. The mildest effective one is 
Safer’s Natural Garden Fungicide 
with sulfur. 

Pick up and destory any fallen 
foliage too. After you do this ground 
cleanup, it’s an ideal time to lay a 
soil-enriching, moisture-retaining 
mulch layer over the soil around the 
plants. Use compost or processed 
manure, alone or mixed with damp 
peat. This layer will serve as a 
disease prevention measure, mak¬ 
ing it difficult for any disease spores 
left on the soil surface to germinate 
and release into the air. 

Deal with powdery mildew, which 
appears as a fine grayish-white film 
on leaf surfaces, in much the same 
fashion, removing affected foliage 
and spraying at the first sign of the 
problem. 

Maintaining a bug watch can pre¬ 
vent a lot of garden grief, too. 
Aphids are easily spotted clustered 
around young, succulent shoot tips, 
which will become twisted and 
curled with the aphids’ feeding 
unless the pests are dealt with early. 

Of all the aphid controls I’ve used, 
blasting them off the plants with a 
jet of water from the hose has 
proved the most effective in my 
garden. Then I’ll sometimes spray 
after that with Safer’s Insecticidal 
Soap to catch any malingerers. 

Prune rose bushes for continued 
bloom production as you gather 
flowers for the house. Do this by 
cutting the flower-bearing stems 
back to a five-segment leaf stem. 
The first few leaf stems below the 
flower will often bear three-part 
leaves. But it’s the growing bud 
nestled in the joints between parent 
stem and five-leaflet stems that will 
elongate into the best flowering 
growth.

It was only three years ago 
when Lombardi R.E. Develop¬ 
ment were the new kids on the 
block.

Maxwell named 
president at 
Whitman College 

David E. Maxwell, dean of under¬ 
graduate studies at Tufts University 
in Medford has been named presi¬ 
dent of Whitman College in Walla 
Walla, Wash., the Whitman board of 
trustees announced recently. 

Maxwell and his wife, Madeleine, 
are 15-year residents of Winchester. 
Madeleine Maxwell is the president 
of Maxwell Design, Associates Ltd. 
The couple has two sons: Justin, who 
attends McCall Junior High School, 
and Stephen, a student at Lincoln 
Elementary School. 

Maxwell, 44, becomes the col¬ 
lege’s 11th president. He succeeds 
Robert A. Skotheim, who served as 
president from July 1975 until June 
1988, when he became director of the 
Huntington Library, Art Collections, 
and Botanical Gardens in San Mar¬ 
ino, Calif. Edward E. Foster, dean of 
faculty, has been serving as Whit¬ 
man’s acting president since 
Skotheim's departure. 

Maxwell is expected to assume 
duties as president Aug. 1, said Ash¬ 
ton J. O’Donnell, chairman of the 
Whitman board of trustees. 

The New York-born Maxwell holds 
a bachelor’s degree in Russian area 
studies from Grinnell College, Grin- 
nell, Iowa, and master’s and doctor¬ 
al degrees in Slavic languages and 
literatures from Brown University, 
Providence R.I. A former Fulbright 
Fellow, he has a number of scholarly 
publications to his credit. He is a 
recipient of the Tufts University Lil¬ 
lian Leibner Award for Distin¬ 
guished Teaching and Advising and 
of several citations for distinguished 
service to Tufts University 
undergraduates. 

He is a member of the board of 
directors of the Council of Interna¬ 
tional Educational Exchange and 
has served as chair of a consortium 
of 35 North American colleges and 
universities participating in a 
cooperative Russian language prog 
ram at Leningrad State University. 

In conjunction with the consor¬ 
tium and other scholarly endeavors, 
he has visited the Soviet Union fre¬ 
quently over the past 20 years In 
1970-71 he participated in a graduate 
student/young faculty exchange at 
Moscow State University. He has 
directed a Tufts tour of the U.S.S.R., 
lectured at the Academy of Science, 
U.S.S.R., and since 1981 has visited 
the Soviet Union regularly for nego¬ 
tiations with Russian universities 
and government agencies on behalf 
of the consortium. 

Maxwell has taught Russian stu¬ 
dies and freshman exploration semi¬ 
nars at Tufts as a member of the 
faculty since 1971. He has held the 
title of associate professor of Russia 
since 1977. He has held various 
administrative positions, serving as 
director of the Tufts Program in 
Russia from 1974 1981, chair of the 
Experimental College from 1974-76, 
and chair of the Curriculum Review 
Project for the College of Liberal 
Arts and Jackson College. 

Maxwell's appointment follows a 
year-long search for a president, 
which included interviews with 
more than 300 candidates and visits 
to campus by seven candidates. A 
search committee was chaired by 
Whitman trustee Jerome L. Hillis, 
Seattle. 

Speaking on behalf of the board of 
trustees, O’Donnell expressed plea¬ 
sure and satisfaction on Maxwell’s 
acceptance of the Whitman 
presidency. 

"He has a superb understanding 


and appreciation of the significance 
and the role of liberal arts education 
in the nation and the world at this 
time,” said O’Donnell. 

"The college currently is in a 
position of strength, with an able 
faculty, excellent students, a finan¬ 
cial position unparalleled among 
similar institutions, and a process of 
planning already well established,” 
he said. David Maxwell’s vision of 
the special opportunities available 
to Whitman will enable him to take 
the lead in defining and enhancing 
those qualities that make Whitman 
one of the best liberal arts colleges.” 

Maxwell said that he is "especial¬ 
ly impressed with the wealth of 
human resources that characterize 
Whitman” and the "remarkable 
degree of consensus about what 
needs to be done and how to do it.” 

"Interesting challenges face the 
college, and they seem to be chal¬ 
lenges that are already engaged and 
dealt with productively. I look for¬ 
ward to being in on the process and 
working with the college community 


to discover what makes Whitman 
truly distinctive and how to build on 
its strengths,” said Maxwell.

CAR CARE CORNER

The way a spark plug wears 
out is a process most people 
would not understand, 
because they don't see it very 
often. When wear is mention¬ 
ed, a person normally thinks of 
two pieces of metal rubbing 
together and wearing out of 
shape. Not so, of course, with 
spark plugs. Compare the ap¬ 
pearance of a normal spark 
plug firing-end to one that is 
worn out. What happens is 
this: corrosive gases formed 
by combustion of the fuel at¬ 
tack the metaJ electrodes. The 
high voltage spark itself tends 
to "blast” them, too. Both of 
these forces wear away the 
electrodes and increase the 
distance the voltage must 
jump.

Governor’s cuts could bring 
some 25 more town lay-offs

In compliance with Governor 
Michael Dukakis’ July 13 veto that 
cut $491 million from the fiscal year 
1990 (FY90) budget, including $210 
million in local aid, Town Manager 
W. Chadwick Maurer is reluctantly 
preparing a program to reduce publ¬ 
ic services and lay-off at least 25 
local employees. 

A Town Meeting in September 
(which Maurer says will cost the 
town $4,000 to $5,000) will address 


the reductions. 

The governor’s line-item local aid 
veto includes a $210 million cut in aid 
and a $15 million cut in programs — 
making the total cut $225 million — 
and an additional $110 million “with¬ 
held allotment” or “conditional 
veto,” according to Mary Kate Sam¬ 
son, fiscal pollicy analyst for the 
non-profit, non-partisal Massa¬ 
chusetts Municipal Association 
(MMA). 

“Winchester has lost $370,000 and 
will lose $750,000 with the conditional 
veto,” Samson said. “Teachers and 


firemen will be laid off.” 

Maurer says a conditional veto 
means an unofficial veto without 
recourse. “It’s a chicken’s way out,” 
he said. “The extra $110 million is 
not there. (Dukakis) is implying that 
he’ll pay the bill, but he can’t write 
the check. It would have been easier 
if he had the guts to veto $335 million 
at once.” 

“In January (Dukakis) proposed a 
$130 million increase in local aid,” 
Maurer added, “and to come down

Casey, Albano take 
abortion rights stand

In the 16 years since the Supreme 
Court’s Roe vs. Wade ruling, which 
declared abortion a constitutional 
right, state legislators have largely 
stayed out of the abortion issue. The 
high court’s July 3 ruling in a Mis¬ 
souri case has changed all that — 
giving state legislators increased 
power to regulate the estimated 1.5 
million abortions performed each 
year in the United States. 

But Winchester’s Beacon Hill dele¬ 
gation of State Representative Paul 
Casey (D—Winchester) and Senator 
Salvatore Albano (D-Somerville) do 
not believe their colleagues should 
restrict a woman’s rights to choose 
an abortion. Both have said bills, 
which would restrict those rights, 
have been filed recently at the State- 
house to be debated in the fall. But 
both said they would not support 
such actions. 

“I still believe the decision should 
be up to the woman, her family and 
doctors,” said State Representative 
Paul Casey (D-Winchester). “The 
problem is not making more restrie- 
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tions, but making (abortions) less 
necessary.” 

Casey says he’s in favor of prom¬ 
oting programs to prevent unwanted 
pregnancies, rather than placing 
regulations on the procedure. 

“People should be more aware of 
the education process (to prevent 
unwanted pregnancy,)” said Casey, 
“But it’s not in my power to say, 
•You have to (carry full-term) or 
don’t have to.’ ” 

Casey said although he doesn’t 
plan to be “a banner-waver” for the 
abortion rights cause, he said he 
would not support any measure that 
would restrict a woman’s ability to 
receive an abortion. 

Casey noted too, the debate has 
become somewhat distorted. “No 
one likes (abortion,)” said Casey, 
“it’s not that.” But Casey added he 
disaproves of “using the method 
(abortion) flippantly” to terminate 
unwanted pregnancies. 

“I’ve been pro-choice right 
along.” said State Senator Salvatore 
Albano (D-Somerville,) “that will 
continue.” 

Albano and Casey both noted the 
majority of the House members are 
abortion foes, by a margin of 2 to 1, 
while the Senate overwhelmingly 
supports a woman’s right to an 
abortion. 

Albano said the “three or four 
bills” that have been submitted by 
members of the House, if passed, 
would add regulations to abortion 
procedures. 

“Those who have not been pro- 
choice, will try to become more 
aggressive (because of the ruling,)” 
said Albano 

He said those legislators who 
oppose abortions will continue to 
move in the direction of regulations 
to “tighten up” abortion laws. 

But Albano said too, many legisla¬ 
tors are “moving to pro-choice” due 
to the vast majority of voters sup 
porting abortion rights in the state 

Albano said some of the proposed 
bills, which will be debated in the 
legislature’s fall session, will be 
“tough to vote against” but he main 
tained “any abridgement of that 
right (to choose) would cause an 
erosion 1 would not support any of 
those actions ” 


Winchester residents are still try¬ 
ing to come to terms with the deaths 
late Saturday night of 18-year-old 
Gino J. Giangrande and 17-year-old 
Brandi M Smith, who perished in an 
automobile accident on Hillcrest 
Parkway. 

As police confirmed that alcohol, 
excessive speed and “drag racing” 
were all factors in the tragedy, 
which also seriously injured two 
othei teen-agers, Brandi Smith’s 
stepfather called for the town to 
“take a hard look at itself.” 

Friends and classmates placed 
flowers, poems and other tokens of 
friendship on the scarred tree where 
the couple’s car was shattered. 

The 18 year-old driver of a second 
vehicle involved in the incident, Ber¬ 
nard Sandford of Clearwater Road, 
has been charged with operating to 
endanger, speeding and failure to 
grant the right of way to a passing 
vehicle. Police said Sandford’s car 
had been “drag racing” with the 
Giagrande vehicle. The accident 
occured just before midnight when 
Giangrande’s 1979 Camaro, travel¬ 
ing south on Hillcrest Parkway at 
Fells Road, crossed over the center 
line, jumped over the curb and 
careened into the woods, crashing 
into trees. 

John Guilderson of Johnson Road, 
19, and Bill Lee of Arlington Road, 
18, who were riding in the back seat 
of Giangrande’s car, were seriously 
injured in the crash. 

Metropolitan Police spokeswoman 
Linda Orlando said Sandford also 
had three passengers in his car at 
the time and these occupants alerted 
the authorities of the crash. 

Orlando said several beer cans 
and wine cooler bottles, both empty 
and full, were found in the vehicle 
and Giangrande’s blood-alcohol 
level indicated drinking had been a 
factor in the crash. Orlando added

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Siteman photos have ‘heart’ 


He’s even got some colleagues 
fooled with the stand-in models with 
faceovers of the president and first 
lady. Siteman says he’s been asked 
more than once, ‘“How did you get 
Bush to do that?’” 

Siteman was approached to photo¬ 
graph the cover by Lampoon editors 
who knew he was a top professional 
in his field. With the help of a stylist 
(who picked out everything from the 
bedsheets to Barbara’s nightgown) 
and 15 crewmembers, Siteman put 
the whole farcical package together 
adding his own crazy details. 

But that was just one of Siteman’s 
many assignments over the years. A 
graduate of Tufts University and 
native of St. Louis, Siteman’s list of 
credits includes work for Boston 
magazine, NewsWeek, Inc., Walking 
and Adweek. 

His assignments, which range 
from an everyday shoot to his latest 
Lampoon work, “split between edi¬ 
torial, advertising and publishing 
work," says Siteman. 

“I like pictures that have heart,” 
Siteman says of his work, “pictures 
with natural light at dusk and 
dawn." 

And when he’s not on assignment, 
Siteman can be seen snapping 
photos around town, building up his 
stock of photos for potential clients. 
A big seller, says Siteman, is photo¬ 
graphs of dogs and puppies. And if a 
Winchester resident has a dog with a 
new litter, Siteman is sending out 
the word that he’d love to photo¬ 
graph them for his inventory — free 
of charge. 

The biggest boost to his business in 
recent years comes from companies 
moving away from dependence on 
one photographer to shoot a specific 
product or site. With stock photogra¬ 
phy, a company can call up Siteman 
for a shot, and with a quick whisk 
through his files he can usually pro¬ 
duce a few photographs to be used. 

And when he’s asked to do an 
on-location shoot, Siteman says he 
tries “to breath life into” the photo¬ 
graphs of his subjects. “You give the 
impression that their is life behind 
the eyes,” laughs Siteman. 

“I’ve been blessed by having the 
nicest clients in the world,” adds 
Siteman, “They are so wonderful to 
work with, it really feels like a team 
effort.” 

But often Siteman is asked to work 
his photographic magic under the 
gun — with strict time constraints. 
For example, if mother nature 
doesn’t provide the correct lighting 
for a shot, Siteman must improvise 
with his own flood lights. 

Although Siteman says there’s 
plenty of work in his field, he finds 
living and working in the New Eng¬ 
land area, which is glutted with 
photography schools, a challenge. 

“My best competition is stu¬ 
dents,” says Siteman, “it’s a chal- 
lege to be in this field, it’s exciting to 
be a part of it all.”

If you look under the letter “w” in 
the American Heritage Dictionary, 
you’ll find a little-known Winchester 
landmark — the weathervane on top 
of corporate photojournalist Frank 
Siteman’s home on Pond Street.

MWRA cuts wholesale rates 


The Massachusetts Water Resour¬ 
ces Authority (MWRA) board of 
directors recently approved a 
budget for fiscal year 1990 (FY90) 
that will reduce wholesale water and 
sewer rates to its member communi¬ 
ties from an original estimate of 
$208.7 million to $183 million. 

The “reduction in the increase” 
may look like a mixture of good 
news and bad news for Winchester 
residents, but in fact, the impact of 
this increase had already been built 
into the rate structure for Winches¬ 
ter back in November 1988, accord¬ 
ing to Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer. 

In dollars and cents, the average 
household rate increase in the 
MWRA service area will be $38 per 
year or $3.15 per month for water 
and sewer services as opposed to the 


originally projected increase of $60 
per year. 

For Winchester, the savings the 
MWRA was able to pull from the 
increase will revert back into a sta¬ 
bilization fund, says Maurer, which 
will help keep the rising rates at a 
manageable level over a period of 
years for residents. 

Maurer says that although on the 
surface, the reduction appears to be 
a good sign, this is not true if savings 
were realized by cutting back 
programs. 

“If it’s by deferring maintenance, 
it’s a mistake,” says Maurer. He 
says he hopes the MWRA has 
instead found ways to better manage 
the system. 

The wholesale rate to communi¬ 
ties for water services will increase 
an average 8.9 percent, reduced 


from a proposed 26.5 percent. Sewer 
and wastewater treatment rates will 
increase an average 31.6 percent, 
reduced from a proposed 51.7 per¬ 
cent. The increase on overall com¬ 
bined wholesale charges were 
reduced from 43.4 percent to 24.2 
percent. 

The new rates will be in effect July 
1. The proposed budget was released 
in February and submitted to the 
MWRA Advisory Board, represent¬ 
ing 60 communities in the system, 
and to the public for comment. 

“The MWRA, with the help of the 
Advisory Board, has worked over 
the last several months to find all 
possible savings in FY90 budgets, 
knowing that federal and state 
resources are limited and that our 
ratepayers will bear most of the 
burden,” says Paul F. Levy, Execu¬ 
tive Director of the MWRA.

The many faces 
of our Town Hall

If anyone has felt transfixed, 
lately, by the ferocious gaze of an 
unseen face, as they mount the 
main stairs of Town Hall, rest 
assured it is not Billy Haggerty or 
Henry Davison getting overly 
protective about their building. 

“The Face" has been there 
more than 100 years, carved with 
great skill into the brownstone 
trim over the entry. 

Throughout the final decades of 
the 19th century, brownstone 
suited the muted coloring of 
Richardsonian Romanesque 
architecture — and it was very 
easy to work. 

Examples of stylized carving in 
brownstone are prevalent on 
countless civic structures built 
during the period. Trinity Church 
in Boston is probably the most 
ornate and wonderful example of 
this form of architectural 
embellishment. 

During the planning of our 
Town Hall, architects Rand and 
Taylor — very much slaves to 
fashion, if not to coherent design 
— commissioned 50 different 
plinth blocks, corbels, bosses, 
arch medallions and cushion cap¬ 
itals to ornament the new 
“Winchester Town House.” 

Walking around Town Hall 
today rewards the curious 
observer with a wealth of stylized 
botanic detail at windows, door¬ 
ways, and arches. 

A nice ensemble of nine paired 
and single capitals dividing the 
upper groups of windows outside 
the Winchester Room is very 
unique. 

It is the main entrance, howev¬ 


er, which rewards us with the 
greatest wealth of detail. The six 
arches on the upper porch spring 
from seven differently orna¬ 
mented capitals, all beautifully 
incised with natural firms which 
indulate and curl about the sup¬ 
ports in almost Celtic style. 

Two of the capitals have 
strange little faces carved among 
the natural forms on all sides. 

The three ground floor arches 
of this entrance continue the styl¬ 
ized natural motif on much lon¬ 
ger cushion capitals. 

There are four carved medal¬ 
lions where each of the three 
main arches join each other — 
and it is from the one to the left of 
the center arch that the lone face 
peers grotesquely at all who 
come and go with business in the 
building. 

Back in 1887, Winchester had to 
count its pennies too, and when 
one walks around back in search 
of further detail, it is a surprise to 
find some brownstone trim — but 
trim minus detail. Even the 
paired windows on the south side 
of the Winchester Room are 
devoid of the carved richness 
found on the “public” side of the 
same wing. 

Solitary evidence of decorated 
detail to the rear is a pair of 
corbels — again ornamented with 
natural forms — which hold up 
the wooden balcony off the Select¬ 
men’s Room on the second floor. 

One of a kind, Town Hall — as it 
enters its second century — con¬ 
tinues to be our finest civic trea¬ 
sures. Why not plan to walk slow¬ 
ly around the building, next time 
you have business downtown, and 
enjoy this unique architectural 
statement?

This ‘peacenik’ is touring the East

On July fourth, while most of the 
nation faced inward to celebrate our 
independence, a group of teenagers 
from Eastern Massachusetts began 
a journey that will take them beyond 
the Iron Curtain to examine the 
history, culture, politics and eco¬ 
nomic structure of five Eastern 
European nations. 

The trip through Austria, Hun¬ 
gary, The Soviet Union, Poland, Cze¬ 
choslovakia, East Germany and 
West Berlin is organized by the Peo¬ 
ple to People High School Student 
Ambassador Program which was 
founded in 1963 by Dwight D. Eisen¬ 
hower. Ike started the program 
because of his belief that “relations 
between nations require understand¬ 
ing and mutual respect between 
individuals.” Honorary chairmen of 
the program include the founder 
Dwight Eisenhower, John F. Ken¬ 
nedy, Lyndon B. Johnson, Richard 
M. Nixon, Gerald R. Ford, Ronald 
Reagan and George W. Bush. 

President Jimmy Carter was 
chairman of a similar organization 
when he took office and felt that 
representing both programs would 
constitute a conflict of interest. This 
local group of youths representing 
communities from Chelmsford to 
Westfield will include this reporter, 
an enthusiastic, peace-loving 
Winchester resident. 

The members of the 33 member 
delegation led by three teacher/ 
leaders were selected after submit¬ 
ting applications and surviving an 
extensive interview process. 
Although they all share a love of 
travel and interest in foreign coun¬ 
tries, each student has unique moti¬ 
vations and goals. 


Steven Flynn, an 18-year-old from 
Chelmsford summed up his interest 
this way: “I wanted to learn about 
different political and economic sys¬ 
tems because I’m thinking of a 
career in international business.” 

Others like Rana Chudnofsky had 
much different goals in mind. “I 
wanted to see Eastern Europe 
because my grandparents are from 
Poland and Russia and this would 
probably be my only chance,” she 
said, “I also wanted to show people 
there that all Americans weren’t 
snobs.” 

My reasons for going were simply 
an intense interest in politics and 
international diplomacy. I also felt 
that there was no better time than 
now to see the Eastern block 
because of the openness of glasnost. 
I am also a history enthusiast and 
this trip seemed fascinating. It 
looked fun too. 

You may be wondering who are 
the courageous leaders of this merry 
band of peaceniks. The three 
teacher/leaders of the group are 
Susan Gorman, a history teacher 
from Belmont High School who lives 
in Leominster: Anne Mullany, a 
math teacher from Belmont High 
School who lives in Cambridge; and 
Donna Herman from Westfield. Like 
the flock they will be tending, these 
women’s reasons for partaking in 
the journey are diverse. 

Gorman lists her job as the moti¬ 
vating factor behind her journey. 
“I’m a European history teacher,” 
said Gorman, “and I thought it 
would be good for me to see what I 
teach first hand.” Gorman said she 
will he most interested in seeing the 
famous palaces that are the 
remnants of Central Europe’s great 
monarchies. “I’m also interested in 


foreign policy,” she added, “but that 
is secondary.” 

The group departed for Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. on July 4, where they 
toured the city and were briefed by 
the department of State and a mem¬ 
ber of the White House Staff. A 
previous group has been briefed by 
staff member Oliver North. 

Then on July 6 the group flew to 
Vienna, Austria, staying there one 
night before traveling to the homes 
of Austrian residents where they 
stayed for three days in order to get 
a picture of Central European life. 
From capitalist and expensive Aus¬ 
tria the group ventured beyond the 
Iron Curtain into Communist 
Hungary. 

In Hungary they traveled to Lake 
Balaton, and then Varocemaros 
where they spent July 14. The next 
two nights will be spent in home 
stays in Hungary learning Hunga¬ 
rian customs first-hand. Hungary is 
one of the most prosperous of the 
Warsaw Pact nations and has the 
highest standard of living. There has 
also been a shift in the political 
climate with the official re burial of 
Imre Nagy, the leader of the upris¬ 
ing in 1956, and democratic elections 
scheduled next year. Hopefully 
these positive signs will translate 
into a rewarding visit. From the 
home stays the group will travel to 
Debrecen for an overnight. 

On July 18 the student ambassa¬ 
dors traveled to Lvov, USSR, a city 
located in the Ukraine, the breadba¬ 
sket of the Soviet Union. We will 
spend the next three days there 
exploring communist farming 
methods in the area as well as the 
politics and cultural history of the 
region. 

Lvov is where this reporter hopes 
to purchase a watch made in the 
Soviet Union. 


From Lvov the students will travel 
to Krakow, Poland. Poland has been 
boldly experimenting with democra 
cy in hopes of saving its faltering 
economy. The Polish government’s 
experiment led to a landslide victory 
for Solidarity supported candidates 
in the newly revamped legislature 
Although the Communists made cer- 
tain they would not lose the majori¬ 
ty, they face the peculiar task of 
leading a people that has over 
whelmingly shown its disapproval of 
the Communist government. Hope¬ 
fully the youngsters will be able to 
sense the tension that these reforms 
have brought and find out what the 
average Pole thinks of them. 

From Poland the student ambas¬ 
sadors will go to Prague, Czechoslo¬ 
vakia for another homestay. This 
will he the students’ last opportunity 
to stay in an Eastern Eurpoean’s 
home and their last opportunity to 
impress upon them that Americans 
are peaceful, polite people. 

The next stop for the local diplo 
mats will be Leipzig, East Germany, 
where they will stay for a night on 
their way to East Berlin by July 27. 
They will spend two nights in East 
Berlin before going through Check¬ 
point Charlie and crossing into West 
Berlin. The American delegation 
will fly out of West Berlin on July 31 
destined for the good 'ole U.S. of A. 

Although the trip is sure to be 
fascinating, it won’t he relaxing. The 
non-stop travel and less than luxuri 
ous accommodations should exhaust 
the group, but certain sacrifices 
must be made in the pursuit of 
knowledge and peace. In August, 
when the group has returned, the 
Star’s readers will hear about the 
trip and our impressions of the East 
ern European nations and people. 


The lessons of a sad and cruel June

This last was a hard June for a lot 
of us. 

Its first Saturday was Town Day, 
an annual event when our little vil¬ 
lage expresses its civic pride in an 
outpouring of parades, and fire¬ 
works and sidewalk sales. We went 
down to the duck pond to hear a band 
concert and see our Junior High-age 
daughter in chorus sing songs of 
peace and global accord. It was 
there, in the honeyed light of even¬ 
ing, that we first heard the news 
from China: of the Army's having 
turned their weapons on the young 
people in Tiananmen Square 

The next morning at six, as I sat at 
breakfast with the scent of roses 
wafting in the window, the phone 
rang. It was a mother calling on 
behalf of our elementary school, to 
say that our young and joyous prin¬ 
cipal had died in his sleep some few 
hours before. They didn’t want any 
of the students to hear of it in the 
schoolyard: by 8 a m., the families 
of all 230 had been contacted. 

The following day, a little girl 
slipped out ol this life, never having 
regained consciousness after a 
swimming pool accident. 


Thus, many tears were shed in this 
billowing month. A more than nor¬ 
mal amount? For this town, 
assuredly. For the planet, assuredly 
not. Suffering, loss: they are fre¬ 
quent visitors to humanity’s home, 
familiar if not welcome. 

It is never hard for us short¬ 
sighted mortals to feel despair: to 
sense all sliding down and away 


beneath our feet, our castles built 
upon sand, our hopes upon illusion, 
our theology on an elaborate 
architecture of wishful thinking. 

In both elementary schools, a 
great outpouring of communal 
mourning followed. At the one whose 
principal died, the kids testified at 
the memorial service to his impact 
on their lives. 

“His cheeks were as red as 
apples,” a little hoy said. “One day, 
I forgot my lunch,” another told the 
hushed auditorium. “Mr Flynn 
gave me his.” As a way of working 
through their grief, many of the kids 
drew pictures, which were hung, 
those last weeks of school, on the 


walls just outside his office. Most 
were portraits of the man himself, 
with his ruddy complexion and his 
Santa Claus beard. One was a big 
blue ribbon, on which was boldly 
printed. “Mr. Flynn: The Funniest 
Principal Ever. Rest In Peace.” And 
one was a series of angry scribbles 
with the caption, “It Isn’t The 
Same” scrawled out in a primitive 


hand. 

No, it isn’t the same. It’s never the 
same. Just when you come to know a 
thing and measure it lineaments - 
pouf! — it disappears and is 
replaced by another. Your room as 
you kept it hack in high school; the 
faces of your parents, young; that 
nice kid down the street you were 
just getting to know, who moved 
suddenly the month you were off at 
camp... 

Feeling the keen tooth of loss bite 
into our own flesh, we sense more 
sharply the suffering of others: 
those young people in China; the 
homeless and hungry, the disen¬ 
franchised and those too damaged in 


mind or spirit to gain control of their 
lives. In this newly-small world so 
tightly hound now with electronic- 
cable, the weight of suffering seems 
at times insupportable. 

And yet, as John Updike writes in 
his recent autobiography, “Exis¬ 
tence itself does not feel horrible; it 
feels like an ecstasy, rather, which 
we have only to he still to experi 
ence. Habit and accustomedness 
have painted over pure gold with a 
dull paint that can, however, he 
scratched away, to reveal the shin¬ 
ing underbase. The world is good, 
our intuition is, confirming its Crea¬ 
tor’s appraisal as reported in the 
first chapter of Genesis...” 

The kindergarten at one school, 
facing their first shared death, drew 
up a list of tips called What To Do 
When You Feel Sad, which reads as 
follows: 

“Talk About It. Cry, and then try 
to stop crying. Give lots of hugs and 
ask for hugs too...Get a glass of 
milk. Get some extra sleep. Pray for 
the person that died. Be happy you 
didn’t die...Stay with the family.” 

To which one might add as epi¬ 
logue, “Remember that family is 
pretty big And we’re all a part of 
it.”

The history of our historical societies

“Out of monuments, names, 
words, proverbs, traditions, 
records, fragments of stone, pas¬ 
sages of books, and the like, we do 
save and recover somewhat from 
the deluge of time." So reads the 
title page of “The Winchester 
Record” the first printed collection 
of essays and records of Winchester. 

With this issue, the Star begins a 
new series of feature articles 
devoted to different aspects of 
Winchester’s history. The principal 
sources of information for these arti¬ 
cles will be the Winchester Archives, 
an extensive collection of written, 
printed and photographic docu¬ 
ments collected by the Historical 
Society and the town, and the writ¬ 
ings of Winchester’s historians and 
record-keepers. 

The history of the archives them¬ 
selves and of organized historical 
preservation and scholarship may 


be dated to 18K4. Before that time, 
several individuals in town were 
interested in collecting historical 
materials pertaining to the com¬ 
munity’s early history and families. 
In the interest of providing for the 
safety and preservation of these 
materials the first historical society 
in Winchester was created. 

Abijah Thompson initiated the 
association when, during the sum¬ 
mer of 1884, he approached George 
(’ooke to prepare papers for the 
organization and regulations of such 
a society, Cooke produced a prospec¬ 
tus and draft constitution and by¬ 
laws. On Nov. 13, 1884, after national 
elections, a meeting to take preli¬ 
minary measures for organizing the 
society was held. 

Attending this meeting, held at the 
Luther R. Symmes home, were Sym- 
mes, Thompson, Cooke and George 
T. Littlefield. Seven days later a 
larger organizational meeting was 
held when the prospectus, constitu¬ 
tion and by-laws were formally

But Reeves voiced some anger 
over the incident as well, “One thing 
this town needs to do...is look at their 
view of their kids. There is zero 
place for teenagers to go and be 
together in town.” 

“The searching that goes on every 
weekend...kids looking for some¬ 
thing to do. It puts kids out on the 
roads,” said Reeves. 

“This town needs to take a hard 
look at itself,” added Reeves. 

Geno Giangrande, father of Gino, 
was unable to talk when contacted 
on Monday. 

Firefighters and paramedics 
worked for almost an hour to free 
the four Winchester youths. Gian¬ 
grande was taken to Choate Symmes 
Hospital were he died from massive 
trauma at 1:21 a.m. His girlfriend, 
Smith, the front seat passenger, was 
brought to Winchester Hospital and 
was pronounced dead of multiple 
injuries at 1:05 a.m. 

Guilderson and Lee were both 
flown to Boston hospitals by Boston 
Metflight. Guilderson was taken to 
Massachusetts General where he 
was listed in good condition on Tues¬ 
day. Lee was transported to Brigh¬ 
am and Womens where he was in 
stable and satisfactory condition on 
Tuesday. 

Giangrande, Guilderson and Lee 
were 1988 Winchester High School 
graduates. Giangrande was a fresh¬ 
man at Merrimack College in North 
Andover and Smith would have been 
a senior at WHS in the fall.

As a way to stave off the future 
crunch of reduced local aid, town 
officials are looking at a plan to 
guarantee municipalities 40 percent 
of growth taxes. 

The plan, devised by Arlington’s 
Town Manager Donald R. Marquis, 
would come before state voters as a 
ballot question and, if passed, would 
mandate that 40 percent of all new 
sales, corporate and income taxes 
be returned to the cities and towns. 

For Winchester, the question 
would mean an estimated additional 
$2,888,226 from the state. 

“This is an idea whose time has 
really come,” said Marquis, who 
had first proposed the plan in 1987 
but did not have enough state-wide 
support to get it to the voters. 

On Tuesday morning Marquis 
filed his ballot question — and the 
initial 20 necessary signatures — 
with State Attorney General James 
Shannon’s office, two weeks before 
the deadline. Shannon will have to 
review and approve the wording of 
the question before supporters can 
start gathering the 70,000 signatures 
needed for a state-wide ballot 
question. 

If on the ballot for the next state 
election in November 1990, the mea¬ 
sure would take effect for fiscal 1992, 
Marquis said. 

Since mailing out letters to offi¬ 
cials in the 351 municipalities, Mar¬ 
quis’ office has been receiving 
notices of support from across the 
state. More than 130 cities and towns 
had signed on in support of the plan 
by Tuesday, Marquis said. 


Winchester’s Board of Selectmen 
was among those who gave support 
to the proposed plan. Town Manager 
W. Chadwick Maurer noted on Tues¬ 
day that Winchester’s board had 
sent positive response to Marquis 
last week. 

The cause has been helped out in 
the last two weeks by budget trou¬ 
bles at the Statehouse and Governor 
Michael Dukakis’ veto of more than 
$200 million in local aid. (See related 
story.) 

“People in all parts of the state 
can now see that we need to do 
something to help out the cities and 
towns,” Marquis said. “We’ve cut 
our budgets and now we have to go 
begging to get support from the 
state.” 

Marquis’ 40 percent figure is 
expected to generate about $800 mil¬ 
lion, which would be distributed to 
the towns on the basis of population. 
The amount of state resolution aid to 
the municipalities would grow from 
$2 billion to $2 8 billion for the fiscal 
1992 Cherry Sheets, Marquis said. 

Winchester’s resolution aid would 
be increased from $2,989,807 to 
$5,878,033, according to estimates. 

“Forty percent is fair,” said Mar¬ 
quis. “It’s what the governor prom¬ 
ised when running for office, but 
we’ve never seen it at the local 
level.” 

Many area towns, like Winchester, 
have found themselves trimming 
away at budgets since the imposition 
of Proposition 2Vfe, a tax cap which 
limits the amount property taxes 
can be raised town-wide to 2.5 per¬ 
cent annually. However, many mun¬ 
icipal officials say the state has not 
be cutting similarly. 


“Since [1981] the first year of 
Prop. 2'^ [Arlington’s] budget has 
grown 32 percent, while the state 
budget has grown nearly 80 per¬ 
cent,” Marquis said. “People live in 
the cities and towns. We provide the 
most direct services. This measure 
will ensure we can continue to do 
that.” 

The combined annual budgets of 
all 351 cities and towns in the com¬ 
monwealth is $8 billion a year, Mar¬ 
quis said. The state spends $12 bil¬ 
lion a year, he said. 

“State officials believe that they 
generate this money. It comes from 
the people who live in our towns,’’ 
Marquis said “What we’re asking is 
that the amount coming to the towns 
be stablized and allow us to conduct 
our business without having to wor¬ 
ry about what might happen at the 
state level.” 

“Two years ago, very few people 
believed us when we asked them to 
support this measure. Now it’s hit 
everyone, ” said Marquis. 

Many of the state’s professional 
and political organizations and 
unions have contacted the Arlington 
town manager to find out about the 
plan, and a group of citizens from 
Milton, which has been picketing the 
Statehouse daily over local aid, has 
offered its support in the monumen¬ 
tal task of collecting the 70,000 
signatures. 

“This is the first step in the pro¬ 
cess of a very difficult task to 
require that we get our fair share of 
revenue sharing,” said Marquis. 
“No longer will we have to fight to 
get the money that is ours. We can 
plan our affairs and not have to 
worry.”

with a net swing of $340 million, less 
than a week before the deadline, is 
just not a fair way to balance the 
budget.” 

Winchester’s State Senator Salva¬ 
tore Albano (D-Somerville), who is 
chairman of the Joint Education 
Committee, says the cuts will have a 
devastating effect on education 
programs. “Because the Legislature 
was unwilling to raise the level of 
revenue, the state government is 
backing away from its commitment 
to public service,” he said. 

“For programs that we want and 
support, we now have to say, ‘Sorry, 
folks. We don’t have the money.’ The 
Early Intervention Program on 
Church Street, for example, will be 
dropped and parents will be upset,” 
added Albano. 

Samson says the “aid allocation is 
determined on a per-capita basis,” 
in other words, $17.18 times the town 
population yields each town’s reduc¬ 
tion in local aid. 

“Four Massachusetts communi¬ 
ties will recieve absolutely no aid,” 
Samson said. “Local governments 
are taking over 40 percent of the 
total budget cuts — a disproportion¬ 
ate share.” 

Due to Proposition 2%, the 1980 
property-tax cap of 2% percent 
enacted by referendum, 80 percent 
of Massachusetts’ cities and towns 
are at their levy limit and do not 
have resources for additional 
revenue that other states have, such 
' as income and sales taxes, Samson 


explained. 

“Massachusetts prides itself on 
local aid,” Maurer said, ‘‘but it is a 
fact that the state (government) 
leads the nation in binding require¬ 
ments that control cities and 
towns.” 

Albano however, believes the local 
aid cuts are necessary to balance the 
budget. 

Albano said because Massa¬ 
chusetts has high per capita income 
and quality services, citizens can 
afford a higher income tax. He sup¬ 
ported the July 14 income tax hike of 
15 percent, which makes Massa¬ 
chusetts’ income tax the highest in 
the nation. 

“You can’t vote for programs and 
not for taxes,” he said. “The Massa¬ 
chusetts tax burden is in the lowest 
one third of states (33rd, considering 
all taxes.) The state should raise 
revenue through a graduated 
income-tax — a progressive tax — 
rather than very regressive proper¬ 
ty taxes.” 

But Maurer and State Representa¬ 
tive Paul Casey (D-Winchester) cite 
the state government’s excessive 
growth, inefficiency and failure to 
raise revenue during the Governor’s 
presidential campaign as contribut¬ 
ing factors to the current budget 
crisis. 

“Albano and I have differing 
views on this very important sub¬ 
ject,” said Casey, who opposes the 
15 percent income-tax hike, which 
won in the House by a narrow two 
votes. 

“The (vetoes and tax increase) 


are lotion for the sore, but the cut 
goes deeper,” he said. “Due to cries 
not to raise taxes, the 1990 budget is 
the tightest and leanest in 10 years. 
But the state needs to size down and 
stop its rampant expenditures.” 

Casey said most economists for- 
saw the crisis one-and-a-half years 
ago, but the Governor’s presidential 
campaign diverted attention within 
the administration away from the 
budget crisis. 

The state compounded the prob¬ 
lem by recently adding employees 
and programs to the payroll, accord¬ 
ing to Maurer. “We've already 
made hard decisions and sacrifices 
by laying off employees and making 
cuts,” he said. “I’d like to see the 
state government do the same.” 

Casey says the House passed a 
nearly unanimous resolution July 18 
to reduce the state payroll by 6,000 
employees by 1993. “It’s not enough 
to get MWRA (Massachusetts Water 
and Resources Authority) and Mass 
port to pay back loans, to raise 
college tuitions, raise taxes, and all 
else that is being proposed without 
suggestions for a long-range solution 
(to improve state government effi¬ 
ciency,)” Casey said 

The resolution, which could save 
$598 million, calls for FY90 salary 
freezes for state employees who 
earn over $35,000, a reduction of 
overtime accounts, consolidation of 
the State, MDC. MBTA, and capitol 
police under one Department of 
Public Safety administration, and 
six other “improved business 
practices.”

choosing Winchester was the fine 
reputation of its schools He also 
cited the town’s "small size" and 
"strong community" as being equal¬ 
ly attractive. 

According to Rogers, both his 
mother and his grandmother grew 
up in Winchester and his grand¬ 
mother still lives in town 

Rogers, a graduate of Swarthmore 
College in Pennsylvania, majored in 
French because the college didn’t 
offer an elementary education 
undergraduate program. During his 
tenure at Swarthmore he spent a 
year of study in France, he added. 

After receiving his undergraduate 
degree, Rogers told the committee, 
he attended the Shadey Hill prog¬ 
ram, based in a private school, 
through Lesley College to earn his 
master’s degree. 

Rogers told the board he is a 
proponent of public education, and 
took a job working in the Cambridge 
school system while working toward 
his graduate degree 

Currently Rogers teaches third 
grade in the Brookline school 
system.

Society saves town’s history

George Sherman Littlefield, libra¬ 
rian. Thirty-eight other residents, 
both men and women, signed the 
constitution and became the first 
members of the society. 

Society membership 

Membership in this society had its 
responsibilities: "It shall be deemed 
the duty of members," read the 
by-laws, "to seek historical and 
genealogical information, and to 
contribute whatever books, pam¬ 
phlets. papers, records, or verbal 
statements may be in their conti ol 
and in any way conducive to the 
purposes of the Society." 

Monthly meetings were to be held 
from September to May. The first 
took place on Dec. 4, 1884. Two 
major items of business, to be cus¬ 
tomary at all meetings, were the 
announcement of donations and the 
reading of papers. 

Proceeding upon its purpose to 
preserve material about the town, 
the society printed its papers three 
times a year, for three years, in a 
publication entitled "The Winches¬ 
ter Record.” The various issues 
include papers on individuals, fami¬ 
lies, buildings, roads, business, mili¬ 
tary, schools, churches, clubs, gov¬ 
ernmental records and statistics, 
reminiscences, communications, 
vital records and noteworthy 
clippings. 

With each meeting the list of dona¬ 
tions, kept by the librarian, length¬ 
ened as books, photographs, maps, 
pamphlets, and other items were 
added to the collection. Among the 
first donors were the Board of 
Selectmen who voted in January 


1885 that the society "have the pri¬ 
vilege of selecting such printed or 
other matter as they may find 
among the documents left at the 
room formerly occupied as Select¬ 
men’s Room, the same to be kept by 
the society in such manners they 
may deem for its preservation as the 
property of the town. Also the book¬ 
cases ... are at your service." 

A new home 

In 1885 town offices were scattered 
about different buildings in the cen¬ 
ter, but after the construciton of the 
new Town Hall in 1887 the archives 
had a new, more stable home. The 
trustees of the Public Library, 
located in one wing of the Town Hall, 
offered the Historical Society the 
room above their reading room. The 
archives remained part of the 
library, moving to the new library 
building in 1932. 

In the new building, the trustees 
set aside a room on the second floor 
for the collection of the historical 
society, but, while there was a col¬ 
lection, at that time there was no 
society. By 1898 most of the original 
active members of the society had 
passed away, and the society itself 
quietly died after voting to turn over 
its property to the trustees of the 
public library for safe keeping. 

After the new library building was 
built, however, a new Historical Soc¬ 
iety was organized. It was formed to 
be "an educational organization 
established to stimulate an interest 
in local history, to promote scholarly 
effort, to foster the continued collec¬ 
tion and preservation of historical 
data and material, and to cooperate 


with individuals and other organiza¬ 
tions having similar interests." 

The society today 

Still in existence, this society spon¬ 
sors meetings and activities,* offers 
educational programs to the public 
schools and to the community, 
publishes the "Black Horse Bulle¬ 
tin," and, in cooperation with the 
Historical Commission, helps main¬ 
tain, preserve and continue the 
archival collection. 

During the 1960s space limitations 
at the library forced the removal of 
the archives first to the Sanborn 
House and later to the adjacent 
carriage house. This summer part of 
the Archival Collection, the paper 
and photographic documents, will 
return to Town Hall and be super¬ 
vised by the Historical Commission. 
The remainder of the collection, 
principally artifacts, too extensive 
for the space in Town Hall, will 
remain at 15 High Street in the care 
of the present Historical Society. 

While the archives are again being 
moved and reorganized and regular 
hours are temporarily suspended, 
the society and commission still wel¬ 
come inquiries and are ready to help 
with historical questions and 
research quests. Though the town’s 
historical relics have changed loca¬ 
tion repeatedly and their care has 
passed through many hands, the 
Archival Collection has survived 
through more than a century down 
to the present time. It remains and 
continues to grow as an important 
resource for public research into 
Winchester history and family 
genealogy.

Baby boomers going gray

Baby boomers are not disappear¬ 
ing. They are just getting older. 

But don’t look for headlines 
announcing the graying of the boom¬ 
ers. They simply won’t allow them¬ 
selves to turn gray, says a market¬ 
ing consultant. 

Instead, baby boomers will grow 
old in new ways, creating a growing 
demand for products and services 
that will allow them to lead active 
lives far into their latter years. 

While Ken Dychtwald’s fellow 
boomers have been averting their 
eyes from distasteful images of old 
age, the 38-year-old entrepreneur 
has looked the aging phenomenon 
head on and has seen dollar signs, 
which he has transformed into a 
3-year-old marketing company in 
Berkeley, Calif., called Age Wave. 

His clients, for example, include 
media companies such as CBS, 
which has consulted with him on 
ways to sell time based on the likeli¬ 
hood of an older audience. He also 
offers seminars for business people, 
helping them find ways to serve an 
older market in the future. 

Dychtwald, who has a doctorate in 
psychology, has a new book out, also 
called “Age Wave.” He said he first 
became aware of the problems of the 
aging when he was working in a 
government program on preventa¬ 
tive health in Berkeley. 

“I became more and more fasci¬ 
nated with the phenomenon of aging 
as a whole social trend,” he said. 

And he soon realized that as baby 
boomers aged, ours would no longer 
be a youth-oriented society. It’s a 
matter of sheer numbers. 

“Boomers have been the center of 
our culture because they are in the 
majority," he said. “As the boomers 
grow old and out of the youth stage 
of life, there will be a shift economi¬ 
cally toward the needs and concerns 
of middle and later years of life.” 

Thus, he said, boomers will con¬ 
tinue to hold power from the far side 
of 50. 

“And that is exactly the stage of 
life they’ve always avoided and 
neglected and denied.” 

Thus, as Dychtwald sees it, the 
boomers won’t grow old in an old- 
fashioned way, and their needs and 
concerns won’t fit the stereotypical 
needs of the aged. 

People who have been absorbed 
with fitness, they will continue to by 
physically active and be up for 
“adventure, exotic travel and free- 
spirited romance and sexuality,” he 
says. 

Boomers have never been good at 
making up their minds, says Dych¬ 
twald, who sees them continuing a 
pattern of behavior that includes an 
“incredible amount of job and mar¬ 
riage changing.” 

“I think we’ll be nutty — I do think 
my generation is not all that much 
together in some ways,” he said. 
“But being unable to accept aging as 
it has been in the past is a mark of 
the boomers. 


“And that’s neurotic.” 

All this freedom of change lifes¬ 
tyles to say nothing of exotic adven¬ 
tures sounds fun and madcap, but 
what about the aged who are less 
mobile and even poor? 

Well, Dychtwald countered, cur¬ 
rent figures show that older people 
have more disposable income than 
believed. 

The 1986 U.S. Census Bureau fig¬ 
ures he uses in his book show that no 
more than 12.5 percent of those older 
than 65 live below the poverty line. 
Figures for those living below the 
poverty line for other ages are: 21 
percent, under 16; 16.6 percent, 16 to 
21; 10.8 percent, 22 to 44; 9 percent, 
45 to 65. 

Dychtwald also cites other census 
figures showing that people over 65 
have $5,633 per year in discretionary 
income as opposed, for example, to 
those ages 35 to 44, whose household 
income is almost double that of those 
over 65, but whose discretionary 


income is only $3,701. 

Thus, most of the future aged will 
lead active lives within their means 
and will best be served by business, 
Dychtwald predicted, explaining his 
own transition from the social ser¬ 
vices to businessman. 

“Most people of my age though 
you could either care and be 
involved in social causes or not care, 
and make a lot of money. When I sat 
down to think that through, it didn’t 
seem to make any sense to me. I 
decided that if there would be a 
transformation having to do with 
aging in America, it would not likely 
come from the government — their 
primary concern is the underclass 
elderly, and it ought to be — but 
rather from the business 
community.” 

As a consultant — his clients 
include McDonald’s restaurants and 
Time magazine — he tries to help 
companies understand the self- 


image of the burgeoning older 
population. 

In his book he describes changes 
as reflected in older people pushing 
aside the stereotypical limits of old 
age — 80-year-old college students, 
for example — and in the types of 
activities now common in retire¬ 
ment communities, “everything 
from pinochle to yoga to 
motorcylcles.” 

For retirement communities of 
the future, he suggests such choices 
as an Olympic village for athletic 
activities featuring a year-round 
Club Med-type program ; a “longevi¬ 
ty complex” with health-food 
restaurants and high-tech exercise 
equipment; a residential Esalen- 
type community complete with 
meditation rooms, Zen gardens and 
visiting philosophers, psychologists 
and religious leaders; or a high-tech 
community with computer work sta¬ 
tions in every neighborhood.

A businessman in his early 50s, 
looking ahead to the time when he’d 
be cutting his workload, confided 
that he wanted to spend his free time 
playing the cello in amateur string 
quartets. 

“Why not start taking lessons 
now?” I asked. 

“I don’t have the nerve,” he said. 
“What would people think, my tak¬ 
ing music lessons at my age?” 

Another friend is an accountant 
whose firm just went on a four-day 
week. When I asked how he was 
enjoying his extra day off, he con¬ 
fessed that he had volunteered to 
audit the books of the local school 
board. 

“It keeps me busy,” he said. 

These are not unusual reactions 
when it comes to dealing with free 
time. Virtually every study shows 
that Americans given more leisure 
become confused or guilt-ridden 
about enjoying it. 

For instance, some years ago a 
sociologist asked several hundred 
men and women to list the activities 
on which they spent most of their 
free time, and then to separately list 
the activities they most enjoyed. Not 
a single item on the first list 
appeared on the second! 

Automation and computerization 
promised to create a new leisure 
era. One part of the equation — 
shorter workdays, three-day 
weekends, longer vacations — has 
become a reality for most Ameri¬ 
cans. But enjoying free time in one’s

own way still seems to be a problem. 

The fact is that most of us are 
emotionally ill at ease with leisure. 
Some folks feel they don’t deserve 
any. Others are afraid of it, citing 
the old adage, “Idleness is the 
devil’s worship.” Some are troubled 
about the “proper” way to use it. 
Still others scramble to fill leisure 
time with frenetic activity, whether 
satisfying or restful or not. 

In short, a great many people 
abuse rather than use precious lei¬ 
sure. They squander free time in 
activities that bore them; in pasive 
entertainment that gives little real 
pleasure; in hobbies that become 
more a compulsion than a joy; in 
pursuits that become more like work 
than work itself. 

What factors contribute to this 
misuse of leisure? 

Insecurity about new experiences. 

“My husband has a schedule for 
everything, even our free time,” a 
woman says. “Half the time he 
doesn’t enjoy what we do, but if I 
suggest any change in the routine he 
has a fit.” 

Unstructured free time is psycho¬ 
logically threatening to some peo¬ 
ple; spontaneity undermines the 
need to be in “control” of one’s 
environment. 

Guilt. 

Therapists are all too familiar 
with the “weekend neurotic,” the 
person who dreads Saturdays and 
Sundays. 

“Many are unable to take a vaca¬ 
tion, much less enjoy it,” says one 
therapist. “One of my patients could 
take time off only when his doctor 
ordered him to do so to protect his 
health. That made it OK, you see; he 
wasn’t really relaxing, he was work¬ 
ing at it.” 

The “Puritan” ethic. 

It says we are virtuous only when 
we are doing constructive work; it 
says that having fun when we could 
be doing something useful is, well, 
immoral. As a result, some people 
can accept a pleasurable activity 


only when they can somehow turn it 
into a duty, or a reward for duty 
done. 

Thus, a person who would never 
dream of taking two days off to fish 
or golf for the fun of it, will happily 
do so if it is part of the program at a 
business convention. 

Conformity. 

Many of us waste our leisure by 
taking up activities that are “in”; if 
everyone is doing it, it must be 
acceptable. But spending free time 
on something that does not really 
interest you is another abuse of 
leisure. 

When the King of England pres¬ 
sured a royal visitor to watch the 
horse races at famed Ascot, the 
visitor courteously declined: “I am 
well aware that some horses run 
faster than others,” he said. 

The desire for status. 

A study of garden hobbyists 
showed that fewer than half enjoyed 
working on their lawns and flowers. 
But it was “important” that their 
property impressed visitors or 
passersby.” 

“For most people,” a social scien¬ 
tist wrote, “gardening is not a plea¬ 
sure but a chore whose reward is the 
achievement of status.” Unlike 
European gardens, which are 
enclosed to be enjoyed in privacy, 
the American garden is out from 
where the neighbors can appraise it. 

Owning too many leisure 
possessions. 

The family that has a boat, an RV, 
a VCR and a camcorder, a quadra¬ 
phonic hi-fi, an electric hedge trim¬ 
mer, season tickets to a sports team 
— that family usually finds it hasn’t 
the time to enjoy any of them. It also 
takes time to maintain the items, 
and you may have to work longer to 
pay for them. 

What can you do to make the 
wisest use of leisure? Here are some 
suggestions: 

• Experiment with new interests. 
Know it’s never too late to explore 
any activity. Set a day each month to 


break out of established leisure 
routines. 

• Widen the circle of people with 
whom you spend free time. Breaking 
out a static social circle may open a 
whole new area of leisure activities. 

• Don’t rule out an interest or 
activity because you think it is worth 
pursuing only if you can excel at it. 
You can refresh eye and mind at an 
art gallery even if you don’t know 
the difference between a watercolor 
and a gouache. 

• Using free time for business- 
connected socializing is sometimes 
necessary and useful. But it can be 
overdone. A spouse might well talk 
frankly to his or her partner about 
how much of their leisure is given 
over to his or her work. 

• Don’t keep postponing small ple¬ 
asures now in expectation of bigger 
ones tomorrow. 

• It’s important to set aside time 
for shared family leisure, but it’s 
equally important to save some free 
time for yourself. 

• Be forthright about doing 
nothing in your free time if you want 
to. Daydreaming recharges mental 
batteries. 

Using free time sensibly requires 
judgment, flexibility, and self 
knowledge. In his essay, “An Apolo¬ 
gy for Idlers,” Robert Louis Steven¬ 
son wrote, “There is no duty that we 
so much underrate as the duty of 
being happy.”

Retirement can lead to opportunity 

Area organizations offer senior volunteers lots of things to do and lots to leam

Retirement doesn’t have to mean 
the end of one’s busy working years 
and the beginning of inactivity. For 
many senior citizens, retirement 
means they can find the time to find 
fulfillment by discovering new skills 
or helping others through volunteer 
work. 

Recent studies have shown that 
challenges and stimulation can help 
keep an older person’s mind sharp 
and alert, while mindless routines 
can contribute to mental and even 
physical deterioration. 

And for the senior who wants to 
keep busy by getting out and doing 
volunteer work, there is no shortage 
of opportunities around Arlington, 
Belmont, Watertown and Winches¬ 
ter. Non-profit agencies right in 
one’s hometown often need an extra 
pair of helping hands. Even seniors 
who have trouble getting out of the 
house can volunteer to call other 
seniors to check on them and share 
their caring. 

“Every volunteer we’ve ever had 
has said they have gotten back much 
more than they’ve given, and what 
they gave is immeasurable,’’ said 
Nancy Watson of West Suburban 
Elder Services Inc. 

Local Councils on Aging are often 
a clearinghouse for volunteer oppor¬ 
tunities for area seniors. 

Diane Tainter, of the Arlington 
Council on Aging, said that coordi¬ 
nating the volunteer programs are 
an important function of the 
department. 

“It gets people out of the house 
and gets them to feel rewarded,” 
Tainter said. 

Tainter said that there are many 
opportunities for seniors interested 
in donating their time. Nearly every 
agency in town needs volunteers, 
she said. 

Tainter, a social worker with the 
Arlington COA, runs the Friendly 
Visitor program, where men and 
women volunteer to visit others. 

The Arlington COA can be reached 


through the town’s main switch¬ 
board, 646-1000. 

Volunteers are also placed within 
the local school system, Tainter 
said. Opportunities to help out with 
school lunch programs or in offices 
are two examples, she said. To get 
more information on volunteering at 
Arlington schools, call Ruth Mahon 
at 646-1000, ext. 3124. 

The Arlington Senior Center also 
uses volunteers. People interested 
should contact Joan Pippin at 
646-1000. 

The biggest volunteer site in 
Arlington is Symmes Hospital, 
Tainter said. At the hospital, Tainter 
explained, volunteers do a wide vari¬ 
ety of tasks, from checking mail to 
delivering flowers. 

Meals on Wheels is always in need 
of more volunteer drivers, she said. 
Margaret Allen is the coordinator of 
that program and can be reached at 
646-1000, ext. 4724. 

The Belmont Council on Aging 
organizes two volunteer programs 
geared to helping elders who are 
alone but who may be unable to get 
out of the house. They are the 
Friendly Visitor Program and the 
Telephone Reassurance Program. 

“Friendly visitors” go to visit 
homebound seniors in their resi¬ 
dence, just to lift their spirits make 
sure they’re in good health. Those in 
the Telephone Reassurance Prog¬ 
ram do the same thing over the 
phone. 

Watertown is home to the Retired 
Senior Volunteer Program (RSVP), 
which right now places between 700 
and 800 volunteers in 70 different 
sites throughout eastern Middlesex 
County. 

“The range of types of opportuni¬ 
ties run fom working on a mailing 
program to being on a board of 
directors,” said Diane Hamilton, 
director of eastern Middlesex Coun¬ 
ty RSVP. 

RSVP will work closely with 
seniors to try to match up their 
needs and interests with a volunteer 
program, Hamilton said. 

“They’re at a point in their lives 


now where they should do what they 
enjoy doing and that includes volun¬ 
teer work,” she said. 

Hamilton said that most of the 
volunteer sites, ranging anywhere 
from a nursing home in Arlington to 
the Perkins School for the Blind in 
Watertown, are flexible with hours 
and scheduling. 

Education is one area where an 
elderly person can put his or her 
lifetime of accumulated skills to use. 

Sometimes seniors can take it 
upon themselves to set up other 
programs to teach other seniors new 
skills. 

For example, the Belmont COA 
has received several requests in 
recent months from seniors who 
wish to teach informally on a variety 
of subjects: stamp collecting, piano 
playing, computer literacy, and the 
information one needs to obtain U.S. 
citizenship or GED certificate (the 
equivalent of a high school diplo¬ 
ma). Volunteer seniors have even 
helped other seniors prepare their 
income tax forms when April 15 rolls 
around. 

Area hospitals have a wide variety 
of opportunities for volunteers. 
Although hospital volunteer work is 
also open to persons younger than 
60, health care facilities draw much 
of their volunteer work force from 
the 60-plus population. 

“We have seniors working in mary 
areas of the hospital,” said Kay 
Surabian, secretary in the volunteer 
office at Winchester Hospital. 
“They’re all very dedicated.” 

At Winchester Hospital, volun¬ 
teers can choose their own kind of 
work if volunteer work is available 
in that area. They can act as mes¬ 
sengers between departments, work 
in the coffee shop, or staff the infor¬ 
mation and registration desks. 

Most volunteers work for three to 
four hours at a stretch, once a week 
or once every other week, according 
to Surabian. Those interested in vol¬ 
unteering should call Winchester 
Hospital to set up an appointment 
with Marie Johnson, director of vol¬ 
unteer services. 


More than 50 percent of the volun¬ 
teers at Mount Auburn Hospital in 
Cambridge are over 60, according to 
volunteer services director Mary 
Kay Gilbert. Senior volunteers share 
almost all the same tasks as younger 
volunteers, including working in the 
emergency room, staffing the infor¬ 
mation desk, visiting patients, doing 
clerical work, delivering newspap¬ 
ers and working in the print shop. 

Mount Auburn asks volunteers to 
commit themselves to a minimum of 
four hours per week for six months 
to a year, according to Gilbert. 
Interested senior citizens may call 
her at 499-5016 to set up an appoint¬ 
ment for an interview. 

Charles Meyers, age 87, is a 


retired Belmont High School history 
teacher who put in 11,000 hours over 
19 years as a volunteer visiting 
patients twice weekly at Massa¬ 
chusetts General Hospital in Boston. 
He told a reporter last December 
that walking the hospital halls kept 
him fit, but the real rewards of his 
service were the lasting friendships 
he made with patients and hospital 
staff. 

Waltham-Weston Hospital and 
Medical Center has made an effort 
in recent months to recruit more 
senior citizen volunteers. According 
to its volunteer services director, 
Maureen Gilbert, volunteers are

Looking at 
seniors’ taxes: 


Penalties for older 


workers

The nation is heading for an 
employment crisis as the number of 
younger people entering the job 
force is plummeting and will con¬ 
tinue to shrink to the year 2000 and 
beyond. 

This happens at the same time 
that businesses are asking exper¬ 
ienced personnel to take early 
retirement, with some people 
receiving a “golden handshake” at 
age 55 or younger. 

This happens when surveys of 
mature Americans show a real 
interest in returning to the work 
force, either part time or full time. 

This happens at a time when Con¬ 
gress has created and endorsed 
crushing penalties for senior citizens 
— particularly those age 65-plus — 
for working in their mature years. 

The penalties have been identified 
by the Dallas-based National Center 
for Policy Analysis, and include: 

• Marginal tax rates as high as 102 
percent and, for the elderly self- 
employed, marginal tax rates that 
can reach to 122 percent. 

• In addition to income and payroll 
taxes, an added tax on non-Social 
Security Income above $25,000. 

• If earning more than $8,800 
(between ages 65 and 70) the loss of 
$1 for every $2 earned from work 
over that level. The takeaway is 
based on gross income, so is actually 
a much higher cutback when consid¬ 
ering net/after-tax income. 

• The new Medicare Catastrophic 
Care tax that will add a specific 15 
percent tax penalty on all people age 


65-plus who pay more than $150 in 
income taxes. 

According to The Wall Street Jour¬ 
nal, “These special taxes force 
many of the elderly to lose income 
they thought would be theirs. 
Because tax-exempt income is cal¬ 
culated for the Social Security bene¬ 
fits tax, ‘tax-free’ pension income, 
‘tax-free’ IRA withdrawals and ‘tax- 
exempt’ income from securities are 
taxes at a rate of up to 16 percent. 

“Additionally, the elderly now pay 
a tax rate as high as 48 percent on 
fully taxable investment income, 
compared with a maximum rate of 
28 percent for the non-elderly.” 

John Goodman, director of the 
National Center for Policy Analysis 
and co-author of the study, was 
emphatic in his critism of the feder¬ 
ally mandated policies and crushing 
taxation. 

Goodman proposes that: 

• The Medicare Catastrophic sur¬ 
tax be repealed immediately. 

• The retirement earnings tax be 
repealed. 

• Other disincentives to older 
workers be removed effectively. 

“(Older Americans) have over 1 
billion years of cumulative experi¬ 
ence in business, accounting, the 
sciences, finance and other fields. 
Many of them wouldn’t mind work¬ 
ing if the incentives were at least 
slightly in their favor.” 

In this session Congress will, 
instead of having a priority of 
removing disincentives, be studying 
ways to tax all Social Security 
income and increase the Medicare 
Catastrophic Care taxes, possibly to 
include long-term care, and the gen¬ 


eral premiums. 

Senior citizens concerned about 
the specific taxation and penalties to 
those 65-plus — penalties that affect 
no other age group — may contact 
their congressional representatives 
to urge the repeals recommended by 
the National Center for Policy 
Analysis.

required to make a commitment of 
three hours a week to the hospital for 
at least six months. 

In return, volunteers receive free 
partking, a free lunch if they work 
more than four hours in a day, and 
letters of recognition for completing 
certain amounts of service, accord¬ 
ing to Gilbert. They are all invited to 
the annual volunteer dinner, she 
added. 

“I like being with people. I like 
trying to help people,” said Al 
Asarkof, 86, a Belmont resident who 
volunteers at the Waltham-Weston 
Hospital. “I’m a people person.” 

Often, Asarkof runs errands 
between the surgical and radiology 
departments and the laboratory and 
medical records departments. He 
also helps discharge patients when 
necessary, and covers the phones in 
a secretary’s absence. 

Private, non-profit organizations 
which are designated as “area agen¬ 
cies on aging” also have a need for 
many volunteer services. For 
Arlington and Winchester, the area 
agency on aging is Minuteman 
Home Care Corp.; for Belmont and 
Watertown, the agency is West Sub¬ 
urban Elder Services Inc. 

“We’re desperate for volunteers 
all the time,” said Nancy Watson of 
West Suburban Elder Services. 

Right now there is a strong need 
for volunteer drivers to deliver hot 
lunches to homebound elders, 
according to Watson. “There are 
actually people in Belmont that 
aren’t getting meals because there’s 
no one to drive them,” she said. 

West Suburban also sponsors the 
Elder Service Corps Program, 
which matches homebound seniors 
to companions. Volunteers for this 
program need to be age 60 or over, 
available about 18 hours per week, 
and able to provide their own trans¬ 
portation (they will get mileage 
reimbursement and a small 
stipend). 

One volunteer in this program 
takes his companion to a support 
group for widowers; another takes 
his friend to a kosher meal site; 
another just visits and plays card 
games. For many of these home- 
bound seniors, their Elder Service 
Corps companion is their only regu¬ 
lar visitor, Watson said.

Cut calories— 
eat low-fat beef 


Eating healthier, nutritionally sound 
meals can be as simple as making a few 
changes in your grocery shopping and 
cooking habits. 

For example, certain cuts of beef arc 
leaner than others. When shopping, se¬ 
lect cuts such as top round, top loin strip 
steak, top sirloin, eye of the round, Hank, 
tip, or extra lean ground beef. These are 
low in fat and high in the protein, iron 
and B vitamins which are essential to 
good health. 

Cooking tips 

Cooking techniques can also help cut 
calorics when you’re preparing your fa¬ 
vorite dishes. Here are some lean cook¬ 
ing tips: 

• Prepare meals using basic ingredi¬ 
ents and avoid the hidden calorics often 
found in prepared foods and mixes. 

• Use low-calorie substitutes for regu¬ 
lar ingredients when possible. For exam¬ 
ple, use tomato juice in place of tomato 
sauce, lowfat yogurt for sour cream or 
mayonnaise, skim milk for whole milk or 
cream. 

• For seasoning, try herbs and spices 
rather than butter, heavy sauces or gra¬ 
vies. 

• Limit the use of added Hour, sugar 
and fats in cooking. 

• Trim outside fat from beef cuts be¬ 
fore cooking and trim any separable (in¬ 
side) fat before eating. 

• Bake, broil or roast on a rack, so beef 
will remain above drippings.

SPINACH-STUFFED ROAST 

V/t lb. beef eye round roast 
I lb. small new potatoes 
10 oz. spinach (or one package

Grandparents 
starting over 
as parents

Gillian was 6 months old when her 
grandmother, Gail, received a 
phone call. Gail clearly recalls her 
daughter’s words. “She said, ‘I don’t 
want to be a mother. I just can’t do 
it.’ 

“She was very young, and she 
didn’t want to be stuck with a baby. 
It’s your child, your grandchild, so 
what do you do?” 

What Gail and a growing number 
of grandparents do is open their 
homes to their children’s children. 
At an age when they finally have 
time and money for dreams they’ve 
planned for years, suddenly they are 
raising young children — again. 

It’s an unexpected burden these 
grandparents are shouldering, born 
of tragedy in the sandwiched gener¬ 
ation: death, abandonment, neglect; 
drugs and alcohol; incarceration; 
physical and/or sexual abuse; men¬ 
tal illness. The tragedy seeps into 
the adjoining generations. 

Grandparents who must under¬ 
take the raising of their grandchil¬ 
dren suffer emotional and mental 
stress along with personal and finan¬ 
cial sacrifice, says Sylvie de Toledo, 
a licensed clinical social worker at a 
psychiatric clinic for youth in South¬ 
ern California. They miss the luxury 
of being doting grandparents, spoil¬ 
ing the youngsters during special 


visits, then sending them home for 
day-to-day care and discipline. 

Grandchildren, feeling rejected by 
their parents and blaming them¬ 
selves, tend to be difficult, ever 
hopeful their real parents will come 
back and care for them. 

Still, “the grandparents are abso¬ 
lutely committed to taking over and 
keeping the children within the 
famiy. They just don’t want the kids 
to go to foster homes,” she said. 
SUPPORT GROUP 
STARTED 

Last year de Toledo founded a 
support group for parenting grand¬ 
parents. Her own parents have been 
caring for her sister’s son. Then she 
noticed that a good number of the 
children counseled at the non-profit 
center were being raised by 
grandparents. 

It’s a rising phenomenon that cros¬ 
ses socioeconomic and ethnic lines, 
de Toledo said. She attributes the 
trend to today’s prevalence of drugs 
and teen pregnancy. “This trend has 
been happening for a while but it’s 
getting more widespread, and now 
we’re just tapping into the area and 
providing some needed resources.” 

Already two groups of 15 grandpa¬ 
rents each — mostly grandmothers 
— meet for a couple hours once a 
week to discuss their situations. 
They vent anger. They confide con¬ 
cerns. They admit shortcomings. 
They offer specific suggestions. 
They discover they are not alone. 
They find momentary relief. They 
range in age from the early 40s to the 
mid-70s. 

While no firm data exists, certain 
figures suggest the situation is 


becoming more insidious. 

According to statistics from the 
U.S. Bureau of the Census, the num¬ 
ber of grandparent-grandchild 
households with no parent present 
rose slightly between 1980 and 1970. 
As of March 1987, the nation’s 64.5 
million family households included 
an estimated 1.8 million with people 
55 or older living with someone 
under 18, possibly a grandchild. 

When Gillian, now 8, came to live 
with her grandmother, Gail quit her 
job managing a rental-car agency. 
She put her career on hold and took a 
job with more regular hours. She 
fixed formula at night for the next 
day’s sitter. She lost her adults-only 
apartment. Out of sync with friends 
whose children are grown and gone, 
her social life went kaput. Money, 
too, goes first toward Gillian’s needs 
and development. 

“I was just coming out from finan¬ 
cial hardship, I was footloose and 
fancy-free, doing what I wanted, 
earning my own living. Now at 45 
I’m selling Girl Scout cookies and 
spending my weekends at birthday 
parties,” Gail said. 

She has focused her life on Gillian, 
because she knows she’s dealing 
with a child who has been rejected, 
she said. Sometimes, out of the blue, 
the child will mention an event in the 
faraway future, such as college, and 
ask her grandmotehr if she will still 
be alive. She calls her grandmother 
“Mommy,” except in earshot of her 
real mother. The third-grader 
started counseling earlier this year, 
because a teacher noticed she’s con¬ 
fused about exactly who fits where 
in a family. 


MOTHER/DAUGHTER 

REVERSAL 

‘‘It has been a role reversal. My 
daughter is the grandmother. She 
shows up with pretty presents and 
talks about where she’s going on 
vacation. I take off work when both 
day-care and school are closed — 
that’s my vacation.” 

A stream of emotion courses 
between the two women, Gail said, 
yet she does give her daughter credit 
for the courage of her decision. “I 
live in fear of the day my daughter 
says, ‘I want her with me.’ Of 
course, I think it’s right, a child 
should be with its mother, but after 
so many years you build a bond with 
that child, and no matter what you 
say, it’s yours.” 

An executive secretary, Gail 
would do it again, without question, 
she said. Little rewards come in 
daily doses — a look, a giggle, a 
prayer. Bigger ones come on occa¬ 
sions such as Mother’s Day “when 
she brings something home from 
school and it’s for you.” 

The variety of grandparents, 
grandchildren and circumstances 
notwithstanding emotions expressed 
seem remarkably similar. Some feel 
more trapped, some are most exas¬ 
perated by the trials of parenthood, 
others find much joy in little things. 
Love and devotion is a constant 
undercurrent. 

Sandra one evening was babysit¬ 
ting her two infant grandsons. Her 
daughter dropped them off only in 
diapers. She didn’t return for six 
months. She accused her mother of

stealing her babies, said the 44-year- 
old. Now ages 10 and 9, Sandra’s 
grandsons call her “Mommy.” 
Their legal guardian, she calls them 
“my boys” or “my two monsters.” 
They adore her. 

Sandra, who works as a clerk at a 
comrpumty college, calls herself 
lucky.'She has day-care. She man¬ 
aged to earn her^college degree. 

Last year, Sandra slipped and 
injured her back. The 9-year-old 
“went off the deep end. He was 
scared I was going to leave him,” 
she said. Despite her bad back, this 
summer she went on an overnight 
camping trip with the boys. 

A DAUGHTER S DEATH 

Sonya hadn’t seen her daughter in 
four years. She’d never met her 
youngest grandson. Her daughter 
left her husband, said Sonya, 52, and 
in July 1986, came home to Sonya 
with her four children. 

“The minute she came to the door, 
I thought, ‘Oh, my God.’ I knew in 
one second, she was sick, dying,” 
Three days later she was diagnosed 
with cervical cancer. Seven months 
later in Febraury, at age 28, she 
died. In May, Sonya’s best friend 
died. In June her husband left her. 
“He just doesn’t want to become 
involved with kids again.” 

While she nursed her daughter, 
Sonya also cared for two of the 
children; the other two were in fos¬ 
ter homes. She went to court after 
her daughter’s death and got cus¬ 
tody of all four of them. They lived 
in a one-bedroom apartment. “It 
was driving me crazy. No one had 
any privacy.” 

Now she rents a house, but it’s a 
struggle to make ends meet on $899 a 
month from Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children and another 
$124 in food stamps. She quit her job 
as a private nurse. “What we get 
paid doesn’t even cover their needs. 
If the kids get a pair of tennis shoes, 
then they need haircuts and clothes 


for school, then there’s insurance for 
my car. It just never seems to end.” 

She’d like to have more patience, 
she said. She’d like to be able to 
control her temper. “The kids are 
angry at being abandoned, and I’m 
not as young as I used to be, and I 
don’t feel like going all the time. I 
don’t have time for myself. I get so 
depressed. I’m blowing my cool, and 
it seems like I’m always doing that. I 
just want to be more 
understanding.” 

Daisy, 60, took early retirement 
after 34 years as a registered nurse 
to care for her three grandsons, 10, 6 
and 2, because she said her daugther 
had a drug problem. “At first I was 
one of those grandparents who felt 
treated unfairly, because I had to 
quit my job. I had pride in my job ; it 
gave me most of my social contacs. I 
had plans, and when those plans 
were interrupted, I wanted to lay 
blame. But now I’ve adjusted.” 
NEW LEASE ON LIFE 

It was drugs, too, that led Alta, 53, 
to care for three grandchildren. The 
children gave her a new lease on life, 
she said. Diabetic, arthritic, with a 
bad heart and high blood pressure, 
she weighed 300 pounds. “One morn¬ 
ing I woke up and realized I couldn’t 
properly raise a 2-year-old flat on 
my back. It was do or die. They got 
me back on my feet.” 

Without the energy and open min¬ 
dedness of younger years, grandpa¬ 
rents may have a harder time keep¬ 
ing up physically and bridging the 
generation gap. 

The flip side, of course, is energe¬ 
tic youngsters faced with plodding 
oldsters set in their ways. One 
13-year-old boy whose mother com¬ 
mitted suicide five years ago and 
who never knew his father, didn’t 
much like living with his grandpa¬ 
rents, 60 and 59. 

“It wasn’t my parents, so it wasn’t 
the same thing,” said the teen. 
“They are more picky about things, 
how the house looked, like, if they 




saw a piece of lint on the floor, they 
would say, ‘Pick it up.’ I keep my 
room clean, but they always think 
it’s messy, and they’re too protec¬ 
tive, like in winter, when it gets dark 
at 5, I can’t go outside and play in 
front of the house.” 

Today, he is staying with his 
29-year-old uncle. He likes it. “He’s 
closer to my age, so he knows what I 
like. He knows I like to play with my 
Nintendo, watch TV, play sports, 
watch movies and go out with my 
friends and fool around.” 

He knows he’s fortunate. He 
knows his family cares about him, 
and he’d rather be with relatives 
than in a foster home, he said. “But 
maybe foster parents would have 
more patience than my grandpa¬ 
rents. They think I should always be 
so mature and act like an adult. 
They won’t always let me be a kid.” 

Grandparents have to learn to be 
parents all over again, said de 
Toledo. Even spanking is an area of 
uncertainty. 

RESENTMENT 
AND GUILT 

Grandparents often harbor resent¬ 
ment toward their children for stick¬ 
ing them with this responsibility, 
then feel guilty for that resentment, 
said de Toledo. Further, they may 
be dealing with their own feelings of 
loss or failure as a parent. 

Sharon, 40, cares for two grand¬ 
sons, 7 and 3. She said the youngest 
was born with heroin in his body. 
“It’s tough financially. I’m depress¬ 
ed about the kids and feeling sorry 
for me. I worry if I can pull this off. I 
already raised four of my own, and 
three came out bad. Can I do diffe¬ 
rent with these?” 

Sharon’s daughter is in a half-way 
house and wants her mother to take 
another baby. Sharon won’t. “I’ve 
done my part. I’m tired. I quit. I 
want to bring up the two I as decent 
citizens who stay out of trouble. All I 
want, and I know it’s a lot, is for 
them to finish high school, at least.” 


Young children often think it’s 
their fault their parents aren’t there 
with them, said de Toledo. “They 
think if they had been better 
behaved, if they hadn’t argued, they 
would still be around.” 

Hazel, 55, is adjusting to her new 
situation. She has had her son’s 
children, two boys ages 7 and 8 for 
about nine months. Her oldest 
daughter is taking care of her son’s 
two youngest. She can’t quite get it 
together, she said. 

“They holler all the time. My 
flowerbeds are as high as the house, 
and I can’t do anything except watch 
(the grandchildren). They are fight¬ 
ing you, rebelling against you 
because of things going on with their 
parents. Mama and Dad are gone 
having fun, and you’re in the 
middle.”

Nobody can knock the chemi¬ 
stry the Winchester Exxon Kings 
have achieved over the last five 
seasons. They are a team which 
seems to enjoy playing together. 
Before the 1989 season began, the 
Kings had a parting of the ways 
with several top-notch ballplay¬ 
ers whose first commitment was 
to another league; and despite, or 
maybe because of the absence of 
these players, the team has 
responded by chalking up some 
very respectable numbers 

Thursday, as the Kings pre¬ 
pared to take on Lombardi Deve¬ 
lopment, who were tied for first 
place and who have been white 
hot of late, they were without the 
services of four additional play¬ 
ers; some of whom were away on 
business and others who had con¬ 
flicting commitments. 

These players, when they are 
present, offer an additional spark 
to the Kings’s batting order that 
was missing Thursday. Through 
the years, the Kings’ batting 
order has been devoid of many 
automatic outs; and clearly for a 
veteran team, which has few 
superstars but an abundance of 
quality role players, any altera¬ 
tion in the chemistry could prove 
fatal. Such was the case 
Thursday. 

In softball, there are no points 
for style. Good teams, like what 
Lombardi Development are cer¬ 
tainly becoming, sense when they 
can coast; while at the same time 
holding, in reserve, another gear 
that they save for emergencies. 

It’s not a conscious effort and if 
a team becomes too relaxed, it 
can develop into a real problem 
But all good teams have the abili¬ 
ty to sleepwalk through games 
and still win. 


For two and a half innings, this 
was a lackluster 11 game, in 
which both teams scored on sac¬ 
rifice flies. It was certainly in the 
undermanned Kings’s best inter¬ 
ests to be kept a slow pace. 

Even when the game was close, 
as it was for most of the night, 
there was just a feeling that Lom¬ 
bardi would win it. 

In the bottom of the third, Lom¬ 
bardi began to show signs of life. 
With the bases loaded and one 
out, the Kings failed to convert a 
potentially inning-ending double 
play, instead throwing into a two- 
base error that caused two runs 
to score. Lombardi continued to 
add to the hurt, adding two runs 
on Gary Errico’s single to left. 
After three innings. Lombardi 
led, 5-1. 

Lombardi added tw'o more the 
next inning and made a 7-1 lead 
stand until the top of the sixth. 
With the game slipping away, the 
meat of the Kings’s order tried to 
steal the win. They had three 
base hits, surrounding a walk, 
before the rally lost steam. After 
five and one half innings. Lom¬ 
bardi led, 7-3. 

In their next at bat, Lombardi 
responded like they had been 
woken from a mid-afternoon 
hibernation, cranking out eight 
hits and seven runs during an 
inning that safely put this one in 
the win column. The big hit being 
Scott Binding’s three-run home 
run to left. 

For Lombardi Development, 
Mike White had a big game, 
going 3-for-4 and scoring four 
runs; as did Scott Binding who 
went 3-for-4, scoring twice and 
driving in five RBIs; as did Paul 
Mathson who was 4-for-4. 

For the Winchester Exxon 
Kings, Bud Perkins had a big 
game going 3-for-4. 


Things didn’t improve for the 
Winchester Exxon Kings on Sun¬ 
day against the Shield System. 
The first time the two teams had 
played — a little more than a 
week ago — the Kings had come 
out on top. Sunday, it was the 
Shield System’s turn. 

Throughout most of the early 
part of the game, the Winchester 
Exxon Kings were the team with 
the crisper hitting. But this was 
the type of game for the Kings 
where anything that possibly 
could go wrong, did. 

The Shield System opened the 
game in a roar. After Ken Errico 
walked, the next four Shield Sys¬ 
tem batters painted the Leonard 
Field outfield grass. 

The first example of the theory 
of anything that possibly can 
wrong will go wrong: With the 
score Shield System, 3-0, and 
already aided by one Kings’s 
error, Shield System player Alan 
Fisher dumps a seeing-eye single 
into short left field for another 
run. 

The Winchester Exxon Kings 
respond over the next two innings 
with three unanswered runs to 
cut the Shield System’s lead to 
4-3. 

Example 2: The Shield System 
middle of the order continues to 
crush the ball and adds another 
run. With the bases loaded and 
two outs, Shield System’s Bill 
O’Brien comes up. O’Brien hits a 
short flair near the right-field 
line. Right fielder Duke Snow 
nearly makes a fine running 
catch but can’t hang onto the ball. 
The Kmgs bench is positive that 
it’s a foul ball. The only man who 
matters — the man wearing blue 
— calls it fair. To compound the 


problem, the Kings throw' the ball 
aw'ay in an effort to try to prevent 
the runners from sweeping 
around the bases. Suddenly a 
matter of inches has changed the 
score from 5-3 to 8-3. 

The Kings’s Jim Alexander 
leads off the next inning with a 
long triple dowrn the right-field 
line. The Kings can only manage 
one run though, due in large part 
to a good defensive effort by the 
Shield System. After three 
innings, the score is Shield Shys- 
tem, 8-4. 

Example 3: The Shield System 
continues to stretch their lead, 
scoring the next tw r o runs largely 
due to the Winchester Exxon 
Kings’ errors. 

Throughout their tenure in the 
league the Kings have tradition¬ 
ally been a solid fielding team 


which hasn’t made lots of mis¬ 
takes. This wasn’t the case Sun¬ 
day, as their defense accounted 
for seven miscues w'hich was 
more than their offense could 
compensate for. 

Example 4: With the Shield 
System starting to exert control, 
the Kings’s final demoralizing 
blow was the injury to lead-off 
hitter Jim Alexander, on a play 
that Kings first baseman Duke 
Snow threw out a sliding Greg 
Fuccillo at third. To this point, 
Alexander had gone 2-for-3, and 
scored two of the Kings’s four 
runs. 

For the Shield System, this was 
a big win, and it was accom¬ 
plished without a few key play¬ 
ers. The Shield System got a big 
afternoon from Danny Alto and 
Peter Blanchard, both of whom 


went 3-for-4 and kept the middle 
of Shield’s order on base for what 
seemed all afternoon. 

For the Winchester Exxon 
Kings. Rick Flamini was 2 for 3 
with a pair of RBIs; as well as 
Dan McGinnis who was 2 for-3, 
with a moon-shot triple to left. 

Final: Shield System 11-4.

Massachusetts Elder Affairs Sec¬ 
retary Paul J. Lanzikos is warning 
elders about the risks of hyperther¬ 
mia and providing tips on ways to 
identify and prevent this serious and 
often fatal health hazard during the 
scorching summer months. 

“Most heat stress victims are 
elderly and the effects of heat stress 
are serious,” said Secretary Lanzi¬ 
kos. “The strain that hot weather 
puts on your heart can lead to heat 
exhaustion, heart failure, and 
stroke. By learning to identify warn¬ 
ing signs associated with heat stress 
and by taking precautions, however,

lems, nausea, diarrhea, throbbing 
headache, chest pain, vomiting, or 
cramps. 

Your chances of getting sick in hot; 
weather are increased by: a weak; 
or damaged heart, hypertension, ! 
problems with circulation, diabetes, l 
i\ previous stroke, overweight, infec;- • 
tion or fever, diarrhea, drinking 
alcoholic beverages, or skin dis¬ 
eases or sunburn which may reduce 
sweating. 

In addition, many prescription 
drugs, such as aspirin and antihista¬ 
mines, make you more vulnerable to 
the heat because they interrupt the 
body’s automatic reflex to cool 
itself. If you take medicine for high 
blood pressure, nervousness, 
depression, poor circulation or 
sleeping, check with your doctor of 
pharmacist for advice. 

Staying cool is the best way to 
avoid heat stress. The following tips 
will help you beat the heat: 

...Find a cool spot, such as a cool 
room at home, an air conditioned 
shopping mall, senior center, library 
or movie theater. Use your fan or air 
conditioner, if you have one. 

...Take a cool bath or shower; 
water reduces body heat 25 times 
faster than air does. 

...Drink plenty of fluids, whether 
or not you feel thirsty. Avoid alcohol¬ 
ic and caffeinated drinks which 
interfere with your body’s attempts 
to cool itself. 

...Wear light clothing. Wear a hat 
or use an umbrella for shade when 
outdoors. 

...Cook when it’s cooler. Try lo 
cook meals during the early morn¬ 
ing and late evening hours. Avoid 
hot meals and heavy foods, which 
add heat to your body. 

...Slow down. Physical activity 
produces body heat.

Del Pino takes pulpit 
at Crawford Methodist 


Residents oppose 


housing site

“There’s nothing going on in Bos¬ 
ton that is not going on in Winches¬ 
ter,” says Rev. Dr. Jerome Del 
Pino, who assumed the duties of 
pastor at Crawford Memorial 
Methodist Church on July 1. “These 
problems need to be addressed 
spiritually.” 

Del Pino witnessed firsthand the 
tension and strife of an urban center 
during his experiences in Spring- 
field. He sees Winchester as a chal¬ 
lenge along the same lines. 

After 11 years at his inner-city 
congregation in Springfield, Dr. Jer¬ 
ome Del Pino had built up quite a 
network of local leaders and agen¬ 
cies that he could call at a moment’s 
notice to share information. Now, in 
Winchester, he must build up a new 
network. 

“There is a great significance of 
the church in the community,” says 
Del Pino. He sees the church as 
playing an instrumental role in 
problem-solving for its members 
and the community at large. 

“The needs are different (in 
Winchester,)” says Del Pino, “but 
the problems are the same.” 

“No one knows yet what really

Recent criticism by selectmen of

At that meeting, Deering called 
attention to a letter written by Duffy 
to the Arlington Advocate which sar¬ 
castically thanked Arlington offi¬ 
cials for footing the bill for Winches¬ 
ter during budget reductions.

More than 150 residents crowded 
into the hallways at 13 Westly Street 
to attend last week’s meeting of the 
Winchester Housing Authority 
(WHA). Most of them opposed the 
use of school or parks lands to build 
publicly-assisted housing for fami¬ 
lies, the mentally handicapped or 
elderly. 

Many town committees were 
invited to attend the July 19 public 
hearing, which had to be held in the 
hallways of 13 Westly to accomodate 
the large number in attendance, at 
which WHA members reviewed 
their proposal to use nine town- 
owned sites (see sidebar) to build 
so-called “affordable” housing units 
for families (Chapter 705); for the 
mentally-handicapped (Chapter 
689); and for elderly residents 
(Chapter 667). 

When the town-owned sites were 
identified, audience members 
jumped in with questions, comments 
and cries of protest. 

“I don’t consider a longer site list 
‘options.’ I don’t think the town 
wants to build on school and park 
land,” said Anne Hathaway of High¬ 
land Avenue. She and others in 
attendance called for more “crea¬ 
tive” ways to find space for the 
housing. 

“This list is not meant to be 
exhaustive or exclusive,” noted 
Authority Chairman Dennis 
O’Malley. “We have no outstanding 
orders (from the state) right 
now ... but what we do have is a 
waiting list for elderly housing. 
Seventy people are waiting for hous¬ 
ing,” he added. 

“There’s been no decision on any 
parcel yet,” noted WHA member R. 
Bradford Bailey. "The community 
must approve through Town 
Meeting.” 

The Housing Authority hopes to 
put together a warrant article for 
Fall Town Meeting that could turn 
these lands over to WHA jurisdiction 
for development. 

In a heavily developed town like 
Winchester, O’Malley explained,

Members of the Conservation 
Commission don’t want open space 
used for housing, and have called the 
Housing Authority’s plan “ill con¬ 
ceived and ill-prepared.” 

The commission’s comments 
came at a July 24 meeting in 
response to a public meeting held by 
the authority July 19. Commission 
Chairman Jerome Cura said Conser¬ 
vation Commissioner Elaine Vree- 
land presented the commission’s 
views on using the pieces of land, 
many of which are open space, for 
housing. He said Vreeland’s com¬ 
ments were “well received” by resi¬ 
dents attending the meeting. 

“One of the most difficult things 
we have in the town of Winchester is 
to craft a housing plan that fits in 
with the town,” said Housing Part¬ 
nership Board Chairman Gerard 
Polcari. Polcari noted the authori¬ 
ty’s plan is “diametrically opposed 
to everything the Conservation Com¬ 
mission would like to do,” since it 
involves using open space. 

“From our board (the HPB), 
we’re concerned that you would 
become the foil of the anti-housing 
people,” said Polcari. He added the 
town may lose some state funding if 
it does not comply with state 
requirements for housing. 

When challenged by Commission 


written similar letters to several 
local newspapers. 

“I think we all have our differ¬ 
ences,” said Deering. “I just found 
this type of strategy is not working 
on this selectman.” Deering said he 
appreciated the “hard work of the 
firefighters.” 

However, he added, “1 think 
there’s a process. We may not all 
agree with it, but I don’t think arti¬ 
cles such as this serve the process 
well.” 

Schmitt agreed, and said, “Hav¬ 
ing just worked particularly hard 
(on collective bargaining agree 
menls), I am not very pleased at all 
by that behavior. 1 agree with 
Selectman Deering that it is 
unprofessional.” 

It is because of these statements 


most open land has already been set 
aside for schools or parks. Since the 
state will not finance the purchase of 
existing housing stock, but will fund 
the development of open land, the 
nine sites have been selected, he 
said. 

O’Malley said the state expects 
Winchester to “make a good faith 
effort” toward providing a 10 per 
cent quota of all residences for 
publicly-owned housing. In the 
recent years, noted WHA member 
John Suhrbier, “significant progress 
has been made,” but no housing 
exists in town for the mentally 
handicapped. Waiting lists for fami¬ 
ly and elderly residences continue to 
grow, he added 

Winchester presently has seven 
family housing (Chapter 705) units 
near completion, 15 units of rental 
assistance (Chapter 707) housing, 55 
units of section 8 voucher rental 
assistance and 112 units of housing 
for the elderly, according to Jere¬ 
miah O’Keefe, executive director of 
the WHA. The only publicly-owned 
units constructed in recent years 
were the family units. 

Marcia Saltmarsh of Myrtle Ter¬ 
race ran through this list at the July 
19 session, saying Winchester had 
made a good faith effort to meet 
state housing guidelines. But, as 
others indicated, the last elderly 
housing units completed were built 
in 1978 and the waiting list continues 
to grow. 

“We’re not under a deadline, but 
we are under a contract with the 
state to develop 689, 667 and 705. We 
don’t want to be forced (to develop) 
again,” said David Mortensen, who 
presided over the 1985 Special Town 
Meeting that relinquished school 
land for development of state- 
subsidized housing. 

Mortensen also called for central¬ 
ized planning and support of Town 
Meeting to fund the purchase of 
stock housing. 

Jerry Polcari, chairman of the 
Housing Partnership Board, pointed 
out that Spring Town meeting 
refused to enroll Winchester as a 
Massachusetts Housing Partnership 
Community. This program could 


member Joshua Alper, Polcari said 
he was not suggesting that the com¬ 
mission was already a foil, but cau¬ 
tioned them to be careful. 

“It’s easy just to say ‘no.’ It’s 
more difficult to come up with a 
creative plan,” he said. Polcari said 
the HPB does not favor taking open 
space for housing, but added that he 
believes it is the only options the 
town has. 

Commissioner John Shawcross 
said he was concerned that boards 
are discussing parcels of town land 
as if they were free. “I think it’s a 
very false financial analysis to 
assume the land is free. It’s a cost on 
the town when you give that land to 
another cause,” said Shawcross. He 
pointed out the Conservation Com¬ 
mission “is one of the groups that 
has been guided to protect that town 
land.” 

Polcari said the HPB will bring a 
proposal to Fall Town Meeting to 
address the housing issue, including 
a proposition to become a Massa¬ 
chusetts Housing Partnership Com¬ 
munity (MHPC.) Affiliation with the 
MHPC would make the town eligible 
for additional state funding, said 
Polcari. 

Chairman Jerome Cura said, 
“This committee is not in the hous¬ 
ing business and we’re not going to 
get involved in the housing business. 
If someone comes up with a strong 
proposal, we will consider support¬ 
ing it.”

School Committee member Alice 
McCarter also agreed with the need 
for public housing in Winchester and 
recalled that the last time the School 
Committee was forced to turn over 
land, it was “with a gun to our 
head.” She added the School Com¬ 
mittee plans to work with the HPB to 
get money from the state and be 
creative. “Our hands are tied very 
tight,” said McCarter.

WHA lists 
town sites 
it studied 

Listed below are the town- 
owned sites under investigation 
by the Winchester Housing 
Authority (WHA) for possible 
development as housing for fami- 
lies (705), the mentally- 
handicapped (689) and elderly 
residents (667). 

The information has been taken 
from a site evaluation report 
received from Peter Sanborn of 
Community Opportunities Group, 
Inc. — the consultant hired by the 
WHA under provisions from a 
state grant. Sites 2, 3, 4 and 5 are 
under the jurisdiction of the 
School Committee. Sites 1, 6, 7, 8 
and 9 are under the jurisdiction of 
the Board of Selectmen. 

Site 1: Parcel at Eaton Street 
and Highland Avenue. It is suit¬ 
able for 12 units of 705 housing, an 
eight-person 689 residence and at 
least 24 units of Chapter 667 
housing. 

Site 2: End of Sylvester 
Avenue, Lynch School. This is a 
flat field of approximately 4.5 
acres at the end of Sylvester 
Avenue, east of the bike path. 
This location is suitable for 12 
units of 705 housing. The location 
is suitable for an eight-person 689 
residence, and has the capacity 
for at least 24 units of 667 housing. 

Site 3: Brantwood Road and 
Pond Street at Lynch School. This 
is an area, approximately one 
acre in size, located on the north 
side of the entrance to the school 
from Pond Street. This area 
could support approximately 
eight Section 705 units, and eight- 
person 689 residence or a 689 
residence in combination with 
fewer (approximately six units) 
705 units. 

Site 4: Manchester Road and 
Mystic Valley Parkway at 
McCall Junior High School. This 
parcel is the strip located along 
Manchester Road where the 
abandoned tennis courts now 
exist. This location is suitable for 
12 units of 705 housing. The site is 
also suitable for an eight-person 
689 residence. The site could also 
accommodate 10 units of 705 
housing and a 689 residence. 

Site 5: Bates Road. Muraco 
School. Part of the Muraco School 
site between the eastern end of

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House would exempt 
towns from universal 
health care provision

State Representative Paul Casey 
(D-Win.) said the House voted 97-52 
last week in favor of a measure to 
exempt Massachusetts cities, towns 
and small businesses from the 
Health Security Act of 198B, com¬ 
monly known as the Universal 
Health Care Law. 

But the measure may not clear the 
Senate, since Chairman of the Ways 
and Means Committee Senator Pat¬ 
ricia McGovern (D-Lawrence) 
helped draw up the legislation with 
Governor Michael Dukakis, accord¬ 
ing to Casey. 

Under the Universal Health Care 
Law, Massachusetts will be the only 
state in the nation as of Jan. 1, 1990 
to require employers, including 
cities and towns, to pay a percentage 
of each employee’s wages to a state 
trust fund which will be used to 
purchase medical insurance for 
those not covered by other plans. 

Both Casey and Town Manager W. 

Chadwick Maurer agree that the 
concept of universal health care is a 
good one, but, as Casey put it, the 
high cost factor to cities, towns and 
businesses is “beyond the state’s 
realm.” 

State Auditor A. Joseph DeNucci 
determined July 17 that the the Uni¬ 
versal Health Care Law contains a 
state mandate which will cost cities 
and towns approximately $3.2 mil¬ 
lion each year — including $21,549 
from Winchester. 

“I am in favor of legislation to 
exempt municipalities from this 
unfunded state mandate. This is no 
time to require cities and towns to 
spend the funds they don’t have,” 

DeNucci stated. 

State to review property assessments 

The Town of Winchester has 
requested the state Department of 
Revenue to analyze the proposed 
new property assessments, which 
will be used for the fiscal year 1990 


The auditor’s ruling is the result of 
a petition by the City of Boston 
suggesting that the new law conflicts 
with Proposition 2 l ->, which requires 
the Commonwealth to fully fund all 
new state laws and regulations 
imposing a financial obligation on 
cities and towns. 

The House voted to eliminate pro¬ 
visions that would require cities, 
towns, and businesses with six or 
more employees to contribute $1(5.80 
per employee to the Universal 
Health Care trust fund. 

Provisions of the Universal Health 
Care Law not tampered with in the 
House require that $50 million in 
federal Medicare and $244 million in 
state Medicaid be reimbursed 
(through the “temporary” income- 
tax hike), and that all full-time stu¬ 
dents and disabled citizens receive 
health care. 

“(The creation of the law) was an 
example of mismanagement to the 
utmost degree,” Casey said. “It was 
pul together in the 11th hour without 
much foresight on the impact to 
(municipalities and) small 
businesses.” 

“While someone was running for 
president,” Casey added, the law 
was created to include a provision to 
pay back Medicare and Medicaid 
debts. 

“The AM A (American Medical 
Association) was brought to the bar¬ 
gaining table, but businesses (and 
others effected by the law) were 
not,” said Casey. 

Even if municipalities and 
businesses are not required by law 
to provide for the 1990 Universal 
Health Care trust fund, Casey says 
that not only the state, but hospitals 
and students, will pay.

tax billing cycle, which begins in 
October. 

The new value is a result of sever¬ 
al months of analysis of all real 
estate and property sales that took 
place in Winchester during 1988. 

Patriot Properties of Salem was 
hired by the Board of Assessors last 
summer to gather as much informa¬ 
tion as possible about every piece of 
real estate in town. This included 
measuring all buildings and inspect¬ 
ing all commercial and industrial 
properties as well as an interior 
inspection of at least 90 percent of all 
homes. 

After the data was collected, an 


extensive sales analysis was done on 
all property that sold during 1988. 
The purpose of the sales analysis 
was to help determine what property 
values were as of Jan. 1, 1989. 

Senior staff appraisers from the 
company did a field review this past 
spring to observe the conditions of 
the land and buidings of each parcel 
of real estate and correlate the prop¬ 
osed new values with similar proper¬ 
ties that have most recently sold. 
The entire program was mandated 
by state law and overseen by the 
Department of Revenue. 

The proposed values have been 
approved by the Board of Assessors 
and final word from the Department 
of Revenue as to the values being 
fair and equitable is expected in a 
couple of weeks.

Walking a public 
safety tightrope

On the issue of public safety in 
Winchester, it is time for resi¬ 
dents to either fish or cut bait. 
There is no more room left for us 
to wiggle. 

According to Chief of Police 
Joseph Perritano. the two impor¬ 
tant weaknesses presently exist¬ 
ing within our department are 
understaffing and the massive 
cut of the overtime allowance — 
all accomplished at Spring Town 
Meeting. 

Town officers called for — and 
Town Meeting approved — the 
cutting of four police positions. In 
the same breath. Town Meeting 
further squashed the restoration 
of much of the overtime budget 
for the department. 

After the necessary fixed allo¬ 
cations of the fiscal 1990 overtime 
budget, what remains is a $10,000 
cushion which must meet any 
emergency during the year. It 
justifiedly concerns the chief — 
apd it should raise valid ques¬ 
tions among responsible town 
residents. 

This pathetic turn of events is 
the first time in the history of 
Winchester that cutting of this 
nature has been implemented 
within our Police Department. 
§md we presently whistle as we 
tip-toe on a wire over an abyss 
which our holds town and its 
inadequately manned policed 
force. 

The usual misconception of 
overtime as “fat” in public safety 
budgets has made serious 
inroads into the normally strong 
and effective local law enforce¬ 
ment agency we have come to 
appreciate and which most of us 
— if we are honest — demand. 

Serious enough was the cut¬ 
back of four positions in the 
department. At that point. Town 
Meeting should have chosen to 
maintain normal manpower ser¬ 
vice levels by restoring the over¬ 
time budget. It waffled — and 
chose not to do so. 

In any well-run business today, 
“overtime” truly a misnomer, is 
used sometimes when production 
need outstrips the ability of a 
stable work force to produce. 
Rather than going to the expense 
of taking on additional help, it is 
customary to call in the regular 
work force for more hours. 

This keeps the competitive bus¬ 
iness producing on time, and also 
serves to motivate those on mar¬ 
ginal salaries with added sums on 
the weekly check. 


In the case of Winchester, over¬ 
time is needed to replace essen¬ 
tial lost services of laid off 
personnel. 

When one considers the loss of 
10 percent of the entire work 
force through layoff, normal sick 
leaves, and earned vacations, one 
should immediately see the need 
for restoring an adequate over¬ 
time provision in order to main¬ 
tain level manpower in this vital 
service. 

Overtime is cheaper than hav¬ 
ing a fully manned force — but it 
will eventualy take its toll if used 
frequently, in terms of impaired 
performance. Safety and quality 
will ultimately become a prime 
issue, and bringing back adequ¬ 
ate personnel for the good of the 
town — and the officers will 
become a must. 

Town Meeting has delivered to 
Winchester, for the next fiscal 
year, a police force which cannot 
possibly provide current levels of 
service. In being pennywise 
across the board, Town Meeting 
allowed itself, at the expense of 
all of us, to become pound 
foolish! 

Public safety appropriations, 
unlike much allotment of town 
funding, affects each citizen 
equally. With increasing inci¬ 
dents of violence, breaking and 
entering, substance abuse, and 
more appearing on the local 
police log, we, as an intelligent 
and responsible community 
should really be appropriating 
more not less of our tax dollars to 
better reinforce public safety 
concerns. 

When one remembers that fire¬ 
fighting is the prime concern of 
the Dire Department, it is con¬ 
ceivable that occasions will arise 
when the ambulance is necessari¬ 
ly out of service — that is unless 
police EMTs are called to operate 
it. If such is the case, due to a 
working fire involving our seri¬ 
ously depleted fire department, 
we will have three police officers 
left on duty on, say, the midnight- 
to-eight shift. 

It is also a distinct possibility 
that two of these officers will be 
called to direct traffic at the 
scene of the fire. 

At that point — between mid¬ 
night and eight in the morning — 
we shall have one officer left on 
duty to secure the interests of all 
21,000 of us! 

Consider this — as we turn 
down the bed tonight for a good 
nights sleep.

Guilderson 
questions 
Star article 

TO THE EDITOR: 

As I informed (Ellen Fanning) 
over the telephone, I have no desire 
to provoke in public; I would much 
rather be able to praise in public and 
to protest in private. 

However, since letters to the edi¬ 
tor must be in your office by Monday 
at 5 p.m., I am typing this close to 
the deadline in order to set the 
record, or in this case, The “Star”, 
straight regarding the fatal accident 
which occurred near midnight on 
Saturday night, July 15 and resulted 
in the death of Gino Giangrande and 
Brandi Smith early Sunday 
morning. 

I have no argument with your 
opening paragraph; it is well-stated. 
My first objection is to an allusion 
that the police confirmed “drag rac¬ 
ing” was a factor in the tragedy. As 
of 3:45 p.m. today, Officer Gillis at 
the MDC Police Public Relations 
office would only indicate that alco¬ 
holic beverages had been found at 
the scene, and that there was an 
indication of excessive speed on the 
part of the damaged vehicle. The 
police do not generally release state¬ 
ments regarding ongoing investiga¬ 
tions; especially ones which can be 
considered slanderous. 

According to your conversation 
with me earlier today, you were not 
at the scene of the accident prior to 
writing your article. Nor did I wit¬ 
ness the actual events leading up to 
the accident. However after talking 
with people who were actually pre¬ 
sent at the time of the accident, I 
have been able to reconstruct the 
most probable causes. 

In no manner was “drag racing” a 
factor. To so state on the front page 
of a weekly, home-town newspaper 
is incomprehensible. Such state¬ 
ments are more likely to be found on 
the front page of some rag sold at 
supermarket check-out counters. 

The heading of the continuation of 
the article on page 7A is somewhat 
incorrect. The people of the town 
and the teachers and families and 
friends and clergy and of course the 
parents were all mourning. But, 
according to Gino’s father, and to 
the best of my own recollection, no 
present major town official or any 
other representative of the citizens, 


with the exception of Police Chief 
Perritano, was in attendance. Of 
course it is summertime and many 
people are away. 

To date I am unaware of any 
action “the Town” has taken, offi¬ 
cially, to prevent a reoccurrence of 
the tragedy. However, many of the 
teenage friends of Gino and Brandi 
are already working on a plan which 
will make sense out of the tragedy. 
As a parent I have offered them my 
total support. “The Town” and all of 
its many wonderful citizens should 
get behind their plan.

Movie memories at

I’ve always loved going to the 
movies, but it’s hard to enjoy the 
experience when your local movie 
house keeps taking the same amount 
of space and dividing it into more 
and more theatres. The one near us 
used to offer a simple buffet of four 
flicks; now it has a smorgasbord of 
eight. 

I saw one of the summer’s many 
Roman numeral films at this place 
last weekend. The theatre was full, 
so we got stuck in the front, from 
which perspective the actors’ heads 
seem to bulge on one side, their 
hairdos leaning over as if they’ve 
shellacked them and then gone and 
stood in a stiff wind. It isn’t true you 
can see up their noses; still, you get 
edgy when forced to view things 
from this close, especially during 
slime scenes, say. 

That 2-D screen seems to lean over 
and menace you, like the mirror in 
one of the Superman numerals that 
reined in the three had guys: it 
swallowed them up, their anguished 
faces pressed flat against it, then 


angled sharply with them inside, 
and careened off into deep space. By 
the end of the night last Saturday, I 
felt on the brink of a little careening 
myself. 

In the old days, going to the 
movies wasn’t like this. Movie 
houses were cool spacious caverns 
of pleasure to which tired citizens 
flocked and found comfort. 

My mom sheltered us to an alarm¬ 
ing degree as kids, keeping us at a 
safe distance from filthy lucre as she 
called money and chauffeuring us 
around like visiting royalty, with the 
result that we didn’t know how to 
make change or catch a bus until we 
were 15. 

I was 10 before I saw my first 
movie, a good safe classic as Mom 
figured it, a seafaring tale: “Two 
Years Before the Mast”, which 
turned out to be a bleak grainy film 
with hideous floggings all around 
and William Bendix, of all people, 
living something very far from the 
Life of Riley in it. We sat stunned in 
our seats. 

Before long, though, we toughened 
up; went to movies all the time; met 


why did the medical examiner’s 
report say there was 0 percent alco¬ 
hol in his system? I know there was 
codeine in his system, (seven times 
the therapeutic dosage), so if a 
breathalyzer was really done, I feel 
they would have known there was 
something else seriously wrong, not 
alcohol. Almost everything said by 
the judge, Robert E. Keeton, in the 
Winchester Star is, by my feelings, 
part truths, made to sound good for 
“the system’’. 

Why did my brother give up his 
right to make bail, or a phone call? 

It does not make sense to want to 
stay in a cold jail cell with no shoes, 
no coat, no blanket on New Year’s 
Eve. 

Everything being said by the 
police officers that were there that 
night is being accepted as fact. What 
about what we have to say, doesn’t it 
count that my brother Vincent is no 
longer here with us, because of the 
neglect that was shown him? 

I am terrified this will happen 
many more times to my children 
and/or your children or loved ones. I 
can no longer tell my children that 
the police are there to help you, not 
in good conscience. There are too 
many officers that are just police 
officers for other reasons other than 
to protect the public, (They are 
killing us, you see it in the news, 
read it in the newspapers all the 
time).

Why was the Winchester Police 
Station taken down after my 
brother’s death? He was not the 
first. Did they finally see that a 70 
year old building was no longer 
efficient? 

Could the drugs in my brother’s 
system have been put in his can of 
soda? I may never know. 

But I thought that being an Ameri¬ 
can, I would be entitled to a trial to 
find some answers to my questions. 

Are the police, selectmen and/or 
town responsible for Vincent’s 
death? If he was checked on so 
deligently, as the police say, how 
was he able to choke to death on his 
own vomit? There had to be signs of 
his being ill. Could the police have 
seen them with one ceiling lightbulb 
in the hall? 

I must live with my nightmares 
almost every night and my family 
suffers with me. My children will he

friends there, learned to kiss there, 
and hold hands, and blow music 
through our empty candy boxes. 

I saw “West Side Story” three 
times in those grand old movie 
palaces of my youth, and found out 
you could not only meet a boy on 
your fire escape in pajamas, but fall 
in love and sing at the top of your 
lungs there too without your parents 
even waking up; saw “Ben Hur’’ 
five times, loved the steely-jawed 
Charlton Heston, loved even better 
the meek accepting way his mother 
and sister got leprosy, wore rags and 
developed skin the consistency of 
week-old cookie dough; saw “Pre¬ 
mature Burial’’ a staggering six 
times, and watched Vincent Price 
get planted again and again by mis¬ 
take or for revenge, after dropping 
into an especially deep sleep. 

I thought of these great moments 
Saturday night as I lay like a dental 
patient in my front row seat, my 
head in the laps of the people behind 
me. 

Then two nights later, at a viewing 
of “Who Framed Roger Rabbit?” at 
a little place in the neighboring town 
of Arlington, I had an experience of

Revolutionary relics are scarce

In early July attention is drawn to 
the Revolutionary era of our nation’s 
history. In Winchester, however, 
though the community existed and 
participated in those times, that era 
is not visually prominent in our 
present community. 

Unlike other communities such as 
adjacent Lexington, Winchester 
draws no Fourth of July, Patriot’s 
Day, or other Revolutionary- 
connected tourist trade. There is 
nothing to attract such visitors — no 
war memorial, no museums, no per¬ 
manent exhibits, no famous sites. 

We can, however, through our own 
resources and a few relics, come 
into touch with that time. 

Winchester then was not a sepa¬ 


rate town, but representatives of 
this area belonged to the Woburn 
and Medford Town Meetings. They 
were among those who voted on 
measures relative to the tax and 
armament questions, crucial to the 
beginning of the war. At least two 
Winchester men, Lt. Caleb Brooks 
and John Symmes, joined the Med¬ 
ford minuteman who assembled on 
April 19, 1775, and others, including 
company captains Samuel Belknap 
and Jonathan Fox, belonged to the 
Woburn militia that also went to 
Lexington that day. 

According to legend, preserved by 
Oliver R. Clarke in “The Winchester 
Record,’’ a portion of the British 
troops marching from Boston to 
Concord, took the old road from 
Boston to Woburn and passed 


through Winchester, camping near 
an elm by Abel Richardson’s house. 
Not far away, on April 19, the Massa¬ 
chusetts Committee of Safety met at 
the Black Horse Tavern to resume 
an adjourned meeting. 

Winchester was not a Revolution¬ 
ary War site. But it was the home of 
many who volunteered their ser¬ 
vices, participated in the arguments 
and the fighting, paid the taxes, 
provided goods and supplies, bore 
the burdens, and survived the diffi¬ 
culties of the war years. 

Relics of this era are few. In the 
archival center is a canteen used by 
Oliver Locke, a pair of gloves worn 
in the war, and a photograph of 
Jesse Wyman’s halbard. The elm 
tree is gone, as is the Black Horse

Various town boards were then 
asked their positions no the sites 
proposed by the Housing Authority. 
The Conservation Commission read 
into record a position paper vehe¬ 
mently opposing the use of any town- 
owned open space for housing; the 
bulk of their commentary concerned 
Highland Park. 

While the Conservation Commis¬ 
sion was the only board which had 
adopted an official position paper on 
this issue, the chairman of the plan¬ 
ning board and a member of the 
School Committee both spoke, gen¬ 
erally in opposition to the concept of 
using town-owned open space to 
satisfy the town’s housing 
obligations. 

Furthermore, according to the 
Engineering Department’s recent 
report entitled, “Town-Owned Land 
being Investigated as Suitable Sites 
for Housing,’’ six of the nine prop¬ 


osed sites, including Highland Park, 
had previously been slated for 
improvement as recreation areas in 
the Parks and Playfields Report 
commissioned by the town for 
1985-86. 

The WHA stated that lack of funds 
from the state or town limited its 
housing options, and claimed that 
use of open land was its only avail¬ 
able route to building housing. The 
WHA members noted that this path 
was probably the least acceptable of 
the many possible solutions. 

It seemed uniformly agreed upon 
by those attending that the hearing, 
while focused in the wrong direction, 
nonetheless was the catalyst for on¬ 
going dialogue to develop a cohe¬ 
sive, intelligent, long-range plan to 
satisfy Winchester’s long term hous¬ 
ing needs. 

The citizens of Winchester who are 
in favor of preserving its open 
spaces are not against subsidized 
housing, nor are they NIMBYs (not 


in my back yard): They simply see 
Winchester’s open space becoming 
increasingly scarce. 

Now, when there is no urgent 
deadline that must be met, is the 
time for the Town to study all alter¬ 
natives, including possible purchase 
and rehabilitation of existing hous¬ 
ing, adaptive re-use of other build¬ 
ings, or constructing on available 
lots presently zoned for residential 
use. Winchester’s housing needs are 
too important to be derailed by the 
rash and ill-planned strategy out¬ 
lined last week. 

The Town must not be allowed to 
squander our scarce park land for a 
quick-fix solution to the Housing 
Authority’s agenda. 

Winchester’s remaining open 
space is far too precious to all of its 
residents.

Dr. Randall Swartz would like to 
see Wedge Fond re-opened for public 
swimming. Testing the water for 
fecal coliform bacteria will begin 
next month to determine if the pond 
can be reopened. 

“I would like to find places for 
children to swim and to learn to 
swim,” Swartz told the Conservation 
Commission during its Monday 
night meeting. 

Conservation Administrator 
Elaine Vreeland told the Conserva¬ 
tion Commission that Health Direc¬ 
tor Joseph Tabbi will begin testing 
for the fecal coliform bacteria, 
which is caused by human and/or 
animal wastes. 

Commissioner John Shawcross 
said he believes it was budgetary 
issues, not health problems, that 
initially closed Wedge Fond to swim¬ 
ming approximately seven years 
ago. In addition, Shawcross said at 
times there has been a problem with 
bacteria in the pond, believed to be 
caused by human sewage and goose 
droppings. 

However, when contacted by the 


Star, Recreation Director Lee 
Evans said she believes it was 
health reasons that shut down the 
area. “It’s my understanding that it 
was closed for pollution,” said 
Evans. Evans was not director of 
that department when Wedge Pond 
was closed. 

Shawcross noted the state has cer¬ 
tain regulations regarding the maxi¬ 
mum fecal coliform level under 
which swimming is allowed. He 
noted that excessive bacteria 
resulted in the closing of Leonard 
Beach last summer. 

Shawcross also said human sew¬ 
age has overflowed into the pond at 
times. Some of this sewage, said 
Shawcross, comes from Woburn and 
Burlington. Other bacteria is caused 
by non-migratory Canadian geese 
whose droppings “are so extensive, 
they make the fecal point sky high,” 
said Vreeland. 

Vreeland noted that the geese are 
protected by the Migratory Bird Act. 

Commissioner Joshua Alper sug¬ 
gested the commission issue a cease 
and desist order to prevent Burling¬ 
ton and Woburn from dumping sew¬ 
age into Winchester’s pipes, which 


potentially can overflow into Wedge 
Pond. 

Alper said he was concerned about 
sewage overflowing into the town’s 
waterways and wetlands. "To the 
extent that some of this stops in 
Winchester and doesn’t go into Bos¬ 
ton Harbor, that is our concern,” 
said Alper. 

Shawcross said he does not believe 
the beach is a health hazard. “I 
think we’ll find the real reason we’re 
not using that beach is financial,” he 
added. 

Swartz said he was concerned 
about other towns’ sewage ending up 
in Winchester. 

"It seems to me your responsibili¬ 
ty is to keep the water in Winchester 
clean,” said Swartz. 

In addition, said Swartz, “You’re 
never going to have a swimming 
hole in town if you don’t deal with the 
geese.” 

The commission agreed Wedge 
Pond should be tested by the Board 
of Health for coliform bacteria. In 
addition, the commission agreed to 
look into the legality of issuing a 
cease and desist order and obtain an 
opinion from Town Counsel Wade 
Welch.

er on the fire force, and what he 
referred to as the “apathy and lack 
of concern of the people.”

the parking lot and 5 Bates Road 
that is currently undeveloped.

Site 6: Parcel between 488 
Washington Street and Leonard 
Field. The site is located one lot 
in from the corner of Cross and 
Washington streets and includes 
both the parcel facing Washing¬ 
ton Street and the landlocked par¬ 
cel immediately behind. The site 
is suitable for development of up 
to six units of family housing. 
Alternatively, the Washington 
Street site could be used for four 
units of family housing, with the 
parcel behind being preserved as 
open space. The site also appears 
very suitable for development for 
a special needs 689 residence. 

Site 7: 8 Alben Street. The site 
abuts a much larger but mostly 
undevelopable town-owned par¬ 
cel behind it.

Or, the 
site appears to be well-suited for 
development for an eight-person 
689 residence. 

Site 8: 398 Cross Street. This 
site is residual land adjacent to 
the Woburn Loop. The site is 
suitable for two units of family 
housing. The site is also suitable 
for a 689 residence. 

Site 9: Lockeland Road. This 
site is suitable for six to eight 
units of family housing without 
encroaching onto active play- 
fields. The site is physically suit¬ 
able for a 689 development but is 
rather isolated and may not meet 
EOCD/DMH (Executive Office of 
Communities and Development/ 
Department of Mental Health) 
criteria.

Tavern. Most of the houses are also 
gone. Only a few houses stood within 
the boundaries of present-day 
Winchester (only 35 houses were 
listed in a survey made in 1798). A 
few are preserved in photographs. A 
very few others are still standing. 

On Cambridge Street, one of the 
oldest roads in town, along which 
news of the British movements was 
passed in April 1775, there are sever¬ 
al homes which, at first glance, may 
be taken for old Colonial houses. Yet 
most of these belong to the Federal 
era and were built about 1825. Part 
of the house at 117 may date back to 
1775, but the building has been so 
thoroughly rebuilt as to suggest 
nothing of the 18th century. Part of 


the old Gardner house at 103, built on 
the site of a 17th-century dwelling, 
may also have stood during the war, 
though documents trace the house 
itself only back to 1825, previous 
records being land, not building, 
records. This building, though also 
renovated, retains more of its origi¬ 
nal appearance. 

Of assured Colonial time is 89 
Cambridge, the Gardner/Swan 
house, built about 1764. Departing 
from Cambridge Street, another wit¬ 
ness to the Revolutionary era, the 
Johnson/Thompson house, built in 
1711 (also extensively renovated), 
stands on Ridge Street. It was not, 
however, the home of a war hero, 
since Josiah Johnson Jr. was one of 


those who, when drafted for service 
for the army facing Burgoyne in 
1777, followed a general practice of 
the time and hired a substitute. 

Looking into Chapman’s History 
of Winchester, one may read about 
some of the people who did partici¬ 
pate in the Revolution, like Col. John 
Brooks of Symmes Corner, and also 
about some of the legends, like the 
“white horseman,” Hezekiah 
Wyman of Cambr idge Street. Ink¬ 
ing about Winchester, one may have 
difficulty imagining those days, so 
thoroughly has the community 
changed Though most of that era is 
lost, looking carefully, one may have 
glimpses of the Revolutionary time, 
an important part of our territorial 
history.

Representative Peter Torkildsen 
(R-Dan.) hasn’t made any official 
announcements, but he did tell the 
Middlesex Young Republicans Club 
he is seriously considering a candi¬ 
dacy for lieutenant governor. 

Torkildsen is a member of the 
Taxation Committee and the House 
Post Audit and Oversight Commit 
tee. He was the featured speaker at 
the July 20 organizational meeting of 
the Middlesex Young Republican 
Club. 

Torkildsen discussed Democrat 
Michael Dukakis’ role in the state, 
calling the governor’s 73 percent 
negative rating “mind boggling.” 

“Last year during the presidential 
race, everything was nice and rosy if 
you listened to Mike Dukakis,” said 
Torkildsen. However, he added that 
Dukakis’ claim in July, 1983 that 
Massachusetts had a balanced 
budget, “was really the first point 
that it can be shown what should 
have been done wasn’t.” 

Torkildsen said he is concerned 
about the proposed 18-month tem¬ 
porary hike in income taxes. “If you 
go in and take 15 percent more from 
people’s pay checks, business will 
begin to look around. It drives jobs 
out of Massachusetts. They’re not 
going to come back because it’s a 
temporary tax,” he said. 

“For me, that’s a very long-term 
problem and that’s not even being 
addressed,” added Torkildsen. 

Torkildsen said he hopes anti-tax 
groups will rally against this propos¬ 
al. “I honestly don’t know how the 
economy could stand it,” he said. 

“Where I think the governor was 
wrong and where I think lie’s trying 
to hold communuios hostage is by 
cutting local aid,” said Torkildsen. 

When asked about key issues in 
the future, Torkildsen said the

budget and a clean environment will 
be important. 

“One that is key to me is (that) the 
way Massachusetts has treated the 
mentally ill and mentally retarded is 
deplorable,” added Torkildsen. 

Torkildsen also touched on the 
issue of medicine in Massachusetts, 
and noted that the state has one of 
the highest medical malpractice 
insurance rates in the country. 

One way to battle skyrocketing 
costs, he said, is to implement reg¬ 
ulations to prevent “frlvilous” law 
suits. 

“Physicians come here (to Massa¬ 
chusetts) to get their training and 
then get out,” said Torkildsen. “We 
do have to keep first class medical 
care.” 

As for the future of the Republican

DeCordova’s ‘10 Artists/10 Visions’ 


merits a rating of ‘10’

The DeCordova Museum’s exhibi¬ 
tion, 10 Artists/10 Visions: 1989 is an 
exciting beginning for an annual 
exhibition, as well as a wonderfully 
reassuring look at the work of local 
and regional visual artists. 

Talk these days — and there’s 
plenty of it — is that the outlook for 
the visual arts around here is pretty 
grim. In view of the rather perva¬ 
sive attitude that the entire art com¬ 
munity is burdened by its underdog 
status, DeCordova’s Senior Curator 
Rachel Rosenfield Lafo does us a 
great service with this sampling of 
New England, and mostly-Boston 
area artists whose work is serious, 
intense, concentrated and often eeri¬ 
ly, compellingly obsessive. Pursuing 
their individual visions, the artists 
are relentless in operating outside a 
set of criteria prescribed by media 
and public notions of cutting edge 
trends. 

As a result, what comes across in 
the show is a kind of honesty and 
integrity in the artists’ connection 
with their work. We as viewers can’t 
help being affected by and partici¬ 
pating in that connection. It’s diffi¬ 
cult indeed to be cynical when we 
are given the means of broadening 
our own experience by taking part. 

In recognizing the work on its own 
terms without trying to make a cura¬ 
torial point, Lafo shows a courage of 
her own. The exhibition is con¬ 


ceived, she says, as ten one-person 
shows. The respect for the individu¬ 
ality of the ten artists’ work is evi¬ 
dent in the show’s mounting. 

Grouping of the work encourages 
the experience of ten shows rather 
than the inevitable comparisons and 
attempts to find some definitive 
encapsualation of what it is these 
artists have in common and what 
significant statement their com¬ 
bined works make. 

In the cases of Rosamond Purcell 
and Clara Wainwright the concept of 
the shows as separate entities unto 
themselves is made concrete by 
installations within individual galle¬ 
ries. Though both artists put works 
together specifically for the DeCor¬ 
dova exhibition, their ongoing 
involvement with the presentation 
permeates its every aspect. The 
work is by implication extended into 
a world with which the artist is 
engaged. 

Large doses of irony are served up 
along with beauty and humor in the 
objects that comprise the installa¬ 
tions. Interestingly, both artists 
quote Southern authors — Robert 
Penn Warren in the case of Purcell 
and Walker Percy in that of Wainw¬ 
right — in writing of the impetus and 
evolvement of form their ideas take. 

Purcell’s “Trail of Ash’’ is “His¬ 
tory’’ as described by Penn Warren 
and as catalogued and classified by 
museums. A bird’s feathers stif¬ 
fened with paint, a tiny shell, old 


newspapers, and torn tin foil stuck to 
a scavanged frame are put together 
to transform that which is konwn 
and destined for decay. An extraor¬ 
dinary sense of physical combina¬ 
tions in evoking myth is a source of 
sustained fascination in Purcell’s 
work. 

No less worlds unto themselves 
are the works of the five painters in 
the exhibit. 

Distance between experience and 
picture-making is nonexistent in the 
Expressionist paintings of Harel 
Kedem. Acknowledging tradition of 
form and the necessity for searching 
out and confronting both internal 
and external reality through 
expression, Kedem jolts us with the 
presence of his works, at once hard- 
won and spontaneous. 

The potent, wafting emotion of 
Studio Spirits, as well as the 
bomber-like fury of anopheles 
(Malaria Mosquito) have an impact 
that encompasses more than the 
specific imagery. Kedem’s experi¬ 
ence is linked to that of his ances¬ 
tors, mentors, oppressors and fellow 
creatures. His reality is felt and 
given form through the paintings. 

Elizabeth Await places herself — 
and the viewer — in a nature of 
monumental and sublime propor¬ 
tions. Rejecting the scenic view for 
the obscuring wave of fog, the large 
and strangely fluid rocks, or the 
enormous shadowed foreground 
milkweed, she embraces a nature 


often overlooked. It’s as if Await 
paints that which precedes the scen¬ 
ic view, and by her selection gives 
substance and recognition to unher¬ 
alded wonders. Her total immersion 
— even through point of view, as 
though she lies on her back amidst 
the growth — becomes ours as well. 

Intensity of abstract form results 
in both feeling and sophistication in 
the paintings of Katherine Bradford. 
We are given a sense, in her work, of 
what it means to paint until the 
painting separates itself from any¬ 
thing but its own physicality. The 
paintings of Timothy Harney and 
Jain Tarnower are infused with 
more of the artist’s personality and 
will. Their portrait-making is 
grounded in a personal heirarchy of 
recognizable imagery and symbols. 

The use of symbol is important, 
too, in the wall-mounted shield-like 
works of Maryjean Viano Crowe. 
Combining procedures of photogra¬ 
phy and paintings, Crowe’s textured 
works explore time-layered symbols 
associated with female form. 

The two sculptors in the show are 
Martie Holmer and Daniel Ladd. 
Holmer’s work is rythmic and ges¬ 
tural. Groups of totems combine the 
materials of nature with syncopated 
local color that reminds us as much 
of decorative tribal arts as it does of 
the perkier works of Picasso, 
Braque or Arp. Ladd’s bronze wall 
pieces have a squeezed and forced

Seniors: You may be richer than you think 


Most people over 40 have ‘‘hidden 
treasures” tucked away in their homes 
but don’t know it, warns collectibles ex¬ 
pert Dr. Tony Hyman, author of I'll Buy 
That! 

“Sadly, people usually sell their trea¬ 
sures for a tiny fraction of their real 
value," Hyman says. 

Recent typical examples include a 
Southern gentleman who sold a $9,500 
watch at a yard sale for $10 because its 
case was missing, and a plains states 
couple who let their $500 tin can go for a 
buck at a house auction. 

Senior citizens tend to undervalue 
things they’ve used or enjoyed for years 
Nearly every older American has some¬ 
thing worth between $25 and $1,000 that 
he or she thinks is valueless, claims Hy¬ 
man. “I’ve found $300 items in trash 
cans more than once,” he says. 

Items don’t have to be antique or ex¬ 
pensive to be valuable, emphasizes Hy 
man. “It’s amazing how many things 
made during our lifetime are worth many 
times what they originally sold for.” He 
lists wristwatches, detective novels, and 
fishing tackle as examples. 

Seniors should be particularly careful 
about selling cameras, Christmas orna 
ments, carnival glass, tin cans, photo¬

Home health care 
industry wins case 


Since the early ’80s providing 
health care under the Medicare 
benefit has been a challenge for 
the home health care industry. 
Until recently* Visiting Nurses 
throughout Massachusetts were 
forced to provide less care to an 
elderly population legitimately in 
need of services. 

Along with this, Medicare cut¬ 
backs and structure regulations 
within the hospital industry, real¬ 
ized a growing population who 
were being discharged quicker 
and many times in need of home 
care. Simultaneously, home 
health care regulations under 
Medicare were also being restric¬ 
tive. “What we were seeing in 
home care, were individuals with 
more intensive medical needs at 
home, who required not only nurs 
ing care but many times needed 


home health aides and physical 
therapy services. Unfortunately, 
home health agencies such as 
Belmont- Water to wn Visiting 
Nurses were being denied by Med¬ 
icare tor services that prior to 1980 
were covered," reports Beth 
Rogan, RN, Home Care Coordina¬ 
tor at BWVNA.

Doctors learn 
laser treatment 

Winchester Hospital in conjunc¬ 
tion with The International Center 
lor Reproductive Medicine brought 
Joseph R. Feste, M.D., Houston Las¬ 
er Institute, clinical associate pro¬ 
fessor, Women’s Hospital in Texas 
and Baylor College of Medicine, to 
the area of conduct a hands on laser 
laparoscopy course for physicians 
throughout New England. 

Winchester Hospital recently 
announced that obstetrical/ 
gynecological physicians Donald 
Druga, M.D.; Roy Epstein, M.D.; 
Stuart Fesin, M.D.; Francis Lom¬ 
bardo, M.D.; John Heckman, M.D., 
Marc Freedman, M.D.; and Maher 
Tadros, M.D. have successfully 
completed the specialized training 
in laser laparoscopy which utilizes a 
carbon dioxide (C02) laser; a state- 
of-the-art technology that will be 
used for gynecological procedures at 
Winchester Hospital. 

This spring, Winchester Hospital 
installed the C02 laser, dramatical¬ 
ly changing the method of treatment 
now available for many gynecologi¬ 
cal problems. 

This specially designed laser acts 
as a scalpel by converting light ener¬ 
gy to heat energy. The surgeon pre¬ 
cisely aims the thin beam of light at 
diseased tissue, then vaporizes it 
without affecting the surrounding 
area. 

Compared to traditional surgery, 
laser surgery provides less bleeding, 
less pain and faster recovery time 
for the patient. Many procedures 
that formerly required hospitaliza¬ 
tion can now be done as day surgery, 
allowing patients to recuperate at 
home. 

“The C02 laser is particularly 
effective for treatment of lower gen¬ 
ital tract problems, including dysp¬ 
lasia, a common precursor to cancer 
of the cervix,” say Donald Druga, 
M.D., an obstetrician and gynecolo¬ 
gist at Winchester Hospital. “It is 
excellent for treating endometriosis, 
requiring only a tiny incision. 
Because we can avoid the large 


abdominal incisions necessary in 
traditional surgery, there is less 
scar tissue formation. Since exces¬ 
sive abdominal scar tissue can pre¬ 
vent a wanted pregancy, the laser 
benefits women who wish to bear 
children.” 

In the months to come Winchester 
Hospital will be using the laser to 
treat ectopic pregnancies and a vari 
ety of other conditions, according to 
Druga. 

Laser surgery at Winchester Hos¬ 
pital has been made possible by 
many donations from area residents 
to Winchester Hospital Foundation.

Poonen earns 
Harvard summa 

Bjorn Poonen graduated from 
Harvard College last month summa 
cum laude in mathematics and phys¬ 
ics. He has been elected to Phi Beta 
Kappa, has won Harvard’s Blum- 
berg Creative Science Award and 
the Thomas T. Hoopes Prize for his 
senior thesis. He has been awarded a 
National Science Foundation Fel¬ 
lowship and an ONR Fellowship for 
the next three years. He won first 
place in the nationwide Putnam 
Competition in math every year for 
the past four years, and is the second 
person in the 50-year history of the 
competition to have won four times. 
He will begin working toward a 
doctorate at Berkeley in the fall. 

The statement read at the senior 
dinner was as follows: 

‘The Blumberg Creative Science 
Award recognizes outstanding crea¬ 
tive work in the natural sciences and 
mathematics. The Masters and resi¬ 
dent staff are pleased to present this 
award to Bjorn Poonen for his 
exceptional achievements in 
Mathematics. 

Bjorn is one of the most brilliant 
mathematical minds to come out of 
Harvard in recent years. Bjorn won 
the nationwide Putnam Competition 
in math each one of his four years at 
Harvard. In fact. Bjorn is the second 
person in the 50 year history of the 


competition to have won tour times. 
With his help, the Harvard Team 
won its part of the competition every 
year that he was a member. 

Moreover. Bjorn is highly 
regarded by the international 
mathematical community for his 
remarkable success in proposing 
and solving problems that regularly 
appear in problem sections if highly 
respected math journals. 

His senior thesis in valuation 
theory is regarded as one of the best 
submitted to the Mathematics 
Department in recent memory.
